PRESS COMMUNIQUE. 

Simla, the 2nd September 1940. 

The assets of Chemdyes, Limited, were 
ve.sted under the orders of Government in 
the Custodian of Enemy Property on the 
29th May 1940. 

The Oustodian has now with the approval 
of the Government of India entered into an 
agreement with Imperial Chemical In¬ 
dustries (India), Limited, for the sale to 
them of the assets and liabilities of 
Chemdyes. 

Tenders were invited for the purchase oi 
the assets and liabilities of Chemdyes by a 
notice published in various newspapers on 
22nd July 1940. A tender was received 
from Imperial Chemical Industries but from 
no one else. This tender was. below the 
reserved price fixed by Government and 
was therefore rejected, and this rejection 


of tend6r was duly published in the Bombay 
papers. The Central Government then con¬ 
sidered the matter further and as they were 
satined that it was in the interests of 
consumers of dyestuffs in India that the 
assets of Chemdyes should be disposed of 
to a firm well versed in the importation and 
distribution of d.TestuffB and also that 
was the most effective method of performing 
their obligation of preserving the property, 
they decided to negotiate by private treaty 
with the only tenderer. 

Negotiations were held at Simla and it 
was found that the main reason why the 
tender had failed to reach the reserved price 
was that the tenderer placed no value on 
the cargoes belonging to Chemdyes in 
enemy ships in enemy uoris which from 
the point of view of the Custodian 
has considerable post-war value. It 
was therefore decided to omit these 
c.'irgoes from the sale. Imperial 
Chemical Industries also increased their 
original offer, and Government were satis¬ 
fied that a fair price had been arrived at 
and therefore authorised the Custodian to 
.agree to sell. 

The terms of agreement give Government 
power to regulate sale prices, to continue 
the rationing scheme already in force for 
disposal of dyes and also to ensure the 
supply of adequate quantities of dyes to 
those Provincial Governments who have 
derided to keep stocks for supply to the 
handloom industry.

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ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 


Gwfiaral. —The Garden records indicate growing interest in horti¬ 
culture among the general public. Year after year there is an increas¬ 
ing demand for the supply of economic, medicinal, garden and road¬ 
side plants. Opportunities are taken by a large section of the public 
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of utilising the services of the scientific officers and horticulturists of 
this department in. the solution of many a problem of taxonomy, 
arboriculture, gardening,, plant breeding and crossing experiments. 
During the course of a few years marxed improvements have been 
made in hybridisation and propagation of plants. Much light has 
also lately been thrown on plant genetics, plant physiology, plant 
pathology, algology and ecology by recent investigators. The present 
method of circulating the results of experiments through scientitio 
journals enables workers in different parts of the world to keep them¬ 
selves in touch with the progress of science and to undertake studies 
of plants in newer aspects under conditions suitable to their respective 
countries. The Eoyal Botanic Garden, Calcutta, has been taking its 
full share in the advance made in the various directions of botanical 
and horticultural activities. The garden thus continues to be the 
centre for disseminating authentic information on Indian flora and 
gardening in India and abroad and contributes considerably to the 
widespread development of horticulture and to the promotion of our 
knowledge of the vast vegetation of India. It is gratifying that 
ordinary cultivators are also becoming conscious of the ]»ossibilities 
of horticulture. It is hoped that at no distant date, with the progrcis 
in education in the villages, our agriculturists will not hesitate to adopt 
the latest scientific methods of growing economic plants and marketable 
flowers. 

Failure or success in raising annuals, particularly during the cold 
season, depends much on the weather conditions. Prolonged rains 
during the year made many experts rather scepti<-al about tlw prosj>ect 
of this year’s season flowers. In spite of this drawback then" has been 
an all-round good result in the production of flowers. In this garden 
the standard and the quality of the flowers reached a very high order. 
The exhibits that were shown this year in the garden and in the flow>'r 
shows of the Uoyal Agricultural ami Horticultural Society of India 
well merited the appreciation of <-ompetent authorities, and the judges 
were unanimously of opinion that the ornamental plants and the flowers 
exhibited by this garden were the best this year. The garden, theie- 
fore, rightly de.served to be the recijjient of the first prizes in almost 
all the sections at the annual shows. Dahlias, Asters, Sweet peas, 
Salvias, Phlox, Pansy, Gterberas, llollyhoeks. Cornflowers, Verlunas, 
Helio^opes and others were of record size and excellent quality. Their 
magnificent colour and the luxuriance of the blooms won the admira¬ 
tion of all. The judicious display of flowers this year too in advan¬ 
tageous spots and alon^ the edges of the lakes enhanced enormously the 
beauty of the garden in the cold weather. The garden thus attracted 
an unprecedented number of visitors this year. Numerous picnic 
I>arties at this time of the year entailed an extra amount of labour ou 
the staff in maintaining general tidiness. It is hoped that the 
picnickers will adhere to the garden rules and throw refuse in the wire- 
netted bins provided for the purpose and thus co-operate with the 
garden officers towards keeping the garden in proper order. 

In addition to the attention paid to the routine work of the garden 
improvements have been effected in the various sections. The must 
noteworthy and far-reaching step is the attempt towards replacing the 
old system of watering plants in the important areas of the garden. 
The system of watering plants by manual lafmur which has hiUierto 
been followed is antiquated, expensive and cumbrous. THke quantity 
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of the water g:iven by means of man haadlinpr process is insufficient for 
maintaining the healthy growth of plants. Experiments made so far 
•in watering the plants according to the new system yielded very 
promising results and it is obvious that when a motor and a pump are 
installed the arrangement of watering now adopted will be much more 
efficient. This watering system will prove to be extremely useful for 
rearing and acclimatising plants in the houses, flower gardens, shade 
rockery and nurseries and will thus be a great acquisition to the garden. 

The garden was kept more clean and tidy than in the previous years 
by increasing the efficiency of the labour force and by stricter super¬ 
vision of their work. Special^ attention has been paid this year to 
making the garden more interesting not only to the casual visitors to 
the garden out for recreation and enjoyment, but also for the students 
of botany and gardeners by enriching its collections in the various 
sections of the garden. About tw-enty siJccies of interesting orchids 
have been imported from the Phillipines and Java and are doing well. 
The two rare desert plants—Farocactus sp. and the African 
Mexciiihrauauthemum which have been introduced this year— 
are of considerable botanical interest. The beds in the Palm houses 
and the Orchid house huA’e been rearranged and some were relaid with 
richer soil. This had the desired result on the growth of plants. Of 
the plants of medicinal value introduced this year are the Cinchoiui 
Bpej'ics —■^'Inchona calxnya. Cinchona tucrirubra and several species of 
Kuralyptvs. The following species w’ere planted in addition to those 
replaced during the year; —

Traillii., Bovngainvillaea Louis Wathen., Boungoin- 
rillnra iUnharaja oj Mysore, BuungainnUava Maud Chettleburgh., 
linuugoinTillnea Mrs. Fraser., Boungainrilloea refulgcns Bull., 
Boungainvilloea. spectahilis Willd., Bouxsingoultm ha^xellcides H.B.K., 
Caxuarina mnntana Ijcschen. ea' Mig., Cinchona Calisaya M^edd., 
Cinchona succiruhra Par. ear Kolt., Clerodendron ugandense Prain., 
Cwnrexaus Lindleyi KTof., Erythrino indica Linn, var, alba., Erythrina 
indica JArxn. var.

Of special interest this year is the flowering of “Century plants” 
Corypha umhraculifera (a palm tree) and the Agaves. The Corypha 
palm, commonly known as “talipot palm." flowers once in 
its life time after a period of 40 or 50 years when it 
attains full height of about 60-80 feet. The flowering stalk bursts out 
of the hiige spathe with a loud explosion and gradually unfurls itself 
into a gigantic branched ^inflorescence 21 feet high which lerininotes 
the life of the palm. The*leaves and the seeds of this palm are used for 
various economic purposes. The Agaves yield a useful fibre known as 
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“Sisalhemp.” These plants also flower once in their life time. A 
tall terminal inflorescence about 2U feet hi^h comes out of the centire 
of the rosette of larfre fleshy leaves coated with wax. The plants 
reproduce l)oth by suckers and by bulbils in the pla«'e of many of the 
flowers. There is u great accumulation of sap, about 1,000 litres being 
found in the young flower head.s of some of the species of this genus. 
The Mexicans «uit off the young heads, collect the juice and prepare 
a national drink out of it after fermentation. Some of the Agaves may 
last many years if the flowering scape is ••ut off as soon as four feet 
high, when tlie axillary branches continue the growth of the plant, 
•whi<*h is thus kept lung alive by being prevented from flowering. This 
method of prolonging life of the plant is of Tnuch commercial im.jiortiin«:e 
becuu.se of the larger yield of flhres from the leaves. 

Some plants of the low'er Himalayas have been introduced in the 
shade rockery which has been extended this year. The plants accli¬ 
matised in tnis section of the garden offer a splendid opportunity for 
studying many interesting hill plants w'hirh are fiot generally ".seen 
in the plains. 

The great Banyan tree also received due attention and new shoots 
are spreading along the wooden plutfonu forming a cant»py over the 
Toads as it was hoped it would be. The cleaning of the lakes wa.s 
carried on in the usual manner and the rapid gniwth of sulmierged 
weeds has been kept under contml by introducing a Brazilian water 
fern —Salvinia auri<'ulnta. This interesting floating fern by its rapid 
vegetative reproduction like that of the water hyac.inth chokes up com¬ 
pletely the surface of the water and thus shuts off light and oxygen 
from the submerged and rooted water plants in a lake or a iioiid. 
The aquatic plants below the surface of the water gradually die off 
in the absence of light for their assimilation and oxygen for their 
respiration. This exotic w'ater fern, although it grows in dense masses, 
can easily and quickly be removed from the surface of the water after 
the desired result is obtained. The rooted aquatics and also tlie sul>- 
merged water plants which create an insanitary state of the water can 
be kept under control by this biological means. It is doubtful, how¬ 
ever, whether this rather delicate fern is strong enough to fight witli 
water hyacinth and check its growth or replace the more powerful 
atiuatic pest by a more speedy growth on the surface of the water. 

It is gratifying that garden roads are now much improved by steady 
progress in road work. Some of the arterial roads and some paths 
too have been renovated and macadamised this year. Considerable 
progress has been made in writing labels for the plants, names of 
avenues and signboards. Scientific labels for plants arc essential 
adjuncts to a botanic garden of this standard and particular attention 
has been paid to this part of the work. A little over 1,600 labels have 
been written during the year. 

2. Plant and seed axehangar— Thirteen thousand five hundred and 
twenty-five plants, 243 packets and 19 pounds of seeds were distributed 
in India and different parts of the world. Four hunted and forty- 
four plants anxl 200 packets of seeds were* received from India and 
abroad. 
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3. Hmliarium and library. —The work of the herbarium proceeded 
lap the usual lines. The total number of specimeiiH identified was 
2,843 for various institutions and corre.s]><mdcnts in India and abroad. 
The majority, about 800 sheets, were receiv«'d from ilie Imperial Forest 
Research Institute, Dehra Dnu. A colb-ction of .Tlamt 702 sbeets of 
Burmese plants was received Iroin Mr. E. I). Merill, Director and 
Administrator of Botanical Collections of Jlurvanl University, Arnold 
Arboretum, Mass, Jamaica Plain, U. S. A., for naniins’ and confirma¬ 
tion of those determined at Harvard f nivcr.-.ity. The loaninfr of 
specimens has to be curtailed on account of the war. The total number 
of specimens sent on loan was 118. These herliarium speeiniens were 
sent to well-known workers wh(»8e opinion on the «‘xamination of the 
specimens sent prove valuable to «)ther workers. Mr. A. D. Cotton, 
O.B.E., Curator of the Herbarium, Royal Botanic Garden, Kew, revised 
29 sheets of Liliuiri (Notholirion). Dr. A. A. Pulle, Director, Botanical 
Museum and Herbarium, Utrecht, Netherlands, received 40 sheets of 
ItvTfu'rnccae for examination in connection with his reseurehes <m the 
famil 5 ’. Dr. N. L. Bor, Forest Botani.st, Forest llesoarch Institute, 
Dehra Dun, studied critically 32 .sheets of j>ras.ses. Mi-. A'. Dus received 
a larffe number of Assam plants for his scrutiny in connection with 
the preparation of the Flora of Assam. Tlie Fotest Manager, Sikkim 
State, Gangtok, took an interest in Primua l*nilux Linn, and Acer 
raexiinn Wall. Mr. A. D. Cotton returnenl l,ir>(; slo'cts after revising 
the names. One hundred and seventy-nine shc<>ts sent to Dr. Pulle 
and Dr. Jonker in the Herbarium, Utreeln, Netherlands, in 1934, have 
all been received back safely. Dr. T. R. Holt turn, Director, Botanic 
Garden, Singapore, Straits Settlements, returned IhU! .slicets of Kitf/euia 
after his criticral study of the luattirials sent. A set of S(»7 specimens 
collected bv Reverend Dickason in Burnnl on helialf of Dr. Alerrill of 
Harvard Tjniversity proved to be a valuable ucciuisition to the Herba¬ 
rium. Fifty-one sheets of American Orehiils, all duly named, have 
been received from Mr. Tj. O. Williams »»f llurvard University, JIas.s, 
U. S. A. Professor R. R. Stewart, Principal, Gordon College, R.awal- 
pindi, was kind enough to jiresent 108 sheets of N. \V. Himalayan 
plants. Sir Arthur Hill sent us a duplicate sj)ccimcn oi the new 
s]>ecies —Androsace i/raniinifvlia Fischer. A yellow-flowered s]>ecimen 
of Holmshiuldin gmiffvinea Retz., bclongjng to the Shillong Herbarium, 
has been received from Professor S. R. Bi».se. One sheet of f‘riinvla 
pudihunda . W. Smith was a new acquisition from (he Chandi'a 
Nursery, Sikkim. The total number of .‘.pe<imcns distributed from this 
herbarium was 629. A set of 298 duiilicate shei'ts of Dr. Henry's 
collections from Central China made from ISSo-SH was presented lo 
Profes.sor H. H. Hu as a valuable c.onlrihutitui t«)Wiirds building up 
the herbarium of the Fan ilemorial Institute of Biology, Peiping, 
China. Professor R. R. Stewart rt'ceivcd 128 sheets of the East 
Himalayan specimens. One hundred she»'(s were sent to the new 
Botanical Department of Da«’ca University for leaching purposes. 
Professor Dixon, the well-known ]>]ant physiologi.st of 'I'l-inity College, 
Dublin, greatly appreciated a gift of o2 sheets of East Himalayan 
plants. Six sheets of tea-plants {CnrncUiti thca) were sent to 
Professor Mrs. L. Newton, XTniversify College of Wales, Aber.stwyth, 
for the C!ollege Musemm. Three rluplicate sheets of Notholirion 
macTophylla filled up a gap in the Indian section «>f the Kew Herbarium. 
Two sheets—tjne of Ary:^ saliva and another of Ficus clastiva — 
were given to the South African Museum, Cape Town. Dr. Handt 1 
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Mazzetti of Vienna, Austria, was presented with two duplicate sheets;— 
one each of Sibhalaia perpvsiloides and Sihhaldia fikkimensia. A gift 
of four sheets of ThyrsosUichys oliveri were made to the Herbarium, 
Forest Bescarch Institute, Dehra l)un. Two cotype sheets of the new 
species of Eugenia discovered by Ur. B. E. Holttum from the materials 
of this herbarium were presented to him for the herbarium of the 
Boyal Botanic Garden, Singapore. Thirty herbarium specimens of 
selected timber trees of India with short notes on their distribution, 
quality of wt>od and uses were given (o the Government Industrial 
Museum, Calcutta, for the purpose of exhibiting them in the gallery. 
The specimens of hard fungus collected by the Curator of the Herbarium 
in the Chittagong Hill Tracts were presented to Professor S. B. Bose 
of the Carniichuel Medical College for his study of tiiese fungi so 
much destructive tt» the timbers. Mr. E. H. Walker of Smithsonian 
Institute, Washington, sent 14 photographs of she<;t8 of the different 
i'nsufhciently represented species of Myrainticeae and in return he 
received from us 8 photographs of Kurz's type sheets of species belong¬ 
ing to the same family. Two photograph.s ot sheets of Dexmodium 
Karensinm were also sent lo Ur. E. P. Metcalf of the Arnold 
Arboretum. I’eii and ink sketches, one of Ephedra Gernrdiann and 
one of Nardoittfu'hys Jatnninnst were supplied to Mr. H. C. Bichard.son 
of British Mission at Lasha. A sketch of Aconitum Ihilfouria was sent 
to Ur. H. Chowdhury of the Punjab University. Informations on 
various botanical questions wei’e supplied to many eorrespondent.s. 

Notes on the cultivation of Ei/rcthnim in India were furnished to 
Mr. S. C. Sen of Mungpoo, and to Mr. K. M. P. Unithan of Badam- 
pahar, Tatanagar. Similar n(»tes on the cultivation of the Ivory palm 
and Eucalyi)tus were supplied to other corre.spondents. A detailed 
account on the history and <listributiou ot wild rosea in India, was 
sent to Mr. E. M. {Shipley, t’ulifornia. Bai Bahadur Ur. li. C. 
Chatterjee re(;eive<l information on the introduction of fodder crops 
in reclaimt'd areas. The (’hiel Chemist, Savan Sug.ar atid Gur Befining 
Co., was instructed on the control of a parasitic flowering plant 
Orohaiiche uegypiuten which proveil to be a j»est. lustru<'tion was 
also given to the Superintending Engineer, Public V'orks Uepartment, 
Bannu, about the eradication of some aquatic weeds choking up the 
canals. The suggest iims givtui proved effe<dive in tackling the 
complicated problem of irrigation there. A note on the systematie 

i )o.sition ot Eulophia cullniii was sent to the Director, Boyal 
lotanic Gardeti, Kew, while Botanical information about Indigofera 
Doaua has been sujqdied to Koloniale Bunk, Soerabuia, Nether¬ 
lands, East Indies. Among others who were furnished with axithentic 
information on various important botanical (luestions are Ur. B. Salguea, 
President of the Eoimdalion Salgues de. Brigiioles (var.) France: th»‘ 
LocTi.st Bescarch Entomologist to the Imperial (h>un«‘il of Agricultural 
Besearch; the Millets Specialist and Geneticist, Eawley Boad, Coim¬ 
batore; the Director, Malaria Institute of India, Kasauli; Beverend 
I'. K. Peter, Gnadenherg b', Bunzlau, Germany; The Chief ('om- 
mercial Manager, East Indian Bailway, Calcutta; Ur. S. Hcdayetullah, 
Economic Botanist to the Government of Bengal; The Chemical 
Adviser to the Department of Industries, Science College, Patna; 
Messrs. Mitsui Bu.san Kaisha, Fort Bombay; Ur. B. E. Holttum, 
Director, Botanic Oarden.s, Singapore; and the Imperial Mvcologist, 
Imperial Agricultural llcseurcsh Institute, New’ Delhi. Information 
about literature connected with research work and data and suggestions 
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ralated thereto have been gi^en to a large number of botanists in 
I India and elsewhere. The Excise Oepartnieiii and the Chemical 
Examiner to the Government of Bengal were furnisl»ed with necessary 
information relating to poisonous plants and drugs. 

Mr. V. Narayanaswami, Systematic Assistant, Botanic'al Survey of 
India, discharged ably, under the supervision of the Superintendent, 
his duties relating to the above work as far as the Government of 
India is concerned. 

Sheets incorporated in the herbarium during the year amounted to 
4,626. These include the old collection of over o-SO s]iecimeu.s of llelfer 
made a little over a tasntury ago from places round about Calcutta, 
which were received from Dr. Ivan Klastersky, Narodi Museum, 
Botanicke. Oddel, Praha, Prague. These were all named by the 
Superintendent and finally incorporated in the herbarium us a present 
from T)r. Klastersky who was duly furnished witli the list of the plants 
identified here. This year 6,4'‘{0 genus and species covers were changed 
and more than 2,000 8i>ec.in)ens mounted. Bepairing and cleaning of 
sheets continued throughout the year in the usual manner. 

A b»>tanical tour was undertaken Ijy the Superintendent in the 
Uarjeeling district. The specimens collected were put in the local 
herbarium which needs further enriching with unrecorded and more 
complete materials. Another botanical excursion was made by him 
to Jhargram in the Midnapore district. His collection includes a 
number of important medicinal plants. The ecology of the deciduous 
community of plants of this part of the province is also r«*c.eiving his 
attention with a view to a further study of the vegetation in this area 
along the boundary of Bengal. Towards the <‘nd of the year Curator 
of the Herbarium hotanised in the Kassaloug forests of f’hittfigong Hill 
Tracts and collected about l.(MX) specimens. Some of the species collect¬ 
ed frojii this place arc likely to prove new records. A joint excur.si<m 
was made by the Superintendent, the Curator ot the llerbarinm. Dr. 
N. Ij. Bor of the Forest Research Institute, Debra Dun, Dr. S. R. 
Bose, Professor of Bofany, Carmichael Medi<‘al College, and Dr. J. C. 
Sen Gupta, Professor of Botany, 1’re.sideDcy College, Calcutta, to J^ort 
Canning in order to studying the littoral vegetation in the neighbour¬ 
hood. It is a pity that this interesting relic of the mangrove flora 
found 8«» close to Calcutta and offering a splendid opportunity for the 
study of botany by students of Bengal in particular and of India in 
general is fast disappearing like that of the Salt-lakes, Calcutta.

The proofs have been corrected of “Plont.s of the Llyod Botanic 
Garden, Darjeeling, bj'* Dr. K. Biswas” and “A Revision of the 
Labiaittt of the Indian Empire b.y Dr. S. K. Mukerjee.” Both the 
papers have gone for final printing. “Flora of the Akha Hills,” a 
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paper by Dr. K. BiowM, was handed to Dr. N. L. Bor ■; for 
its publif^utioii in the Indian Forest Records. “Bharatia BanaushAdi” 
by Dr. Biswas and E. Ghose, a treatise on medicinal plants in Bengali, 
is making steady progress in the Calcutta University Press. 


The Annals of the Royal Botanic Garden, Calcutta, Volume XIV, 
Part 2, has been p^iblished. The set of plates printed by (Messrs. 
Spottiswoode Bnllantyne are lying with them in London. These 
plates could not be brought to India on account of the international 
situation. Steps for circulating this valuable publication in spite of 
the present difficulties has, however, been taken at the suggestion of 
Sir David Prain and Mr. T. H. Burkill, the authors. Two nets have 
therefore l>een distributed in liondon—one to "Nature” and one to the 
Linnean Society, Loudon, and two in India—one to the Royal Asiatic 
Society of Bengal and one to the Royal Botanic Garden, Peradeniya, 
Ceylon. 


A number of botanists and research workers from India and abroad 
worked in the herbarium from time to time. All of them were given 
every facility and assistance for their work. Dr. N. L. Bor and his 
assistant Mr. M. B. Itaizada of Dehra Dun consulted the herbarium 
materials in connection with the identification of their specimens and 
the collecting of data for other botanical investigations. The work on 
poisonous plants and medicinal plants of Brevet.-(Udonel R. N. Chopra 
continued in the herbarium. Neccs.sary co-operation was given to his 
botanists Messrs. R. ]j. Badhwur and N. C. Goswami and their assist¬ 
ants who worked satisfactorily throughout the year. Other visiting 
botanists were Messrs. R. N. Dc and A. Da.s, Dr. D. Chatterjee, 
Messrs. Sunil Mookerjee, P. N. Mchra, G. Mitra, Miss S. Meyer, 
Professor of Botany, Bethune (Jollege, Mr. A. K. Chakravarty, Assist¬ 
ant at the Rice Research Farm, (ihinsuru. Dr. A. If. Ilalleii, M.n., 
New Zealand, Protessor C. A. Rylands, Professor of Sanskrit, JiOiidou 
University. 


Sir Mirza M. I.smail, Dewan of Mvsore, the Hon’hle Khan Bahadur 
M. A zizul Haque, I'.i.E., Speaker Legislative Assembly, and the Viee- 
(’hancellor of (Calcutta University, Mr. Kamal Yar dung, Dewan of 
Hyderabad, w'ere amongst the distinguished visitors to the garden 
during the year. 


Library, —The usual routine work of the library was carried on. 
Books sent on loan were 81 in number amf those received back (luring 
the year numbered 95. This year 2S8 copies of hooks have been hound; 
of these, 200 conies w'cre hound by the Sujierintcndent, Government 
Printing, Bengal. Journnhs and periodicals purchased throughout the 
year were 20, and 68 wer(‘ received in exchange or us presentations. A 
hundred copies of miscellaneous jmhlications, a gift from Sir David 
Prain, were sent by Sir Arthur Hill from Kew. Best thanks are due 
to Sir David and Sir Arthur for this gift. Fourteen books were 
purchased and nine were received as gifts. The preparation of the 
catalogue of the library was renewed along with the checking of the 
b(x>ks. Dr. D. M. Bose, Director, Bose Resehreh Institute, (Calcutta, 
sen* in exchange the new and the missing volumes of “The Transactions 
of the Bose Institute”, and the set has-now been complied. 
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6. Finan09> —^Rs. 49,660 was allotted for staff and pomianent 
estjiblislunent, out of which Ha. 49,564 was spent. Under all other 
heads the expenditure amounted to Rs. 49,461 apainst the total allot¬ 
ment of Rs. 49,708. Receipt of the department during the year 
amounted to Rs. 1,450. 

6'. Staff* —The post of the Stmerintendent was held hy Dr. K. 
Biswas throughout the year. Dr. S. K. Mukorjee held the post of the 
Curator of the Herbarium and Mr. N. Mitra, the Curator of the Royal 
Botanic Garden, Calcutta, throughout the year. 

Mr. Quasem Ali held the post of the Assistant Curator, Royal 
Botanic Garden, Calcutta, during the year except for a short period 
of leave of 1 month and 33 days from the 30th Octolx'r 193f> (o the 32nd 
Deceml>er 1939 when Mr. J. A. Hulbert, Overseer, officiated as Assist¬ 
ant Curator. Mr. Rabindra Nath Das Gupta, an oulsider, acted as a 
temporary overseer from the 20th November to the 22iul December 
1939. 

Mr. A. T. Banerjee was Head Clerk throughout the year and dis¬ 
charged his duties efficiently. All the other staff worked satisfactorily. 


CALCUTTA GARDENS. 


The work in (he Eden, Dalhousie Square and Ciir/.on Gardens was 
mainly of a routine type. The display^ of winter annuals was quiie 
satisfactor.v in .spite of the prolonged rains and the advent of the cold 
weather ral her later than usual. The Dahlias and Asters grown from 
the acclimatised seeds proved very good and nio.st of the flowers were 
as large as those grown from imported seeds. The Victoria regia has 
acclimatised it .self in the lakes of the Eden Gardens much better than 
in the Botanic Garden probably due to the better arrangement of water- 
supply in (he former. The leaves of this giant water lily reached an 
enormous size and created considerable interest and admiration among 
the public. The plants flowered well and freely from August to 
ttetober and became favourite objects for photographic purposes. A 
sufficient niimber of acclimatised seeds and seedlings of this plant are 
available for distribution. 

Special attention was paid to increasing the standard of msthetic 
and horticultural aspects, and also the improvement of sanitar;\ condi¬ 
tions in the three gardens as far as limited funds would permit. Many 
flowering sluaibs and trees w’ere planted in suitable places and .special 
attempts were made to maintain the hedges in ])roper .shape and bi 
refill the .sections through which short eut.s across the lawns are made. 
Necessary rej>nir8 were done to the Orchid house. The stock of rare 
and delicate Orchids, Ferns, Arums, Maranta, and others were enlarged 
by adopting scientific method of propagation. Species of \ anda. 
Uendrobium, Cattleya, Phaltenopsis, Renathera and other Orchids in 
the shade houses flowered freely and with perfection. Foiir species of 
Orchids from Kalimpong presented by Mastt>r Hum prey .Tones Ave.re 
added to the collection this year. The lawn in front of the Pagoda was 
dug up, relevelled and retusfed with Dhub grass and a low re<l border 
was made all round by planting Aerua iannvinwide.K. The flower l)e<l8 
were ulso rearranged iu this portiop of the lawn, The clear out beds 


•> 
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here and those on the west of the Canna gardens though. cnsoAller in 
number were laid out in geometrical symmetry and this alteration in the 
laying out of the new flower beds enhanced the beauty of the garden 
and was much admired by the general public. The roads adjacent to 
this area were improved by a surface coating of “hotfix” and stone 
chips. Protection of the Calcutta gardens during the football seasons 
from the vast crowds that pass through them has become a problem. 
Provision of spiked iron railings on the walls of some portions of the 
Eden Gardens has become imperative. 

The sanitary conditions of the lakes of the Eden Gardens cannot be 
improved without re-excavation. Weeding and surface cleaning, how¬ 
ever, were carried on as far as possible. This year too some fish were 
caught from the lakes of the Eden Gardens and transferred to the 
Dulhousie Square tank. It is desirable to increase the stock of fish in 
this tank by letting in some good fry. This will attract anglers in 
sufficient number to recoup the money invested. 

Finance* —Out of the total budget allotment of Rs. 31,169 under 
all heads Rs. 31,1(51 was spent. The receipt from the Dalhousie Square 
Garden amounted to Rs. 20 only. 

Staff* —Mr. Merlin .Tones held the post of the Assistant Curator, 
Government Gardens, Calcutta, and Mr. G. Mohiuddin was Overseer 
throughout the year. 


LLOYD BOTANIC CARDEN, DARJEELING. 


The rainfall at this garden wa.s 123 inches being slightly less than 
the average. This, however, did not nflect the growth of the plants. 
But prolonged rains folhiwed by severe hailstorms towards the later 
part of the year damaged the annuals which had to be replaced in beds 
more than once. Jn .addition to the routine work of the garden 
improvements were effected in many directions. The Sir John 
Anderson rock garden was extended and rearranged in order to raise the 
standard of tliis scientific garden to the level maintained in the other 
ganlens of the temperate region of the world. The progress is slow 
but steady and it is hi*p«*d that in the n(*ar future it will be a centre of 
rare high altitude berbm-eous and shrubby alpine flora which can be 
seen here to their best advantage blooming in the different seasons of 
the year.

Several species of local orchids grown on large trees flowered profuse¬ 
ly and attracted due appreciation from the public. Professor White 
of Ithaca, New York, who happened to visit the garden expressed his 
admiration of the garden in these words: “This is the finest spot in 
the Eastern Himalayas and the best centre for the study of the 
temperate flora of India.” Special efforts were made to maintain the 
general tidiness of the lawns along the hillside by regular combing and 
thus the growth of muss was restricted. Top dressings and necessary 
repairs kept the roads and pathways in order. The naming of the roads 
according to the new map of the garden enable the visitors to have 
quicker access to any desired spot of tlie garden. The map is now 
published and available for sale at annas 4 per copy. 

A student’s garden with beds containing economic and medicinal 

S lants of the Himalayas arranged in classified order has been designed 
y the Superintendent. It is being laid out under the special care of 
the Curator. This section of the garden, when properly developed, 
will be an asset to the garden and will prove to be of great educational 
and medicinal value. 

The replacing of old trees and shrubs and the introduction of new 
ones continued. Two hundred and sixty-three plants were planted and 
56 species of plants of economic value were added to the new student's 
garden in their respective family beds. Some new seats under the 
trees and rose bower with slight mo«lification in their construction 
afforded much comfort to the visiting public. Necessary repairs to the 
houses, nurseries and durwans’ shelters were carried out as far as funds 
permitted. During the monsoon there was a slip at the bottom of the 
malis’ shed and it was necessary to erect the new rivetment wall to 
protect the shed from further damage. There were several cranks in 
the floor of the shed as well as in the plant house which were repaired 
with ferro concrete. About 58 packets of seeds were received on 
exchange from a large nuniiber of institutions in different parts of the 
world. Of these seeds the following species germinated successfully: — 
Jioyena lucida, Omalanthvs populifolhia. Iris Kashtniriana, LiUum 
Loxcii, Lilivm orhracenm, Lilium Wallirhmnvm, Pinus riguJa, Pinus 
echinata. Pinna strohua, Pinxia aylvestria, Snmbxtcua canadensis. Pirea 
ahiea, Aqxtilegia eximea, Sedxjm apathxilifolium, Sedxxm coccineum, 
Linaria rymhelina, JAlixxm Iongifiorum, Ephedra gerardinnn. 

Two thousand, six hundred and forty-two packets of seeds, 207 
plants, 8,952 seedlings and 30 bulbs were distributed in India and 
abroad. In addition to these various botanical institutions and botanic¬ 
al departments of colleges in India and outside received plant materials 
for their study. The demand for such materials is increasing year by 
year evidently due to the advancement of knowledge and interest in the 
flora of our country. Famous botanists, research workers, college and 
school students and others interested in the Himalayan vegetation, 
visiting this garden and the herbarium, were taken round by the 
Curator and furnished with necessary information on various botanical 
and horticultural matters. 

The Curator undertook a tour in October in the Singalela range in 
the region of Tonglo, Sandakphu and Phalute for his yearly oollection 
of seeds and plants #ith a view, to acclimatising tnem in Harjeeling. 
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The herharium and the library were kept in better condition than 
last year and some additions were also made. It is expected that with 
’ the opening of the botanical departments in various colleges and with 
the growing interest in the vegetation of the Himalayas this local 
herbarium like that of the Calcutta hej-barium will be more and more 
utilised. The Curator will be pleased to give all facilities and place 
the collection at the disposal of any botani.st wisliing to compare speci¬ 
mens collected from this most fine and rich floristic region of the 
Himalayas, with those collected from the A'ssuni Hills in the East, the 
Nepal ranges in the West and Tibet in the North. If botanists fail 
to get all their specimens named here on the spot, the staff at the Cal¬ 
cutta Herbarium will gladly pdd their help in this direction at head¬ 
quarters. 

“The Plants of the lAwd Hotenic Garden” with a map is in the 
final stages of printing. The writer appreciates the ungrudging helyi 
rendered by Mr. S. N. Basu, the Curator, and Babu Jogendra Nath 
Nusker, the Herbarium Assistant, in the preparation of the book. 

The garden register records 67,888 visitors to the garden during the 
year. This figure surpasses all previous records. 

Finance. —Out of an allotment of Rs. 16,111 under all heads, 
Its. 16,085 was spent. 

Staff. —Mr. S. N. Basu was Curator, Lloyd Botanic Garden, 
Darjeeling, throughout the year.

[NOTE.— On an average of the five years ending 1938-30, the areas under 
jute in the. province of Bengal and the Bengal States to which this 
forecast relates, represent some 80*2 and 1*2 per cent, respectively 
of the total area under jute in India.] 

Season. —As noticed in the Preliminary Forecast, the season opened 
favourably for the most part. Subsequently however the weather conditions 
took an unfavourable turn in the shape of drought or scanty and insufficient 
rainfall, arresting the growth and development of the mid and highland crop 
over a considerable tract in North and East Bengal. The Olitorius tracts 
in the West Bengal districts on the other hand did generally well with 
intermittent sunshine and rainfall from the second half of July onward. 
Continued shortage of steeping water was general. It seriously hampered 
the harvesting and as such the quality of the fibre has generally bt^en 
disappointing. Some rainfall since the last week of August and the recent 
rise of rivers have partially relieveil the position as regards steeping water. 

Condition of the crop. —The general condition of the crop has, on the 
whole, been satisfactory except for continued lack of steeping water. 

Area of the crop. —The area under jute is estimated to be 3,670,650 acres 
(revised) as against 2,549,600 acres in 1939. 

Outturn. —As in the previous year the percentage fibres are calculated 
on the basis of divisional normals which remain as follows:—

[NOTE.—On an average of the five years endii^; 1038-39, the area under 
jute, to which the Bihar forecast relates, represents about 10*9 per 
cent, of the total area under jute in India.] 

Acreage.—The final district returns of the six jute-growing districts of 
the province show an area under jute of 282,200 acres as against the last 
year’s area of 265,500 acres. The increase is marked in all the districts 
except Champaran. 

Weather conditions.—In March the rainfall was sufficiently above the 
normal everywhere but subsequently in the months of April, May and June 
the fall was below the normal in all the six districts in which jute is grown. 
Particularly in the most important jute district of Purnea, the faU was very 
low, resulting in stunted growth of the crop and consequently a very low 
outturn. In July the rainfall was above the normal in all the jute-growing 
districts except Bhagalpur and the Santal Parganas. In August the rainfall 
was general throughout the province. The weather was on the whole 
favourable for the growth of the crop. 

Outturn.—^In the district of Purnea the outturn of the crop has been 
estimated at 60 per cent, of the normal. Champaran reports 95 per cent. 
Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Bhagalpur and the Santal Parganas report 70, 50, 
66 and 55 per cent., respectively. 

Accordingly I estimate that the outturn this year will be 61 per cent, 
of the normal as against 80 per cent, in the last year. Taking the normal 
outturn per acre to be 3| bales as in previous years the gross outturn on 
282,200 acres estimated to be under jute in this province, comes to .571,000 
hales, against 708,900 bales last year. Adding 11,600 bales, to this as 
probable imports from Nepal, the forecast figure for Bihar comes to 582,600 
bales.

Acreage. —Tlie crop is mainly grown in district Cuttack. In two other 
districts, namely, Balasore and Puri, it is cultivated to a less extent, 'J’here 
has been no change in area since the prejinration of the preliminary forecast. 
Tiie total area sown is now finally estimated at 28,400 acres as in the prelimi¬ 
nary forecast. 'There has been an increase of nearly 6,000 acres in district 
Cuttack over the last year’s acreage. 'I'his is rej>orted to be due to high 
price of jute jircvailing in the last year. 

Season. —As mentioned in the preliminary forecast tliere was good 
rainfall in May which stimulated sowing. In June, July and August the 
rainfall was considerably above the normal in districts Cuttack and Balasore. 
Ill district Puri the fall was above the normal in dune and July, but was 
below in August, "rhe rivers Mahanadi, Kathjuri, Brahmani and Baitarani 
were in high flood in the months of June and July. Some damage was caused 
by the floods to the crop in district Balasore. 

Outturn. —The excessive rainfall in June to August has affected the 
outturn in all the districts. 

The total outturn for the province is estimated at 65 5 per cent, of the 
normal against 63 per cent, of the last year. On the basis of 3| bales as the 
standard outturn per acre the gross yield on 28,400 acres sown this year comes 
to 62.100 bales in round figure against 47,300 bales last year.

First Forecast of the Winter Rioe Crop of 

Bengal, 1940-41. 

Note.—On an average of the five years 
ending 1938-39, the area under winter 
rice in Benjjal has represented some 20 *3 
per cent, of the total area under winter 
«. rice in India.) 

Character of the scanon .—Preparatory 
tillage tor and the sowings ol broadcast paddy 
were delayed in places owing to drought in 
April. Fairly wide spread rainfall in May, 
however, facilitated the operations. Rainfall 
in June, although deficient, was favourable 
for preparation of lands for winter paddy 
seedlings and sowings in seed-beds. Rainfall 
in July was considerably below the average 
in most of the districts with the result that 
transplantation was retarted in pla(;es of West 
and North Bengal. Good showers in August, 


however, facilitated the iranaplanting opera¬ 
tion and improved the prospects generally. 
As a result of insufficient rainfall, a reduced 
area has been brought under cultivation this 
year. The present outlook may be regarded 
as only fair on the whole. 

Acreage .—According to the figures returned 
by the District Officers, the total acreage 
under winter rice is 14,776,400 acres as 
compared with 16,912,600 and 16,095,900 
(revised) acres in the corresponding and final 
forecasts of last year, respectively. 

Outturn .—From the summary of the district 
returns appended it will be seen that two 
districts report a normal crop of 100 per cent., 
14 districts a crop varying from 70 to 92 and 
the rest below 70 per cent, of the normal. 

Aciording to the above estimates, the Pro¬ 
vincial outturn works out to 75 per cent, as 
against 84 and 88 per cent, of the normal 
estimated in the corrcs|Kinding and final 
forecasts respectively of last year.

Bongal Motor Vehicles Rules, 1940. 

Chapter I.—Preliminary. 

1. Short title and application. —(a) These Rules may be called the 
Bengal Motor Vehicles Rules, 1940. 

(A) They shall, save as expressly provided otherwise, apply to, and 
in relation to, all motor vehicles in the I’rovinoe of Bengal excluding 
the district of Darjeeling. 

2. Definitions ,—In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context, 

(rt) “the Act” means the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Act IV of 
1939); 

(1)) “articulated vehicle” means a tractor to which a trailer is 
attached in such a manner that part of the trailer is superimpo.scd on, 
and part of the weight of the trailer is borne by, the tractor; 

(c) “Form” means a Form set forth in the First Schedule to the 
Act or appended to these rules; 

(<7) “passenger” for the purposes of the rules in Chapter IV mean.s 
any person travelling in a public service vehicle other than tho driver 
or the conductor or an employee of the permit holder while on duty; 

(o) “pounds” means pounds avoirdupois; 

(/) “District Magistrate” includes an Additional District Magis¬ 
trate. 


Chapter II.—Lioensing of Drivers of Motor Vehicles. 

3. Incensing Authority .—The Licensing Authority shall be— 

(t) in the City of Calcutta (including suburbs), the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of Police, Public Vehicles Department, and 

(w) elsewhere in the Province, the District Magistrate. 

4. _ Public service vehicle—authorisation to drive. —(a) The 
authorisation to drive a public service vehicle in Form D shall be 
granted by a regional transport authority and shall, save as provided 
in sub-rule (c), be effective throughout the Province. 
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(6) No person shall drive a public service vehicle unless authorisa¬ 
tion as aforesaid has been granted or countersigned by a regional 
transport authority within the Province. 

(c) No person shall drive a public service vehicle within the places 
or on the roads, specified in the First Schedule to these rules, unless the 
authorisation as aforesaid has been granted or countersigned by the 
licensing authority in whose functional area the place or road may be. 

(d) Any holder of a licence maj' at any time apply to the appro¬ 
priate authority for the grant or countersignature of authorisation as 
aforesaid in Form liPSA and shall in making application forward his 
licence to the said authority. 

(c) The authority to which ujjplication is made ns aforesaid may 
if it thinks fit by notice in writing summon the applicant to appear 
before it at such time and place a.s ihe nulhorily may appoint and may 
in the case of the holder of a licence issued outside the Province, or 
in the case of an application under sub-rule (c) require the applicant 
to produce a certificate in motor driving from an ajiproved school of 
motoring and to pass the test us set forth in the Third Schedule to the 
Act notwithstanding that the applicant shall iireviously have passed 
the test. 

(/) The appropriate authority granting an application under this 
rule shall sign or countersign the licence accordingly and return the 
same to the holder thereof anil sliall at the sunu- time st-nd intimation 
to the authority hy whom the licence was issued in Form T,PS. 

(ff) If the appropriate authority rejects an application under this 
rule it shall inform the applicant in writing, giving its reasons, and 
shall return the licence to him. 

5. ZAcensinff m/thoritj/—enouirien to he made hy the .—Upon the 
receipt 'of an application for a licence or for an authorisation to drive 
a public service vehicle, the lieensing authority or the regional Irans- 
port authority, as th«* case may be, luav make sucli tuiquiries as lutiy 
be reasonably necessary lo establish the ideutit> of the applieunl and 
to ascertain that the applicant is not disqualified or liable t(* be 
disqualified for holding a licence. 

0. Testing officers .—(«) The test of competence to drive as set forth 
ill the Third Schedule to the Act shall be conducted by the licen.sing 
authority or hj- otlicers appointed by him in this behalf. 

{h) Subject to sub-S€*etion (7) of section 7 of ihe Act, the applicant 
.shall furnish a serviceable vehicle of the class to which the application 
refers and present himself for the test at sucli time and place as may be 
specified by the licensing authority or the testing oflieer. 

(c) The fee payable by tbe applicant for llie test of compeleiiee to 
drive shall be two rupees for each test and shall be paid before the test 
is commenced. It shall not be refunded in any circumstances. 

7. Appellate authority. — {a) The authority empowered under sub¬ 
section (2) of section l.'l ot the Act to hear appeals against the decision 
of the licensing authority shall, where the licensing authority is a 
Deputy Commissioner of Police, be tlie tJommissloner of Police, 
Calcutta, and shall, in other cases, be the Commissioner of the Division. 
The authority empowered to hear appeals under sub-section (.5) of 
section 15 of the Act, however, shall, whbre the licensing authority 
is a Deputy Commissioner of Police, be the Chief Presidency 
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Mai^strate, and shall, iti other coses, be the Commiiwioner of the 

DiTision.

(6) The authority empowered under sub-section (2) of section 16 of 
the Act to hear appeals against the decision of a regional transport 
authority shall, in the case of the regional transport authority, for the 
region of Calcutta, consist of the Chairman of the Provincial Transport 
Authority and two members of that autlioiity elccicd by it from time 
to time, and shall, in other cases, be the (hmimissioner of tlio Division. 

(c) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the appropriate aulhority 
to grant or countersign an authorisation to drive a public service! vehi«de 
may within thirty days of the communication to bint t>f the order of 
refusal appeal— 

(1) where the ajjpropriate authority is tlie regional transport 
authority— 

(/) if the regional transport authority is for the region of ('ul<nitta, 
to an appellate authority con.sisting of the (Uiainiiaii of the 
Provincial Transport Authority and two members ot that 
authority elected by it from time to time, and 

{ii) in other cases, to the Commi.ssioner of tlie Division; 

<-$#) where the appropriate authority is the licensing auUioritj— 

(i) if the licensing authority is a Deputy Commissioner of Police, 
to the Commissioner of Police, Calculta, and 

(/i) in other cases, to the Commissioner of the Division. 

(<Z) The provisions of section 5 and section 12 of the Itulian Ijimita- 
tion Act, 1908, wdll apply to appeals under sub-rule (e). 

8. Appeals—rtnuhtet and hearing of. — {a) An appeal under rule 
7 shall be preferred in duplicate in the form ot a memorandum, one 
copy of which shall bear the court fee ot two rupee.s, setting forth 
concisely the grounds of objection to the order of the licensing authority 
or the regional transport authority as the case may be and shall he 
accompanied by a certified copy of that order. 

(6) When an appeal is lodged a notice shall Issue to the authority 
against whose order the appeal is preferred in .such form as the appellate 
authority may direct. 

(c) The appellate authority after giving an opportunity to the

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(«)* When a duplicate licence ha» been inRued upon representation 
that a licence has been lost and the ori(;inal liceurc is afterwards found 
by the holder it shall be delivered to the licensing authority. 

(/) Any other person finding a driving licence shall deliver it to the 
holder of the licence or to the nearest police-station. 

12. T^iccitccs—defaced or tom. — (a) If at any time it appears to a 
licensing authority that a licence held by any person is so torn or 
defaced in any way as to cease to be reasonably legible, the licensing 
authority may impound the licence and issue a duplicate. 

(6) If a licence impounded as afdresaid is required to have a 
photograph of the holder aflSxed thereto, then— 

(?) if fhe photograph on the impounded lic<-nce is in the opinion 
of the licensing authority satisfactory and conveniently 
transferable to the duplicate licence, the licensing authority 
may so transfer, affix and seal the photograph to the dupli¬ 
cate licence; or 

(ji) if the photograph affixed to a licence impounded under the 
provisions of sub-rule (a) is not in the opinion of the 
licensing authority such as can be transferred to the dupli¬ 
cate licence, the holder of the licence shall, on demand by 
the licensing authority, ftirnish two clear <‘opies of a recent 
photograph of himself one of which shall be affixed to the 
duplicate licence and sealed and the other shall bo recorded 
by the licensing axithority by whom the licence was issued. 

(c) The fee for a duplicate licence issued under this rule shall be 
three rupees. 

13. TAcences—issue of duplicate. —(a) When a duplicate licence is 
issued under rules 10, 11 or 12, it shall be clearly stamped “Duplicate” 
in red and shall be marked with the date of issue of the duplicate and 
the seal of the licensing authority. 

(6) If the licensing authoritv who issues a duplicate licence is 
not the authority by whom the licence was issued, he shall intimate 
the fact to that authority. 

(c) If the licensing authority who affixes a new photograph to a 
duplicate licence is not the nuthorily by whom the licence was 
issued, he shall forward the second copy to that authority for record- 

14. Temporary authorisation in lieu of a licence .—(«) When the 
holder of a licence has submitted the licence to a licensing or othci- 
authority for renewal or for obtaining an authorisation to drive a 
public service vehicle and has deposited the prescribed fee, or when a 
police officer or any Court has taken temporary possession of a licence 
for any purpose other than that of sub-se(;tion {2) of section 129 of the 
Act and the licence has not been suspended or cancelled, the licensing 
or other authority or the police officer or the Court, as the case may 
be, shall furnish him with a receipt for the licence and temporary 
authorisation to drive in Form L Tern. When a police officer seizes 
a licence under sub-section (2) of section 129 of the Act, he shall give 
to the person surrendering Idie licence the temporary authorisation to 
drive under sub-section {3) of the said section also in Form L Tern. 
During such period as may be specified in Form L Tem. the production 
thereoz on demand shall be deemed to be production of the licence. 
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(b) Until the licence has been returned to the bolder he shall not 
be entitled to drive a motor vehicle (without being in poseessioU of his 
licence) beyond the period specified in the temporary authorisation as 
aforesaid. 

Provided that the authority, Court or police officer by which the 
temporary authorisation aforesaid was granted, shall extend the period 
for which the temporary authorisation is valid until the licence is 
returned, suspended or cancelled. 

(c) No fee shall be payable in respect of such temporary authorisa¬ 
tion. 

15. Licence — learner'$, —(o) Sub-section (7) of section 3 of the Act 
shall not apply to any peiuun driving a motor vehicle in a public place 
during the course of receiving instruction or of gaining experience in 
driving with the object of presenting himself for the test required by 
clause (a) of sub-section (6) of section 7 of the Act, so long as— 

(i) the driver is the holder of a learner’s licence in Form Lljr. 

entitling him to drive the vehicle; 

(ti) there is beside the driver in the vehicle as instructor a person 
duly licensed to drive the vehicle and sitting in such a 
position as to be able readily to stop the vehicle; 

{Hi) there is affixed both to the front and rear of the vehicle a plate 
or card as set forth below: — 


Plate (or card) seven inches square to be white, 
with letter “L” in red, 4 inches high, 3^ 
inches wide. 


Provided that clause (») shall not apply to a person driving a two¬ 
wheeled motor-cycle with or without a side-car attached. 

(h) An application for a learner's licence shall b<i made to the 
licensing authority having jurisdi<-tion in the urea in which the 
applicant ordinarily resides, in Form LLr.A and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of two rupees. 

(c) A learner’s licence shall be valid for a period of three months 
and may be renewed for a further iieriod of three months on payment 
of a fee of two rupees for such renewal. 

Provided that the licensing authority- may, where the learner has 
not been able to utilise the period owinn to unavoidable circumstances, 
renew the license for further periods of three months on similar 
payments. 

16. Dixgvalificaiion under tectionx IS and 10 of the Act—procedure 
on. — (a) A licensing authority taking pnBBessif)u of a licence under 
clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 15 of the A(‘t shall, if the licence 
was issued by another licensing authority, intimate the fact to that 
authority. 

(b) When a regional transport authority declares a person disquali¬ 
fied under sub-section (I) of section 16 of the Act, it shall, if the peraon 
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hold « licence, endorse the licence accordinf^ly and shall send intima¬ 
tion of such declaration to the authority by whom the licence was 
issued. 

(o) Every order disqualifying a driver under the Act or these rules 
either permanently or temporarily shall be published in tlie Police 
Chizette. 

17. Licences—Intimation to originol autlwrity of endorsements 
and renewals .—(«) The Court making or causing to be made an endorse¬ 
ment on a licence under section 19 of the Act shall send intimation in 
Eorm LE to the licensing authority‘by whom the li»-encc was issued 
and to the licensing authority by amom it was last renewed. 

(6) A licensing authority renewing a licence under the provisions 
of sub-section {4'^ of section 11 of the Act shall intimate th(! fact to the 
licensing authority by whom the licence was issued, in Form LR. 

(c) A licensing authority adding, under sub-section (.7) of section (i 
of the Act, to the classes of motor vehicle which a licence authorises 
the holder to drive shall, if it is not the authority by whom the licencse 
was issued, intimate the addition to that authority in Form L Ad. 

18. Licences—refusal renewal .—The licensing authority may 
refuse to lenew a licence if a period exceeding three years has elapsed 
sinc^. the date of last renewal. 

19. Driving test — certificate.^ by A utoniobile .^.'tsociations in lieu 
.—For the purposes of the second proviso to suh-.se<'tion {0) of section 

7 of the Act the following Automobile Associations are recognised 
associations: — 

(a) The Automobile Association of Bengal. 

(h) The Automobile Association of Northern India. 

(c) The Automobile Association of Southern India. 

{d) The United Provinces Automobile Association. 

(e) The Western India Automobile Association. 

20. Schools of motoring. — (a) No person shall engage in the 
business of giving instruction for hire or reward in the driving of 
motor vehicles, nor shall any person advertise or otherwise publiidy 
undertake to give such instruction, without the approval of the 
licensing authority of the area in which he has his place of busines.s 
granted in Form MS and constituting the said person as .a school of 
motoring. 

(h) The licensing authority shall have power to refuse ajtjiroval to 
the setting up of a school of motoring if in his opinion there are 
sufficient such schools in existence in the area. 

(i-) Any change in the address of the place of business of a school of 
motoring shall within fourteen days of the change of address be 
intimated to the licensing authority. 

{d) The premises of a school of motoring shall at all reasonable 
times be open for inspection by any person deputed by the licensing 
authority. 

(e) The licensing authority may at any time, for reasons to be 
intimated in writing, withdraw his approval and Form MS shall 
thereupon be surrendered by the holder. 
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(/) Hie licensing authority shall have {tower to approTo the nature 
tmd duration of courses of instruction and the number of pupils to be 
instructed at any one time. 

(ff^ It shall be a condition of the maintenance of any school of 
motoring that the licensing authority shall be satisfied that~ 

(t) the proprietor and staff are of good character and qualified to 
give instruction; 

(ii) the undertaking is financially sound; 

(tit) the proprietor maintains an adequate number of vehicles 
fitted with dual controls for the instruction of students and 
other necessary apparatus and equipment; 

(tv) the proprietor maintains a record with photographs, of the 
students attending the school from time to time, the 
duration of their instruction and the dates on which they 
passed the test in driving specified in the Act. 

(h) Any person aggrieved by an order of ^ refusal made by the 
licensing authority under sub-rule (b) may within thirty days of the 
communication to him of the order, appeal— 

(t) where the licensing authority is the Deputy Commissioner of 
Police, Public Vehicles Department, to the Commissioner of 
Police, Calcutta; 

(ii) where the licensing authority is the District Magistrate, to 
the Commissioner of the Division. 

The. procedure laid down in rule 8 for the conduct and hearing of 
appeals shall apply to all appeals preferred under this sub-rule. 

21. Change of address of licence holder—report of. —The holder 
of a licence entitling him to drive any class of motor vehicles shall, 
except in the case of a temporary absence not involving a change of 
residence for a period exceeding three months in the case of a paid 
employee or driver of a public service vehicle and six months in the 
case of others, report any change of his tcmporarv or permanent 
address as notified on the licence to the licensing authority by whom 
the licence was issued and to the licensing authority by whom it was 
last renewed. 

22. lAcence fees—payment of—'by non-fudicial stamps. —^All fees 
rayable for licences for driving a motor vehicle or for renewal of such 
licences may be paid by means of non-judicial stamps. 

23. Licence fees or renewal fees—refund of. —Where the licensing 
authority refuses to issue or to renew any licence, the fee paid for 
such licence or for renewal of such licence shall be refunded. If the 
fee is paid in cash, a refund voucher shall be issued, and if the fee is 
paid by means of non-judicial stamps, the stamps shall be returned to 
the applicant for obtaining refund in the manner laid down in the 
Stamp Manual. 

24. Licence fees—exemption from, in tysrtain cases. —No fee shall 
be charged for the-members of the Police Force or Fire Brig^e when 
licences to drive Police or Fire Brigade motor vehicles are iuued to 
them. 
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25. Mitintenance of record^ relating to licences. —^Every file 
relat^ff to a licence shiul be maintained for three years from the date 
of the last renewal of such licence. 

26. l»$ue of fresh licence^ form. —Where a licence has been fully 
used up, the licensing authority shall issue a fresh form at the time 
of renewal on payment of renewal fee only. 

27. Exemption of drivers of road plant. —Nothing contained in 
Chapter II of the Act shall apply to drivers of road rollers. 


Chapter III.—Registration of Motor Vohioles. 

28. Laden weight-—entry in certificate of registration—old 
vehicles.—{a) Aft^ the first day of April 1941, no owner shall permit 
any goods vehicle to be driven in any public place, being a goods 
vehicle deemed to be registered under the Act by virtue of the 
provisions of sub-section of jaection 23 of the Act, unless the 
registered laden weight is stated in the certificate of registration and 
exhibited on the vehicle in the manner specified in rule 35. 

(b) The owner of a goods vehicle the registered laden weight of 
which is not entered in the certificate of registration shall, before the 
expiry of the year for which the annual registration under the Rules 
under the Indian Motor Vehicles Act, 1914, would have remained in 
force, apply in Form RLW to the registering authority of the area 
in which the goods vehicle is normally kept, for the assignment of a 
registered laden weight to the vehicle. 

(c) Upon receipt of an application under sub-rule (6), the register¬ 
ing authority may call upon the applicant to produce the vehicle at 
•uch time and place and before such person as the registering authority 
may appoint. 

After causing the vehicle to be inspected or making such 
enqmries as he may deem to be necessary, the registering authority 
shsdl assign a registered laden weight to the vehicle and call upon the 
registered owner to produce the certificate of registration and enter 
the same thereon. 

(e) If the registering authority assigning the registered laden 
weight in accordance with this rule is not the authority by whom the 
records of the registration are kept, he shall inform that authority. 

(/) In assigning a registered laden weight to a vehicle, for which 
no maker’s document, as required under sub-section (J) of section 36 
of the Act, is produced, the registering authority shall assign a 
registered laden weight equal to the unladen weight of the vehicle 
plus 125 per cent, thereof in the case of a vehicle with four wheels 
and plus 150 per cent, thermf in the case of a vehicle with six wheels, 
provided that the laden weight so assigned does not exceed the weight 
permissible under the seventh schedule to the Act. 

29. Registering authority. —^The registering authority shall be —

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(c) There shall be no fee for the assignment, of new remtratioa 
mark under section 29 of the Act, for recording the chaoige n address 
of the owner under section 30 of the Act, or for recording an alteration 
to the motor vehicle under section 32 of the Act,. 

39. Certificate of regiatration — lo»» or dettruction of, — (a) If at 
any time a certificate of registration is lost or destroyed, the owner shall 
forthwith intimate the facts in writing to the registering authority by 
whom the certificate was issued or by whom the registration mark of the 
vehicle was ass^ed under section 29 of the Act, and shall apply in 
Form C B L D to the eaid authority for the issue of a duplicate 
certificate.

—(a) When in an application for the registration of a motor vehicle the 
parties to an agreement of hire-purchase declare, in the form of the 
note endorsed on Form E, that the vehicle is the subject of such an 
apeement, the registering authority shall complete and affix his 
signature to the note appended to Form O but shall not be required to 
satisfy himself as to the title of the two parties in the vehicle nor shall 
the note endorsed on Form O in any way affect the title of any party. 

(b) If, upon termination of an agr^ment of hire-purchase or 
otherwise, the registered owner and the other party desire that the note 
on the said Form G relating to such an agreement shidl be cancelled, 
they shall apply in Form H P Ter to the registering authority by whom 
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the vehicle was reg^istered. or by whom a new registration mark has 
,bee'k assi^irned to the vehicle under section 29 of the Act and the regia- 
teringr authority shall thereupon cancel the note endorsed on Form G. 

(c) Rothinff contained in this rule shall prevent a re^stering- 
authority from recordin^T » change of the address of the registered 
owner on the certificate of registration as provided in section 30 of the 
Act nor sliall the registering authority be required to inform the other 
party to an agreement of hire-purchase of any intimation of change of 
address, but Uie registering authority shall not record any transfer of 
ownership of a motor vehicle under section 31 of the Act so long as the 
certificate of registration contains’the note of an agreement of hire- 
purchase unless the other party to that agreement signifies his consent to 
such transfer by endorsement upon Form T O. 

(d) If the party, other than the owner, to an agreement of hire- 
purchase satisfies the registering authority that he has taken possession 
of the vehicle owing to the default of the owner under the provisions 
of the agreement and that the owner has absconded or refuses to deliver 
the certificate of registration, the registering authority may, after 
giving the owner an opportunity of being heard and notwithstanding 
that the certificate of registration is not produced before it, cancel the 
certificate of registration and issue a duplicate certificate of registration 
and deliver the same to the other party. If notice is served on the 
owner by registered letter to the addre.ss stated in the c;ertificate of 
registration the owner shall be deemed to have been given an oppor¬ 
tunity of being heard within the meaning of this rule.

motor vehicle is at the time of making the report and shall intimate— 

(*) his name and permanent address, and his address for the time 
being, 

(it) the registration mark of the vehicle, 

(iii) the make and description of the vehicle, and 

(iv) in tlm case of a transport vehicle, the name of the authority 

within the province by whom the permit has been issued or 
countersigned. 

Prt>vided that in the case of a transport vehicle coveted by a permit 
having validity in the province, it shall only be necessary to make a 
report under this sub-rule upon first occasion when a report is due. 

(h) Nothing in this rule shall apply to a motor vehicle registered 
under section 39 of the Act, or tt» a motor vehicle which is exempted 
from registration under the provisions of rule 46. 

45. Hiring agreement—intimation in retpeet of rehirle.t trantferred 
■under. —(«) when possession of a motor vehicle is transferred by the 
registered owner to another person under a hiring agreement the regis¬ 
tered owner shall forthwith intimate the fart and the full name and 
address of the transferee to the regietering autliority of the area in 
which the said owner has his residence or place of business. 

(5). Possession shall not in such circumstances lie deemed to have 
been temporarily transferred for. the purposes of clause (3) of section 2 
of the Act and of this rule— 

(i) unless the agreement is in writing and the terms thereof include 

transfer to the hirer of the right of sole use of the vehicle 
to the exclusion of the owner and all other persons throu^out 
a period of not leas than seven days; and 

(it) in any case if the vehicle is or is to be driven by the owner 
or hie servant and is or is to be normally kept when not in 
use upon the premises of the ow'ner. 

4G. Exemption of vehicles in the potseasion of manufacturers or

(b) Application for trade certificates sl^all be made in Form T C A 
and snail be accompanied by the prescribed fee. 

(c) The fee payable annually in advance in respect of trade certi¬ 
ficates shall be one hundred rupeee-in respect of any number of certi¬ 
ficates up to ten and fifty rupees in respect of each additional number;«f 
five or less certificates. 

(d) If the registering authority deelihes. te issue the trade certifLca^ 
or issues a less number of certificates than the Humber specified ifi tm 
aiiplication, the fee or a proportion of the fee determfined in accdt^dhs 
with eub-rule (c), as the case may be| shbll be reiCailded tc the applicsut. 
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(b) Upon receipt of appliotttion for trade certificates as aforesaid 
the i^gristoring authority shall, if satisfied that the number of certificates 
applied for is reasonable in relation to the bnsiness of the applicant, 
issue the certificates in Form T C according’ly and assign to the 
applicant a series of trade registration marks consisting of the three 
letters of the registration mark specified in the Recojid Schedule to tlieae 
rules followed by not more than three figures and followed hy one letter 
of the alphabet in respect of each certificate. 

(/) The trade certificate shall be attached to the registration mark 
in a weather proof holder, and in the manner hereunder set out: —

(ff) Not more than one vehicle shall be used in a public place at any 
one time under any one trade certificate. 

(h) No person to whom a trade certificate is granted .shall cause or 
allow it to be used upon any motor vehicle unless, save in the case of a 
motor cycle, the holder of the certificate or a horni fide employee "of the 
holder is present in the vehicle and save for one of the following 
purposes : — 

(t) for test during the course of, or after completion of, construction 
or repairs, 

(*t) for proceeding to or returning from a wcigh-bridge for or after 
weighment, or to and from any place for its registration. 

(lit) for reasonable trial by or for the benefit of a prospective 
purchaser and for proceeding to or returning from tlie place 
where such person intends to keejj it, 

(tv) for proceeding for the purpose of deliveiy to or from the 
premises of the dealer and from such premises to the premises 
of a purchaser or of another dealer, 

(v) for proceeding to or returning from a workshop with the object 
of fitting a body to the vehicle or of paintaing or for repairs, 

(vt) for proceeding to or from a railway station or wharf for or 
alter being transported, 

(vtt) for proceeding to or» returning from an exhibition of motor 
vehicles or any place at which the vehicle is to be or has 
been offered for sale. 
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(t) No veliicle carrying a trade registration mark and_ certificate 
shall be used as a transport vehicle under the authorisation of any 
permit or otherwise. 

(;) {i) Every holder of a trade certificate shall keep a register in 
Form TOR. and enter, or cause to be entered, in such register full and 
true particulars of the purposes for which the vehicle leaves his premises, 
of the driver in charge of any motor vehicle leaving his ^ premises 
under a trade certificate and of the period during which it was in charge 
of the driver. 

(n) The register shall be in a bound book, the pages of which shall 
be numbered serially. The necessa)^ particulars except in regard to the 
time of return shall be entered in it before the commencement of each 
trip by the holder of the certificate or his agent. The register shall be 
0 {>en to inspection on demand by any police officer not mIow the rank 
of Sub-Inspector. 

{Hi) A duplicate copy of the entry made in the register prior to the 
commencement of the trip shall be carried bv the driver of the vehicle 
and shall at the end of the trip be retained for a period of thirty days 
for inspection by such police officer as may inspect the register. 

{X-) If at any time the registering authority is satisfied that the 
holder of a trade (iertificate has contravened any of the provisions of this 
rule he may, after giving the holder an opportunity of making any 
representation which he may wish to make, suspend or cancel any or all 
of the trade certificates held by him. 

47. Exemption of road plant .—Nothing contained in Chapter III of 
the Act shall ai)ply to road rollers. 

48. Exemption of delivery vans .—Nothing contained in section 38 
of the Act shall apply to delivery vans. 

49. Registration fees—payment of, by non-judicial stamps .—All 
fees payable for the registration of motor vehicles or for certificates of 
fitness or their renewal may be paid by means of non-judicial stumps. 

50. Re/jistration fees—refund of .—Where the Registering Authority 
refuses to issue a certificate of registration or to issue or renew a 
certificate of fitness, the registration fee or the fee for the issue or 
renewal of the certificate of fitness paid shall be refunded. If the fee 
is paid in cash, a refund voucher shall be issued, and if the fee is paid 
by means of non-judicial stamps, the stamps shall be returned to the 
applicant for obtaining refund in the manner laid down in the Stamp 
Manual. 

51. The grant of certified copies of records relating to registration 
and licensing .—A certified copy of the particulars of file certificate of 
registration entered in the record referred to in sub-section {2) of section 
24 of the Act or of the particulars of any licence for the driving of a 
motor vehicle shall be furnished to every merson applying for the same 
on payment of a fee .of annas eight for ea^ motor vehicle or licence as 
the case may be.

62. Provincial Transport Authority. —(a) The Provincial Transport 
Authority shall consist of— 

(t) the Secretary to the Provincial Government in the Department 

of Communications and Works who shall be the Chairman; 

(u) the Inspector-General of Police; 

{iii) the Chief Engineer, Communications and Works Department; 

(iv) one representative each of the Automobile Association of Bengal, 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce, Indian Chamber of Commerce, 
Bengal National Chamber of Commerce, Muslim Chamber 
of Commerce and the Indian Road and Transport Develop¬ 
ment Association; 

(n) not more than four other members nominated by the Provincial 
Government; and 

(vi) an official in the service of the Provincial Government appointed 
by the Provincial Government to be a member and also 
Secretary. 

(6) The number of members whose presence shall constitute a quorum 
shall be four. 

(c) At the first meeting of the Provincial Transport Authority after 
this sub-rule comes into force, the said Authority snail elect one of the 
members to be the Deputy Chairman.

(n) the Executive Engineer or any other local officer of the Com¬ 
munications and Works Department, nominated by the 
Provincial Government; 

(Hi) the Superintendent of Police of the district; 

(iv) the Chairman of the District Board having jurisdiction over 

the area; 

(v) the Chairaan of the Commissioners of one of the municipali¬ 

ties within the area, nominated by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment; 

(vi) not more than two other members nominated by the Provincial 

Government; and 

(vii) an official in the service of the Provincial Government 

appointed .by the Provincial Government to be a member 
and also Secretary of the Authority. 
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(o) The number of members whore presence shall (constitute a quorum 
shall *in the care of the Oalcuttta region be six and in other cases three. 

(d) At the first me«itiilg of the Regional Transport Authority after 
this suh^nite comes into force'the said Authority shall elect one of the 
members to be the Deputy Ohaixman. If the Chairman is unable to 
attend a meeting, the Deputy Chairman shall act as Chairman at the 
meeting and in the absence of both the (Chairman and the Deputy 
Chairman at the meeting, the members present shall elecct one of their 
number to act as Chairman. 

(e) The Chairman, or the Deputy Chairman or any member acting as 
Chairman under sub-rule (d) shall have a second or casting vote in all 
oases of equality of votes.

(h) A member of the Regional Transport Authority other than an 
eas~€>ffieio member shall' hold office for a period of three years and 
thereafter until a successor is elected or appointed; provided that, when 
any such member dies or is removed or vacates office, his successor shall 
be nominated for the remainder of the period of office of the member 
whose place he takes and thereafter until a successor is elected or 
appointed. 

(») A member of the Regional Transport Authority not being a 
servant of the Crown in India shall receive a fee of ten rupees for every 
day on which he attends a meeting of the Regional Transport Authority 
and shall further be entitled to receive travelling and halting allowance 
at the sc^ale and on the (Xtnditions admissible to members of the Bengal 
Legislative Assembly, and any such member performing any journey, 
other than to attend a meeting of the Authority, in connection with the 
business of the Authority shall with the sanction of the Chairman be 
entitled to receive travelling and halting allowance likewise.

58. Hearing of eipplfhatiions or* oAy>o#fow*.—(o) Wbefa 'an applica¬ 
tion for any permit is cqpsydered at a meeting of a P^royinoial or a 
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Begiooftl Transport Authority aivd the> applicant dssares to be heard 
in support of his application or has been summoned to appear under 
the provisions oi sub-rule (/) or rule 541, the applicant nony appear 
apd conduct his case in person or be represented bf any person 
authorised by him in writing in this behalf . 

(6) Any person who has made a representation in connection with an 
aj^plication for a stage carriage permit or a public carrier’s permit 
within the period specified in, and in accordance with, the provisions 
of section 67 of the Act and of these Rules, may appear before the 
Authority ppon the date appointed for consideration or tte application 
either in person or be represented by any person authorised by him in 
writing in this behalf. 

(c) Any person or authority who has made a representation under 
the provisions of section 60 of the Act may appear before the Transport 
Authority upon the date appointed for hearing the representation and

(.6) When, at the time of application for a temporary permit, the 
applicant is u<it in pu-ssession of the vehicle or vehicles or has not entered 
into u tumlract to hire the vehicle or vehicles or otherwise satisfies 
the Provincial or Regional Transport Authority that he is for good 
and sufficient reason unable to spec.ify the registration mark or marks 
of the vehicle or vehicles to be used under the permit applied for, the 
Provincial the Regional Authority, as the case may be, may, if it 
is satisfied that undue inconvenience would otherwise be caused, issue 
a temporary ])ermit in which the registration mark of the vehicle is 
not set out, and may if it thinks fit require as a condition of the perniil 
that the applicant shall within twenty-four hours, or such longer period 
as the Authority may specify, of the commencement of the first journey 
under the authorisation of tne temporary permit, furnish to the Autlio- 
rity particulars of the registration mark. 

(c) Nothing contained in a temporary permit shall deemed to 
authorise the. use of any vehicle vAiich is not duly registered or in 
respect of which there is not*in existence a valid certificate or fitness 
or which otherwise contravenes any of the provisions of the Act or the 

nilM thereunder. 
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63. Permits—extension of^ area of validity of. —(a) Subject 
to the provisioiiB of ^ section 63 of the A)et, e Hegional 
Transport Authority (hereinafter referred to as -the' Qr^nal Truuport 
Authority) may issue a permit other than a permit in Form P. St. P., 
a permit in Form P, St. _S. and a permit in Form P. Co. S., haring 
validity in any other region in the Province in accordance with any 
general or special resoltition recorded by any other Regional Authority, 
and any permit so issued shall be of like effect in the region of tlie 
other Authority as if it were issued by that Authority provided always 
that the vehicles to which the permit refers are normally kept within 
the region of the Original Transport Authority.

the Original Tran8|K>rt Authority under a contract for a return journey 
commencing and ending within the region of the Original Transport 
Authority and shall not be offered for hire outside that region. 

(c) The Original Transport Authority which issues a permit with 
effect in any other region under this rule shall send a copy of the 
permit to the Authority of the other region. 

(d) Nothing in this rule shall affect the right of the holder of any 
permit to apply to any Begpoi^&l Transport Authority for counter- 
signature of a permit. 

64. Permits — Inter-regional stage rarr^ge. —(o) Subject to the 
provisions of section 63 of the Act an application for a stage carriage 
permit having validity in two or more regions within the Province

(/) Each Regional Transport Authority at the f-onference shall have 
one vote. 

(ff) The decision of a Joint Conference shall be recorded in the form 
of a resolution. 

(h) In accordance with ony resolution recorded at the Joint Confer¬ 
ence the Original Transport^ Authority may issue the stage carriage 

? ermit applied for after obtaining the ("ountersignature of the Regional 
'ransport Authority concerned according to the provisions of section 
63 of the Act and the permit so issued shall be of like effect in the 
regions of the other authorities as if it were issued by those authorities 
provided always that the vehicle or vehicles to which the permit 
refers are normally kept within the region of the Original Transport 
Authority. 

(i) The Original Transport Authority which issues a stage carriage 
permit with effect in any other regions under this rule shall send a 
copy of the permit to the authorities of the other regions concerned. 

(j) If on account of an equality of votes the Joint Conference fails 
to reach a decision or if any of the Regional Transjiort Authorities 
fails to accept the decision reached by the votes, such failure shall 
be recorded in a resolution of the Conference. 

(^■)(t) In the event of a resolution being passed under sub-rule (j), 
the Chairman of the Joint Conference shml, within thirty days from

(/i) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2) of section J17 of the 
Act the weight in pounds of goods, exclusive of the luggage and 
personal effects of. passengers referred to in sub-rule (a) of rule 68, 
Carried on a stage carriage shall not exceed (N - X) x 150 where, in 
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lelalitxu to a aiagle-decked stage carriage or io> tk*» lower deck of a 
(luuble-decked stage carriage,— 

N is the registered passenger seating capaidty of the veiiiole, and 

K is the number of passengers carried on. the vehicie, or the num¬ 
ber of passengers for whom, seats are kept free and unimpeded 
by goods, whichever is greater.

jiriate Form in ai-cordance with section 45 of the Act lietore 
such date as the Regional Transport Autbuiity may specify 
generally or in resiiect of any class or classes of vehicle or 
in respect of any claM or ulasaea of permit, licence or other 
document a» aforesaid.

78. Permit—procedvre on cancellation, tuspeneion or ea-piry of .—

(e) (i) If the Regional Transport Authority is satisfied that the 
transfer of a permit may properly oe made, it shall call upon the holder 
of the permit in writing to surrepder Parts A and B of the jpermit 
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seven days ol''|he’* receipt of the order and shall likewise call upon 
the person to whom the permit is to be transferred to deposit the sum 
of t^ rupees as transfer fee. 

(it) XTpon receipt of Harts A and B of the permit and of the 
prescribed fee, the liesional Transport Authority shall cancel the parti¬ 
culars of the holder thereon and endorse particulars of the transferee 
and shall return the permit to the transferee. 

(tit) The Regional Transport Authority making a transfer of a 
permit as aforesaid unless any other Regional Authority by 

which the permit h^ been countersigned has by f^eneral or special 
order otherwise required, endorse Parts A and B of the permit with 

the words “transfer of l>ormit v^id for.*' insertinpr 

the name of the authority by which the permit had been countersigrned 
with effect at the date oi transfer. 

(iv) TTnless Parts A end B of the permit have been endorsed as 
provided in sub-rule (c) or unless the transfer of the permit has been 
approved by endorsement by the authority which countersij^ned the 
permit, the countersii^ature shall be of no effect after the date of 
transfer. 


80. P ermits—isatte of dtaplivutea in place of thoae lost or destroyed. 
— (a) When Part A or Part B of any permit has been lost or destroyed 
the holder shall forthwith intimate the fact to the Ref^ional Transport 
Authority by which the permit was issued and shall deposit the pres¬ 
cribed fee for the Issue of a duplicate and, in the case of the loss or 
destruction of Part B, he shall foiw''ard also Part A of the permit. 

(h) The Regional Transjport Authority shall, ujmn receipt of an 
application in accordance with sub-rule (1), issue a duplicate permit or 
part or parts of a permit, as the case may be, and to the extent that 
it is able to verify the facts may endorse thereon certified copies of 
any countersignature by other authority intimating^ the fact to that 
authority. 

(c) A duplicate permit or duplicate part of a permit issued under 
this rule shall be clearly stamped “Duplicate” in red ink and the certi¬ 
fied copy of any countersignature by any other Regional Transport 
Authority on a permit or a part of a permit made under this rule shall 
be valid in the region of that other authority as if it were a counter- 
signature. 

(d) 'When a permit or a part of a permit has become diriy\ torn or 
otherwise defaced so as in the opinion of the Regional Transport 
Authority to be illegible, the holder thereof shall surrender the permit 
or part of the permit, as the case may be, to the Regional Transport 
Authority and apply for the issue to Iiini of a duplicate permit or part 
of a permit in accordance with this rule. 

(«) The fee for the issue of a duplicate permit or a duplicate part of 
a permit shall be'^ three rupees for Part A and one rupee for each copy 
of Part B. 

(/) Any permit or any part of permit which is found by any person 
shall be delivered by^ that person to the nearest police-station or to the 
holder or to the Regional 'transport Authority by which it was issued, 
and if the holder finds or receives any .j»ermit or any part of permit 
in respect of which a duplicate has been issued, he shall return the 
original to the Regional Transport Authority by which it was issued. 
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81. Permit—variation of. — (a) Fiwn applio«ti«tt insdA i« wlritinf 
by the holder of any permit, the Ilejfional Transport Autbority^ may 
at any time, in its discretion, vary the permit or any of tbe eofaditions 
thereof subject to the provisions of the following sub-rules. 

(6) Where a representation has been made by any person^ in connec¬ 
tion with the grant of a stage carriage permit or a public carrier’s 
permit under sub-section (1) of section 47 or section o5 of tbe Act, 
the Regional Transport Authority shall not, subsequent to the issue 
of the iiermit, vary the permit or any condition thereof in a manner 
prejudicial to any person by whom such representation has been made 
unless the said authority has afforded such jierson a reasonable 
opportunity of making a representation in respect of the proposed 
variation of the permit or of any condition thereof. 

(c) iS'otwithstanding the provisions in sub-rule (b), a Regional 
Transport Authority may vary any stage carriage permit or any public 
carrier’s permit without affording any person an op^rtunity of making 
a representation if, in the o])inion of the Regi«»nal Transport Authority, 
the representation made by such person in respect of the issue or of 
tbe renewal of the permit was frivolous or vexatious or if the variation 
of the permit or any condition thereof is in accordance with any 
particular or general direction issued by the Provincial Transport 
Authority under sub-section (4) of section 44 of the Act i»T involves 
a question of principle which has already been decided by a ruling, of 
the Regional Transport Authority or of the Provimual Transport 
Authority which has not been modified upon a|)peal. 

82. Permit — production, of. —(a) Part A of u permit shall be pro¬ 
duced on demand made at any reasonable time by an officer tif the 
Regional Transport Authority or any police «»fficer not below the rank 
of Sergeant or Sub-Inspector. 

(6) Any police officer in tiniform may mount any transport vehicle 
for the purpose of inspecting part B of the permit. 

88. Appeals against orders af the Provincial Transport Authority ,— 
(a) The authority t«» decide an appeal against the orders of tlia 
Provincial Transjiort Authority in respect of mutters dealt with in 
clauses (a), (b), (r), (d), (r) and (/) of section 64 of the Act including 
an order passed on a reference made to the Provincial Transport 
Authority under sub-rule (h) of rule Ci4 shall be the Member, Board of 
Revenue, and any person j»referring an ap)>eul against the orders of 
the Provincial Tran.sport Authority iu respect of any such matter shall, 
within thirty days of the receipt of the order, do so in writing to the 
Mt'iuher, Board of Revenue, in the form of a memorandum in duplicate 
setting forth concisely the grounds of objection to the order of the 
Provincial Transport. Authority, accompanied by a certified copy of that 
order. 

Cb) Upon receipt of an appeal in accordance with sub-rule (a) the 
Member, Board of Revenue, may— 

(i) appoint such a tribunal as he deems fit to hear the appeal at 
such time and place as he may specify giving the appellant 
not less than thirty days’ notice. 
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84. Appeals agmntt or^ra of a Regional Transport Authority .— 
(a) “"Save an otherwise provided in rule 85 the authority to decide an 
appeal against the ordem of a Regional Transport Authority under 
clauses (a), (6), (c), (d), (e) and (/) of section 64 of the Act shall— 

(i) where such orders wore passed by the Regional Transport 

Authority for the region of Calcutta, be the Provincial 
Transport Authority or a suh-committee to be appointed by 
it from time to time, and 

(ii) in other cases, be the Commissioner of the Division, 


and any person preferring an appeal against the order of a Regional 
Transport Authority in respect of such matters shall, within thirty 
days of the receipt of such order, do so in writing to the Secretary 
of the Provincial Transport Authority or to the Commissioner of the 
Division as the case may be in the form of a memorandum (in duplicate) 
setting forth concisely the gro^ds of objection to the order of the 
Regional Transport Authority, accompanied by a certified copy of that 
order.

85. Permits — inter-regional stage carriage—appeals against order 
of Joint Conference. — (a) The authoritj' to decide an appeal against all 
orders based on the rewlution of the Joint Conference passed under 
sub-rule (//) of rule 64 in respect of matters referred to in clauses (a), 
(d) and (f) of section 64 of the Act shall be the Provincial Transport 
Authority or a sub-committee to be appointed by it from time to time. 

(6) Any person aggrieved, by any such order may, within tliirty 
days of receipt of such order prefer an appeal in writing under this 
rule by prei^uting a memorandum (in duplicate) to the Secretary to 
the Provincial Transport Authority, one copy of which shall bear a 
court-fee .stamp of one rupee and such memorandum shall set forth 
concisely the grounds of objection to such order and shall be accom¬ 
panied by a certified copy of that order and of the resolution of the 
Joint Conference on which such order is based. 

(c) Upon receipt of an appeal in accordance with sub-rule (6) the 
appellate authority shall appoint a time and place for the hearing of 
the api>eul giving the appeUant not less than thirty days’ notice. 

(d) Tlie appellate authority shall also issue notices to the Regional 
Transport Authorities concerned on receipt of such appeal. 

(e) The appellate authority, after giving an opportunity to the 

J tarties to be heard, and after such further enquiry if any, as it may 
leem necessary, may confirm, vary or set aside the order from which 
the appeal is preferred. 

• 

(/) The provisions of sections 5 and 12 of the Indian Limitation Act, 
1908, shall apply to appeals preferred under sub-rule (6). 
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86. AppeaU-^^ptwedum on. —In the event of Member, Board 
of Beveaue, appointing a tribunal to hear an appeal under rule m or in 
the event ^ the anpdlate'authority , appointing a time and place for 
a hearing under rule 84 or rule 85 tne appellant ahall, within fourteen 
days of toe receipt of intimation that a hearing will take place forward 
to the tribunal or to the appellate authorify, as the case mav be, a list 
of documents upon which he proTOses to rely, together with copies of 
such documents in duplicate, ana may, upon the appointed date and 
at subsequent hearings, appear either in pCTSon or through an agent 
or a representative authorised by him in writing in this behalf. 

87. Houfs of work provinon*—exemptions from. —Subject to the 
provisions of sub-seciion (2^^ of section 65 of the Act, subjection (1) 
of that section shall not apply in the case of— 

(a) any transport vehiole used by or on behalf of any military or 

police authority in connection with luilitury monueuvres or 
exercises or in the quelling^of riots or civil disturbance; 

(b) any fire brigade, vehicle or ambulance when being used as such, 

and any vehicle owned by a local authority and used for 
municipal purposes to meet cases of emergeucv or of delays 
by reason of circumstances which could not be foieseen; 

(c) any vehicle being used for the carriage of |)assengerH or goods 

in an emergency arising out of fire, earthquake, flood, pesti¬ 
lence or other calamitj', riots or civil di.sturbance; 

(d) any vehicle going for^ or returning with, medical aid in an 

emergency or carrying any seriously injured or sick person 
for medical treatment, when no otlier means are reasonably 
available; 

(e) any vehicle proceeding to the nearest place of halt, at which 

the driver and other occujmnts can reasonably obtain .shelter 
and refreshment, after a delay in the journey arising out of 
the provisions of section 87 or section 89 of the Act or out 
of the failure of any of the tyres or of the machinerv of the 
vehicle which failure could not have been prevented hy the 
exercise of reasonable cure and diligence. 

88. Hours of work—Axing in advance. —The Authority sjiecified 
in the first column of the Fifth Schedule to the.se Rules may re<niire any 
employer of drivers of transport vehicles for the purposes set forth in 
the corresponding entry iu the second column tliereof to make to the 
sati.sfaction of the said authority such time-table, schedule or regulation, 
as may be necessary to fix in advance the h<iurs of work of persons 
employed W him, and upon approval by such authority of any time¬ 
table, schedule or regulauon as aforesaid it shall be the record of the 
hours of work fixed for the persons concerned for the purposes of sub¬ 
section (3) and sub-section (4) of section 65 of the Act. 

89. Period of reetr—de^nition of. — (n) Any time spent by the driver 
of a vehicle on work, other than driving, in connection with the vehicle 
or with the load carried or to be carried on the vehicle, including any 
time spent on the vehicle during a journey save a.s a passenger in a 
jiublic service vehicle shall net, asd 
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{b) aj^ time epent by ih# driver of a vehicle on or near the vehicle, 
'wbctk it M at rest, when he is at liberty to leave the vehicle for rest 
and refreshment althousrh required to remain within sight of the 
vehicle shall be deemed to be an interval of rest for the purposes of 
clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 65 of the Act. 

90. Driven and conductors of public service rehiclcs—conduct and 
duties of. —(o) The driver of a public service vehicle— 

(z) shall not cause or allow any person, animal or thing to be 
placed or to be in the space reserved for the driver’s seat 
in accordance with rule‘144 or otherwise in such a vray as 
to impede him in having a clear vision of the road or proper 
control of the vehicle; 

fit) shall not shout in order to attract a passenger or behave in a 
manner likely to cause annoyance to any female passenger; 

(tit) shall, subject to any rules or regulations in force ]>rohibiting 
the taking up or setting down of ])a88eiigers at, or except 
at, certain specified places, bring the veliicle to rest for a 
sufficient period of tune in a safe and convenient position 
upon the demand or signal of the conductor or of any 
passenger desiring to alight from the vehicle and, unless 
there is no room in the vehicle, upon the demand or signal 
of any person desiring to become a passenger; 

(iu) shall not, when bringing his vehicle to rest for the purpose 
of picking up or setting down any jjassenger at or near the 
place where another public service vehicle is at rest for the 
same purpose, drive the vehicle so as to endanger, • incon¬ 
venience or interfere with the driver or the conductor of 
the other vehicle or any person mounting or preparing to 
mount thereon or alighting therefrom, and shall bring his 
vehicle to rest in front of or behind the other vehicle and 
on the left hand side of the road or place; and 

(v) shall at aU times exercise all reasonable care and diligence to 
maintain his vehicle in a fit and proper condition and shall 
not knowingly drive the vehicle when it or any brake, tyre 
or lamp tnereof, is in a defective condition likely to 
endanMr any passenger or other penson or when there is 
not sufficient petrol in the tank of the vehicle to enable him 
to reach the next petrol-filling station on the route. 

(6) No driver of a motor cab fitted with a taxi-meter shall— 

(t) refuse to accept a fare when the indicator flag of the taxi¬ 
meter is in a vertical position and the motor cab is on an 
authorised stand or otherwise stationary in a public place, 
or 

(tt) in the absence of reasonable cause to the contrary, fail or 
neglect to proceed to the destination named by the hirer by 
the shortest and quickest route, 

(ut) as soon as he is hired, and not before, fail or neglect to set 
the taxi-meter in motion, and upon the termination of the 
hiring shall ixnmediately stop the same: 
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Provided that, in the event of a motor cah whilat hired being unable 
to proceed from any accident, mechanical derangement or tyre failuiw^ 
either temporarily or otherwise, the driver shall at once stop the 
mechanism of the taxi-meter as against the hirer. The hirer shall be 
liable to pay the fare up to the time of the stoppage. 

(c) No person other than the person actxially engaged in the driving 
of the vehicle shall he employed in a motor cab as an attendant or 
otherwise except in rural areas where one attendant may be emplo 3 red. 

91. Driven and conductors of public service vehicles—duties of .— 
The driver and the conductor of a public service vehicle— 

(t) shall^ as far as may be reasonably possible having regard to 
his duties, be responsible for the due observance of the 
provisions of the Act and of these Buies; 

(tt) shall not smoke or be drunk or under the influence of a drug 
while on duty and shall not behave in a manner likely to 
cause annoyance to any female passenger; 

(Hi) shall behave in a civil and orderly manner to passengers and 
intending passengers; 

(iv) shall be cleanly dressed and in the manner in which the 
Regional Transport Authority may specify; 

(v) shall maintain the vehicle in a clean and sanitary condition; 

(vi) shall not solicit custom save in a civil and quiet manner; 

frit) shall not interfere with persons mounting or preparing to 
mount upon any other vehicle; 

(viii) shall not allow any person to be carried in any public- service 
vehicle in excess of the seating capacity specified in the 
certificate of registration of the vehicle and any additional 
number permitted under the terms of the permit, to be 
carried standing in the vehicle; 

(ix) shall not, save for good and sufficient reason, refuse to carry 
any person tendering the legal fare; 

(x) shall, where goods are carried on the vehicle in addition to 
passengers, take all reasonable precautions to ensure that 
passengers are not endangered or unduly inconvenienced 
by the presence of the goods; 

(xi) shall not, save for good and sufficient reason, require any 

person who has paid the legal fare to alight from the 
vehicle before the conclusion of the journey; 

(xii) shall not loiter or unduly delay upon any journey but shall 

proceed to his destination as near as may be in accordance 
with the time-table pertaining to the vehicle or, where there 
is no such time-table, with all reasonable dispatch; 

(xiii) shall, in the event of a stage carriage being unable to pro¬ 
ceed to its destination on account of mechanical breakdown 
or other, cause beyond the control of the driver of the 
oonduetdr, arranm to convey the passengers to their destina¬ 
tion in some other similar vehicle or, if unable so to 
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arranfre within * period o£ half an hour after the failure 
* of the Tehicle,^ shall on demand refund to each passenjrer a 

proper proportion of the fare relatinsr to the completion 
of the journey for which the passenp^er had paid the 
fare; 

(ttiv) shall not, in the case of a staffe curriaf'e, cause or allow 
anythinff to ibe placed in the vehicle in such a manner as 
to ohstriiet the entry or exit of i)assenf?ers; 

(iTc) shall not permit the public service vehicle to be used for an 
illepral or immoral purptjse; 

(jr/rf) shall not permit any petrol to he filled into the tank while 
the eni^ine is in motion, and where the vehicle is licensed 
for the conveyance of more than six passenpers on hire, 
while any passenper remains in the vehicle; 

(>?'«/) shall not permit persons in and enpaped in connection with 
the vehicle "to smoke while the vehicle is beinp re-fuelled; 
and 

(j'viii) shall not permit the carriape of any petroleum or exi)losives 
in the vehicle provided that this prohibition shall not 
extend to the petroleum contained in the fuel tank incor¬ 
porated in the conveyance or such other quantity of 
petroleum, not exceedinp twenty pallons, as mav he carried 
in securely closed tins in a specially preparerl n-ceptaedt* 
which is not accessible to the passenpers in the vehicle, and 
is not on the roof. 

92. Loft p^roperty. —^The conductor of a stupe carriape, or where 
there is no conductor, the driver, shall at the conclusion of any 
journey make reasonable search in the vehicle for anythinp left by 
any passenper and shall take into his custody anythinp so found, and 
upon the first reasonable opportunity make over the same to a res¬ 
ponsible person at any office or station of the holder of the permit 
for the vehicle or to an offic.er at a police station, and shall likewise 
take into his custody and dispose of anythinp so found by any 
other person. 

9!1. Conduct of jM-nnengerit in singe carriages. —If. at any time, a 
passenper in a stape carriape— 

(i) behaves in a disorderly manner, or 

(ii) behaves in a manner likely to cause annoyance to any female 
passenper, or 

(Hi) uses abusive language, or 
(//’) molests any other })assenper, or 

(r) smokes, when smoking is prohibited, or when the vehicle is 
being re*fuelled, or 

{vi) spits, or 

{vii) obstructs the con(fuctor in the execution of his duties, oi 

(pttf) refuses or is unable to pay the fare, or 
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(iat) interferes without due oanse with the oondnet or drivinir 
of the vehicle, or 

(a;) refuses to show any ticket on demand by any authorised 
person, or 

(art) is reasonbly suspected to be sujfferin^ from any coutagrious 
or infectious disease, or 

(xit) commits or abets any offence under the Act, 
the driver and the conductor, if any, may require such passenger to 
aligrht from the vehicle forthwith and may stop the vehicle and keep 
it standing: until the passenger has alighted. Such passenger shall 
not be entitled to the refund of any fare which he may have paid and 
any passenger failing to comply forthwith with such a requirement 
may he forcibly removed by the conductor or the driver and shall be 
guilty of an offence. 

94. Children and infants—carriage in a public serr'ice vehicle 
of. —In relation to the number of persons that may be carried in a 
public service vehicle— 

(i) a child of not more than twelve years of age shall be reckoned 
as one-half, and 

(it) a child of not more than three years of age shall not be 
reckoned. 


95. Conductors—licensing of. —(a) No person shall work as a 
conductor of a stage carriage, and no employer shall so employ any 

S erson, unless such person holds a conductor’s licence in Form Ij. 
on. granted by the Licensing Authority. 

(h) A conductor’s licence shall be valid for twelve months from 
the date of issue or renewal and shall be effective throughout the 
Province. 


(o) A conductor’s licence issued by any other competent authority 
in British India shall not be effective in any region unless counter¬ 
signed under the authority of the Licensing Authority. 

(d) Applications for a conductor’s licence shall be made in writing 
to the Licensing Authority of the area wherein the applicant resides, 
in Form L. Con. A. and shall be accompanied by two clear copies of 
a recent photograph of the applicant and by the prescribed fee. 

(e) If the Licensing Authority has reason to suppose that the 
applicant is phy8i<'ally unfit to perform the duties of a conductor, the 
Authority may call upon him to produce a medical certiffcate of ht- 
ne.sH in Form M. C. Con. signed by a registered medical practitioner 
and, in such case, the applicant shall furnish a third copy of the 
photograph prescribed in sub-rule (d) which shall be firmly affixed 
and not hmsely pinned to the medical certificate of fitness and shall be 
signed or sealed by the registered medical practitioner. 


(/) No person under the age of 18 years shall hold a conductor’s 
licence. . * 

(p) The fee for a conductor’s licence and for each renewal of a 
conductor’s licence shall be two rupees and one rupee respectively. 
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,.(h) Application for tte renewal of a conductor’s licence shall be 
made in person to the Licensinjr Authority by which the conductor’s 
licence was issued. 

(») If at any time a conductor’s licence is lost or destroyed nr be<>oTnes 
illeRible or the photograph.attached thereto ceases in tlie opinion of the 
authority by which the licence was granted, to be a reasonable likeness 
of the holder, that authority shall proceed as if the eonduelor’s licence 
were a driving licence. The fee for a duplicate licence* issued iiiuh'r 
this rule shall be one rupee. 

(/) TLe Licensing Authority irtay decline to issue a «*oTuhictor’s 
licence if it is satisfied— 

(i) that the applicant’s knowledge of the provisions of the Act and 
of these rules and of the duties and powers of a conductor 
thereunder is inadequate to enable him to perform ihe duties 
of a conductor; or 

(it) that the applicant was at any time the holder of a conductor’s 
or a driving licence which has been cancelled for miscon¬ 
duct; or 

(tit) that the character or physique of the applicant is such us to 
render him an unsuitable person to hold a conductor’s 
licence, 

and may likewise decline to renew a conductor’s licence. 

(J!*) The Licensing Authority may for reasons to bo recorded in 
writing suspend or cancel a conductor’s licence. 

(l) Any Court by which a conductor is convicted of any offence in 
connection with his duty as a conductor may cancel the conductor’s 
licence. 

(m) A conductor of a stage carriage shall at all times carry his 
licence and produce it on demand by any police officer in uniform for 
inspection. 

(n) No person shall hold more than one conductor’s licence effective 
in the same region. 

(o) The Licensing Authority mav by notification in the official 
Gazette declare that such of these Rules as are applicable to drivers or to 
drivers’ licences as may be specified in the said notification shall applj’ 
to conductors or to conductors’ licences as the case may be. 

(p) The holder of a conductor’s licence shall, except in the case of 
a temporary absence not involving a change of residence for a ])eriod 
exceeding three months report nn^ change of his temporary <»r j»ernia- 
nent address us notified on the licence to the licensing authority by 
whom the licence was issued and to the licensing authority by whom 
it was last renewed. 

96. Public service vehicle driver s badge. — (a) The driv(>r of a [>ublic 
service vehicle shall display on his left breast a metal badge in the form 
illustrated in the Sixth Schedule to these Rules issued by, and inscrib¬ 
ed with, the name of the authority by which an authorisation to drive a 
public service vehicle has been granted and the word “Drivei-” together 
with an identification number. 
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(b) A driver of a public aervice vehicle shall not hold more than one 
such badffe issued iby an authority in the Province. 

(c) The fee for the issue of a badffe as aforesaid shall be one rupee. 
If the badpre is lost or destroyed a duplicate badfre shall be issued by the 
authority by which it was issued on payment of one rupee. ^ And upon 
the return to the issuing]: authority of a badge or of a duplicate badge 
the driver shall be entitled to a refund of one rupee. 

(d) If at any time the authorisation on a driver’s licence entitling 
liini to drive a publi<i service vehicle is suspended or revoked by any 
autljority or by any Court or ceases to be valid by the efflux of time the 
driver .shall within seven days surrender the badge to the authority by 
which it was issued. 

97. Cowlnctor's badge. — (a) The <*onductor of a stage carriage shall 
display on his left breast a metal badge in the form illustrated in 
the Sixth Schedule to these Kules issued by and inscribed with the 
name of the Authority by which the conductor’s licence is granted and 
the word “Conductor” together with an identification number. 

(b) A conductor shall not hold more than one such badge issued by 
an authority in the Province. 

(c) The fee for the issue of a conductor’s badge as afore8ni<l shall be 
one rupee. If the badge is lo.st or destroyed a duplicate badge shall be 
issued, by the authority which issued it, on payment of one rupee. And 
upon return to the issuing authority of a badge or a duplicate badge the 
conductor .shall be entitled to a refund of one rupee. 

(d) If at any time a conductor’s licence is suspended or cancelled 
by competent authority or by any Court or ceases to be valid by the 
efflux of time, the conductor shall, within seven days, surrender the 
badge to the authority by which it was issued. 

98. Tiadge not to he tranuferred. —(a) No driver and no conductor 
shall lend or transfer the badge prescriWd in these rules to any other 
person. 

(ft) Any person finding a driver’s or a conductor’s badge shall, unless 
he returns the same to a person whom he knows to lie the holder, forth¬ 
with surrciuler it to the authority by w'hich it was issued or to a ptdice 
officer. 

99. 7nferflouii or contagion.^ diteaten—perBons angering from. —(a) 
No driver and no conductor of a public service vehicle shall cause or 
allow to enter into or to be placed or carried in the vehicle any person 
whom he knows or has reason to believe to be suffering from any infec¬ 
tious or contagious disease, or the corpse of any person whom he knows 
or lias reason to believe to have l>een suffering from any such disease. 

(h) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub-rule (a) the driver and the 
conductor may upon application in writing by a registered medical 
practitioner or sanitary inspector allow a person suffering from an 
infectious or contagious disease to be carried in a public service vehicle 
provided that no other person save a person or persons in attendance on 
the sick iiersou shall lie carried in the vehicle at the same time. 

(a) When a perisou suffering from an infectious or contagious disease, 
or the corpse of any such person has been carried in a public service 
vehicle, the driver and the conductor of the vehicle shall oe responsible 
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that the fact is reported to a medical officer of health or sanitary 
inspeotor and to the owner of the vehicle and neither the owner nor 
the driver nor the conductor shall cause or allow any person to use the 
vehicle until the driver and the conductor and the vehic-le have been 
disinfected in such manner as the said ine»li<;al officer or sanitary 
inspector may specify and a certificate to this effect has Ijeen obtained 
from the said medical officer or sanitary inspector. 

100. Carriage o/ persons in goods vehicles. —(a) Save in the cases 
of a vehicle which is bein^ used for the carriage of troops or police 
or a stage carriage in which goods are being carried in addition to 
passengers no person shall be carried in a goo<ls vehicle other than a 
hona fide employee of the owner or the hirer of the vehicle, and except 
in accortlance with this rule. 

(It) No person shall be carried in the cab of a goods vehicle beyond 
the number for which there is seating accommodation at the rate of 
fifteen inches measured along the seat excluding the spac.e reserved for 
the driver, for each person, and not more than six persons in all in 
addition to the driver shall be carried in au^ goods vehicle. 

(c) Nt» person shall be carries! upon the goods or otherwise in such 
a mannei- that such person is in danger of falling from the vehicle, and 
in no case shall any person be carried in a goods vehicle in such a man¬ 
ner that any part of his person, wdteu he is in a sitting position, is at a 
height exceeding ten feet from the surface upon which the vehicle rests. 

{d) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub-rule (b), the Regional 
Transport Authority may, as a condition of the jiermit granted for any 
goods vehicle, specify the conditions subject to which a larger number 
of persons may be carried in the veliicle, provided that such number 
shall not exceed the area in square feet t»f the floor of the vehicle divided 
by 7, or, in the case of vehicles owned b.v the Calcutta Corporation 
or any municipality or district board and used for municipal or district 
hoard purposes in connection with road making and maintenance, on 
such calculation as the Regional Transport Authority may approve. 

(e) Nothing contained in this rule shall be deemed to authorise the 
carriage of any person for hire or reward on any vehicle, unless there is 
in force in respect of the vehicle a iiermit authorising the use of the 
vehicle for such purpose, and save in accordance with the provisions of 
such permit. 

101. Stands and halting places .—(«) The District Magistrate or the 
Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, as the <-asc may be, by notification in 
the official Gazette, or by the erection of traffic signs which are permit¬ 
ted for the purpose under sub-section (1) of section 75 of the Act, or 
both, ma.v in respect of the taking up or setting down of passengers or 
both by public service vehicles or by any specified class of public 
service vehicles— 

(f) conditionally or unconditionally prohibit the use of any specified 
place or of any place of a specified nature or class, or 

{ii) require that within the limits of any municipality, notified area 
or cantonment, -or within such other limits as may be 
specified in the notification certain specified stands or halt¬ 
ing places only shall be so used : 
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Provided that no place which is privately owned shall be so notified 
except with the previous consent in writing of the owner thereof. 

(h) When a place has been notified or has been demarcated by traffic 
signs, or botli, as being a stand or halting place for the purpose of this 
i-ule, then, notwithstanding that the land is in possession of any person, 
the ])lace shall, subject to the provisions of these rules, be deemed to ^ 
a public pla<'e within the ineaning of the Act and the District Magis¬ 
trate or the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, may enter into an agree¬ 
ment with, or grant a licence to any jierson for the provision or 
maintenance of such place iueluding the jirovisiun or maintenance of 
the huildinps or works necessary thereto, subject to the termination of 
the agreement or licence forthwith upon the breach of any «'ondition 
thereof and may otherwise make rules or give directiiins for the conduct 
( f such place including rules or directions— 

(/) prt*scribing the fees to la* jmid by the owners of public service 
vehicles using the place and providing for the receipt and 
disposal of such fees, 

(//) specifying the public service vehicles or the class of public 
service vehicles which shall ust* the place *)r which shall not 
use the place, 

(Hi) appointing a person to Ik- tlie manager «if the jdnee and specify¬ 
ing the powers and duties of the manager, 

(iv) requiring the owner of the land, or the local authority, as the 
(•as<* may be, to erect such shelbTs, lavatories and latrines 
and to execute such other works us may he sjiecified in the 
rules or iu the direction and to maintain the same in a 
serviceable, clean and sanitary condition, 

(c)-prohibiting the use of such place by s]>ecificd persons or by 
other than specified persons. 

(c) Kotbing in sub-rule (b) shall requir** any iM'rson owning the laud 
which has been appointed as a stand or halting place, to undertake 
any work or incur any expenditure in connection therewith without his 
consent and, in the event of ans such person declining to carry t>ut 
swh work or to incur such expiuiditure or failing to comply with any 
rule or dirc<-tiou made or given to him under this rule, tiie competent 
authority mu\ prohibit the use ol such a place for the purposes of this 
rule. 


102. lirrtndf io be Mtaiiilaineil. —(u) The owner of every transport 
vehicle shall maintain records and submit returns as may f)e required 
in respect of the vehicle to (he Itegional Transport Authority by 
which the jjermit was issued to such vehicle iu such form us the 
Authority may specify and such records ami returns may inelude 
particulars of the dail.y ust* of (lie vehicle in respect of— 

(») the name and lic;ence number of the driver and conductor and 
other attendant, if any; 

(ii) the route upon which or the area within which the vehicle 
was used; 

(in) the number of miles travelled; 

(ir) the times of^'cemmencemeut and termination of a journey and 
of any halts on a journey when the driver obtained rest; 
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the number of passengera and the weight of goods carried 
between specified ploi^ and Ihe nature of the goods; 

(>•/) in the ease of goods carried in a stage earriage, the number of 
trips and the mileage when goods were carried solely and 
w'hen goods were carried in addition to passengers and, in 
that case, the number of seals avuilal>le for passengers. 

(ft) No owner or other person shall cause or allow any person to 
drive a transport vehicle unless the owner or other person has in his 
possession a record in writing of the name and a<idress of the driver as 
set forth in his drivin/j licence, the number of the licence and the name 
of the authority by which it was issu^. 

103. Permit holder—cJuinge of addrexit of. —(o) If the holder of a 
permit ceases to reside or to have his place of business, as tlie case may 
be, at the address set forth in the permit, he shall within fourteen days 
send Part A of the permit to the Transport Authority by which the 
permit was issued intimating the new address. 

(ft) Upon receipt of intimation under sub-rule (<i) the Regional 
Transport Autlu^rity or the Provincial Transport Authority, as the case 
may 1m-, shall, after making such enquiries as the Authority deems fit, 
enter in the permit the new address and shall intimate the particulars 
to the Authority of any re^rion in which the permit is valid by virtue of 
countersignature or otherw’ise. 

104. Public service vehicle — i-ntimaliov- of du-nuige to or failure of. 
—(a) The holder of any stage carriage i>ennit or any contract carriage 
permit in respet^t of a particular vehicle by reference to the registra¬ 
tion mark shall, within seven days of the occurrence, report in writing 
to the Transport Authority b^- w’liich the permit was issued and"to the 
Registering Authority any failure of, or damage to, such vehicle or to 
aii.y part (hereof, of such a nature as to render the vchi«de unfit for use 
in accordance wdth the conditions of the permit for a period exceeding 
three days. 

(ft) The holder of any permit in respect of a service of stage 
carriages shall, within seven days of the wcurrence, report in writing 
to the Transporl Authority by which the permit was issued and to the 
Registering Au(h«)rity, any failure of, or damage to, any vehicle used 
by him under the authority of the permit of such a nature as to pre¬ 
vent the holder from complying with any of the provisions or conditions 
of the permit for a period excetnling three days. 

(c) Upon re«-eipt of a report under the preceding sub-rules, the 
Transport Authority by wdiich the permit was issue<l may, subject to 
the provisions of rules 7*5 and 76— 

(/) direct the holder of the permit within such period, not exceed¬ 
ing two months from the date of the occurrence, ns the 
authority may siiecify, either to make good the damage to 
or failure of the vehicle, or to provide a substitute vehicle, 
or 

(//) if the damage to, or failure of, the vehicle is such that in the 
opinion of the said authority it cannot be made good within 
a period of two months from the date of the occurrence, direct 
the holder of the permit to provide a substitute vehicle, 

and when the holder of the permit fails to comply with such a direction, 
may suspend, cancel or vary the permit accordingly. 
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(c2) Th« Transport Authority giving a direction, or auspending, can* 
celling or varying a permit under sulvrule (o) shall send intimation of 
the fact to the Transport Authority of any other region in which the 
permit is valid by virtue of countersignature or otherwise. 

106. Alteration to motor vehicle. — (a) Further to the provisions of 
section 32 of the Act, the owner of a transport vehicle, or if the owner 
is not the holder of the permit, the holder of the permit shall, at the 
same time as the report required hy that section is made to the regis¬ 
tering authority, forward a copy thereof to the Transport Authority by 
which the permit relating to the vehicle was granted, or, in the case of 
a permit relating to a service of stage carriages, to the Transport 
Authority by which the permit was granted under which the vehicle is 
l>ciug used. 

(h) Upon receii)t of a report under suh-rule (a), the Transport 
Autliority by which the permit was issued may if the alteration is such 
as to contravene any of the provisions or conditions of the permit— 

(j) vary the permit accordingly, or 

(ii) require tJie permit holder to provide a substitute vehicle within 
such period as the authority may specify, and, if the holder 
fails to comply with such requirement, cancel or suspend 
the permit. 

(c) A Transport Authority varjdng, suspending or cancelling a 
permit or causing another vehicle to be substituted for a vehicle covered 
hy a permit, shall intimate particulars to the Transport Authority of 
any other region in which the permit is valid by virtue of countersigna¬ 
ture or otherwise. 

106. Prorision to trailers. — (a) No trailer other than the trail¬ 
ing half of an articulated vehicle shall be attached to a public service 
vehicle. 

(h) Save in the case of a trailer being used for the carriage of 
troops or police, no iierson other than the attendant or attendants 
requirwl by rule 203 shall be carried on a trailer. 

(c) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (d) all tlie provisions of 
these Hules relating to a private carrier’s permit or to a pulilic carrier’s 
permit shall apply to any trailer ust'd for tlie purpose.s of a private 
carrier or a public carrier, as the case may be. 

(li) A Provincial Transport Authority or a Begioual Transport 
Authority granting or countersigning a private carrier’s permit or a 
public carrier’s jiermit may require, as a condition of the jicrmit or of 
the countersignature, as the case may be, that no trailer or that not 
more than one trailer or that no trailer of a specified description shall 
be attached to any transport vehicle covered by the permit. 

107. Inspection of transport vehicles and their contents. —(a) Any 
police offir cr in uniform not below the rank of Sergeant or Sub-Inspector 
may at nnj* time when the vehicle is in a public place call upon the 
driver of a goods Vehicle to stop the vehicle and to keep it at rest for 
such time as may be necessary to enable the police officer to make reason¬ 
able examination of the contents of the vehicle. 
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' (6) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub-rule (a), the police oflB.cer 
shall mot be entitled to examine the contents of any goods vehicle 
unless— 

(t) the permit in respect of the vehicle contains a provision or con¬ 
dition in respect of the goods which may or which may not 
be carried on the vehicle; 

(tt) the police officer has reason to believe that the vehicle is being 
used in contravention of the provisions of the Act or these 
Buies. 

(c) Any police officer in uniform may at any time when the vehicle 
is in a public place call upon the driver of a public service vehicle 
to stop the vehicle and to Keep it at rest for such time as may be 
necessary to enable the police officer to make reasonable examination 
of the number of passengers and_ other contents of the vehicle so as 
to satisfy himself that the provisions of the Act and these Buies and 
the provisions and conditions of the permit in respect of the vehicle 
are being complied with. 

(J) Any Magistrate of the first or second class, any police officer of 
or above the rank of Deputy Superintendent, or any Inspector of motor 
vehicles shall be entitled at any reasonable time to inspect any public 
service vehicle in a public place. 

108. Garages for transport vehicles .—^The owners of every trans- 

E ort vehicle shall maintain suitable garsiges ^ to be approved by the 
Registering Authority for accommodating their vehicles and shsdl not 
allow them to be left standing on the road without sufficient reason. 

109. Permits, exemption from. —Sub-section (I) of section 42 of 
the Act shall not apply to transport vehicles owned by the Communica¬ 
tions and Works Department, Calcutta Corporation, Municipalities 
and District Boards and used for road making and maintenance. 


Chapt«r V.—Constmotion, Equipmaiit and Maintmianoa of Motor 

Vohiolos. 

110. General. —(o) No person shall use and no person shall cause 
or allow to be used or to be in any public place any motor vehicle which 
does not comply with the rules contained in this Chapter, or with any 
order thereunder made by competent authority. 

(6) Nothing in this rule shall apply to a motor vehicle which has 
been damaged in an accident while at the place of the accident or 
to a vehicle so damaged or otherwise defective while being removed 
to the nearest reasonable place of repair or disposal. 

111. Lamps. —(1) Save as hereinafter provided, every motor vehicle 
while in a pulilic place during the period between half an hour after 
sunset and half an hour before sunrise and at any other time when 
there is not sufficient light to render clearly discernible persons and 
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vehicles on the road at a dieianee of five hundrad feet ^eod*. shall 
carry the following lamps (hereinafter referred to ae “oWigatory front 
lamps”): — 

(a) save in the cases of a motor cycle and as invalid cairriage, two 

lamps showing to the front a white light visible from a 
distance of five hundred feet and indicating approximately 
the width of the vehicle; 

(b) in the cases of a motor cycle and im invalid carriage, one lamp 

showing to the front a white light visible from a distance 
of five hundred feet and, where the registration marks 
exhibited at the front of the vehicle is exhibited on both 
sides of a plate in the manner prescribed in sub-rule (e) of 
rule 3d, so fixed as to illuminate both sides of the plate; 

(c) in the case of a side car attaehed to a motor cycle, a lamp 

affixed to the extreme left hand side of the side car show¬ 
ing to the front a white light visible from a distance of five 
hundred feet, in addition to the lamp required by clause (6) 
above to be carried on the motor cycle; 

and shall, in every case, also carry— 

(i) one lamp (hereinafter referred to as the “rear lamp”) showing 
to the rear a red light visible from a distani'e of five 
hundred feet; and 

(ii) a lamp, which may be the rear lamp or some other device, 
illuminating with a white light the whole of the registration 
mark exhibited on the rear of the vehiele, so as t«) render it 
legible from a distance of fifty feet to the rear: 

Provided that when a motor vehicle is drawing another vehiele or 
vehicles and the distance between sneb vehicles does not exceed five feet 
it shall not, subject to any other provision of these Rules, be necessary 
for the drawn vehicles to carry obligatory front lamps or for any save 
the last drawn vehicle to carry a rear lamp or a lamp illuminating the 
rear registration mark. 

(2) Every lamp roquired under sub^rule (1) to be carried shall, 
during the aforesaid period, lie kept properly lighted and in an 
eflicient condition. 

(3) Ohligotory front lamps shall be as nearly as possible of the same 
power and at the same henght from the ground. 

(4) No lamp showing a light to the front shall be fixed so that the 
centre of the lamp is more than five feet from the ground, provided that 
this provision shall not apply to the internal lighting of any motor 
vehi(‘le or to any light necessary to illuminate the route board of a 
public service vehicle. 

(b) The reor lamp shall be fixed either on the centre line of the 
vehicle or to the right hand side and, save in the case of a transport 
vehicle, at a height of not more than three feet and six inches from 
the ground. In the, case of a transport vehicle the rear light may be 
fixed at such a level as may be necessary to illumiuatee the registr^ion 
mark. 
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<6) Where a trailer k baiiiR drawn by a motor vehicle, other than 
the turawB part of an articulated vehicle, a lamp of as nearly as possible 
the same size and power as the rear lamp and allowing a red light to 
the rear shall be afhxed to the trailer vertically above or below the rear 
lamp at a distance of' not less than two feet or more than three feet 
frem the rear lamp. 

^7) Nio motor vehicle shall show a red light to the front or other 
than a rod light to the rear, provided that this provision shall not apply 
to the internal li^^hting of the vehicle or to an amher ] ight if displayed 
by any direction indicator. 

(8) No lamp showing a light to the front shall be used on any 
vehicle unless such lamp is so constructed, fitted and maintained that 
the beam of light emitted therefrom— 

(a) is permanently deflec ted downwards to such an extent that it is 

at all times incapable of dazzling any person, standing on the 
same horizontal plane as the vehicle at a greater distance 
than 2b feet from the lamp, and whose eye-level is not less 
than 3 feet 6 inches above that plane; or 

(b) ran be deflected downwards or both downwards and to tlie left 

by the driver in such manner as to render it iueapahle of 
dazzling any such person in the circumstances aforesaid; or 

(r) can be extinguished by the operation of a device which at the 
same time causes a beam of light to be emitted from the lamp 
which complies with clause (a); or 

(d) can be extinguished by the operation of a device which'at the 
same time either deflects the beam of light from another 
lamp downwards or both downwards and to the left in such 
manner as to render it incapable of dazzling any such person 
in the circumstani«s aforesaid, or brings into or leaves in 
operation a lamp or lamps which complies or comply with 
clause (a). 

(9) Sub-rule (8) shall not apply to any lamp fitted with an electric 
bulb if the power of the bulb does not exceed seven watts and the lamp 
is fitted with frosted glass or other material which has the effect of 
diffusing the light. 

112. Brakes, —(a) Every motor vehicle shall be fitted with brakes 
of sufficient strength capable of stopping the vehicle within the distance 
specified in sub-rule (;') and of koldiug it at rest in all conditions and 
all the brakes with which the motor vehicle is fitted shall at all times 
be properly connected and shall be maintained in good and efiicient 
conditiou. 

(6) Every motor vehicle, other than an invalid carriage, a trailer, a 
road roller or a hieomotive, shall be equipped with an efficient, braking 
system oi' systems sufficient to supply two means of operation so 
designed and constructed that notwithstanding the failure of any part 
(other than a fixed member or a brake shoe anchor pin) through or by 
means of which the force necessary to apply the brakes is transmitted, 
there shall still be available lor the driver to apply to not less than, half 
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the number of the wheels of the vehicle, brakes sufficient under the most 
adverse conditions to bring the vehicle to rest within a reasonable 
distance: 

Provided that, save in the cases of a tractor and a h^avy motor 
vehicle, in the event of such failure as aforesaid it shall not be necessary 
for brakes to be available for application by the driveir— 

(i) in the case of a motor vehicle registered in India before the 
first day of April 1940, to more than two wheels; and 

(m) in the case of a motor vehicle having less than four wheels to 
more than one wheel. 

(c) The application of one means of operation shall not affect or 
operate the pedal or hand lever of the other means of operation. 

(d) In the case of vehicles registered in India on or after the first 
day of A^»ril 1940, no braking system shall be rendered ineffective by the 
non-rotation of the engine: 

Provided that this sub-rule shall not apply in the case of a vehicle 
referred to in clause (ii) of sub-rule (h) hereof and to the braking system 
of any trailer and of the trailing half of any articulated vehicle. 

(f) The brakes of a motor vehicle which are operated by one of the 
means of operation shall be capable of being applied by direct mecha¬ 
nical action without- the intervention of any hydraulic, electric or 
pneumatic device. 

(/) In the case of a motor vehicle with more than three wheels, 
other than an invalid carriage, a road roller or a locomotive, where any 
brake shoe is capable of being applied by more than one means of 
operation, all the wheels shall be fitted with brakes, all of which are 
operated by one of the means of operation: 

Provided that, except in the case of a tractor,— 

(t) where a motor vehicle has more than six wheels, at least four of 
which are steering wheels, it shall be a sufficient compliance 
with this sub-rule if brakes are fitted to all the wheels other 
than two steering wheels which are situated on opposite sides 
of the vehicle, and all such brakes are operated by one of the 
means of operation, • 

(, 2 t} where a motor vehicle has more than four wheels and the drive 
is transmitted to ell wheels other than the steering wheels 
without the interposition of a differential driving gear or 
similar mechanism between the axles carrying the driving 
wheels, it shall be deemed to be a suffitdent compliance with 
this sub-rule if one of the means of operation operates the 
brakes on two driving wheels situated on opposite sides of 
the vehicle and the other means of operation operates brakes 
on all the other wheels required to be fitted with brakes by 
this sub-rule: 

Provided further that where means of operation are provided in 
addition to those prescribed by this rule, such additional means of 
operation may be disregarded for the purposes of this sub-rule. 
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(g) One at least of tbe jneans of operation shall be capable of caus> 
ing* wakes to be applied directly and not through the transmission gear 
to all the wheels of the vehicle: 

Provided that, in the case of a motor vehicle registered in India 
before the first day of April 1940, it shall be deemed to be a sufficient 
compliance with this sub-rule if one of the means of operation applies 
brakes directly and not through the transmission gear to uot less than 
two of the wheels of the vehicle: 

Provided further that where a motor vehicle has more than four 
wheels and the drive is transmitted £o all wheels other than the steering 
wheels without the interposition of a differential driving gear or similar 
mechanism between the axles carrying the driving wheels, it shall be 
deemed to he a sufficient compliance with this sub-rule if the brakes 
applied by one means of operation act dirc'ctlv on two driving wheels 
on opposite sides of the vehicle and the brakes applied by the other 
means of operation act directly on all other driving wheels. 

{h) For the purposes of this rule— 

(i) in the case of a motor vehicle other than an invalid carriage, a 
road roller or a locomotive, 

(o) except in the case of a motor vehicle th«! unladen weight of 
which does not exceed 2,240 pounds or which is a passenger- 
vehicle constructed or adapted to carry not more tlian 
seven passengers exclusive of the driver, not more than 
one front wheel shall be included in half the number of 
wheels of the vehicle, and 

(h) every moving shaft to which any part of a braking system or 
any means of operation thereof is connected or by which 
it 18 supported shall be deemed to be part of that system; 

(it) in the case of a motor vehicle propelled by steam and not used 
as a public service vehicle, the engine snail lie deemed to be 
an efficient braking system with one means of operation if 
the engine is capable of being reversed and is incapable of 
being disconnected from any of the driving wheels of the 
vehicle exc€»pt by the sustained action of the driver. 


(i) Every locomotive shall have an efficient braking system, the 
brakes of which act upon all the wheels of the locomotive other Ilian tl»e 
steering wheels, provided that this provision shall not a]>ply ^ ** 
locomotive registered in India before the first day of Apnl 1940, it tne 
locomotive is propelled by steam and the engine thereof is capable ot 
being reversed. 


(i) The braking system or»erated by one of the means of operatmn 
shall, according to whether the vehicle is laden or unladen, be rapuble 
of bringing it to rest when travelling at the speed siiceified in the table 
below within the distance therein specified when, at the time ot the 
application of the brakes, tKe vehicle is travelling over a hard, dry, 
level road in good condi-tion, with top gear and clutch engaged, or 
when, in the same conditions, the efficiency of the brakes as determined 
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by a bvake-tMtiag! mater- approTed by the Peovuiciad Gevertunant ii not 
lees than per cent, when the vehicle is laden and not less than 40 
per cent, when the vehicle is unladen: — 

Provided thnt the word “laden” here means with npt less than 60 
per c^nt. of the legal load, not 60 per cent, of the gross weight.

113. Reversing. —Every motor vehicle other than a motor cycle shall 
be capable of moving under its own power either forwards or backwards. 

114. Homs.-^(a) Every motor vehicle shall be fitted with a horn or 
other approved device available for immediate use by the driver of the 
vehicle and capable of giving audible and sufficient warning of the 
approach or position of the venicle. 

(b) No motor vehicle shall he fitted with any multitoned horn giving 
, a succession of different notes or with any other_ sound-producing device 

giving an unduly harsh, shrill, loud, or alarming noise. 

(c) Nothing contained in sub-rule (6) shall urevent the use on 
vehicles, used as ambulances or for fire fighting or salvage purposes or on 
vehicles used by police officers in the course of their duties, or on other 
similar -vehicles, of such sound signals as may be approved by the 
registering authority. 

(d) Every transport vehicle shall be fitted with a bulb horn. 

H6. Prohibition of playing radios, etc., in a motor vehicle .—(o) 
No radio either with or without a loud speaker or ear-phones, or gramo¬ 
phone with a loud speaker shall be played in any motor vebjcle in 
Calcutta (including aubujfbs) or in any transport vehicle in other areas: 

Provided that the Registering Authority may grant a special permit 
for the use of radios or gramophones with or without loud-speakers in 
specially equipped motor vehicles used for publicity, educational or 
traffic purposes. 

(h) In areas outside Calcutta (including suburbs) no driver of a 
motor vehicle shall wear ear-phones when actually driving such 
vehicle. 

116. Silencers. —(a) Every motor vehicle shall be fitted with a device 
^^herein referred to as a silencer) which by means of an expansion 
chamber or otherwiee reduces as far as may be reasmiable and practto- 
ahle the noise that would otherwise be made by the escape of exhavat 
"asfts from the engine. 

B • i,^v motor vehicle shall he so constructed or equipped that the 
dd^Sr to t.^'0“ the engine are not discharged downwards so as to 
operation may surface. 
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1.1T. A£«mor.-^Ev«]ry. i^otor yehiple, other than a transport vehicle 
or a motor cycle ^viag not more than two wheels and to which a side 
car is not attached, shall be fitted either internally or externally, and 
eveiry transport vehicle shall be fitted externally, with a mirror so 
placed that the driver shall be able to have a clear and distinct vision of 
vehicles approaching from the rear. 

118. Dangerous projection. —(a) No mascot or other similar fitting 
or device shall be carried by any motor vehicle registered in India after 
the first day of April 1941 in any position where it is likely to strike 
any person with whom the vehicle may collide unless the mascot is 
ui;ilikely to cause injury to any person by reason of any projection 
thereon. 

(h) No motor vehicle shall be permitted to be used which is so c-on- 
structed that any axle hub or hub cap projects laterally more than four 
inches beyond the rim of the wheel to which it is attached, unless the 
hub or hub cap does not project laterally beyond the body or wings of 
the vehicle and is provided with an adequate guard. 

119. Noise. —^Every motor vehicle shall be so constructed and main¬ 
tained as not to cause undue noise. 

120. Safety glass. —(a) After the first day of April 1941, the glass 
of wiiidscreens or windows facing to the front on the outside of evei^’ 
motor vehicle except glass fitted to the upper deck of u double decked 
vehicles shall be ssdfety glass. 

{h) For the purpose of this rule— 

(i) “safety glass” means glass so constructed or treated that if 
fractured it does not fly into fragments capable of causing 
severe cuts; 

(it) any windscreen or window at the front of the vehicle the inner 
surface of which is at an angle exceeding thirty degrees to 
the longitudinal axis of the vehicle shall be deemed to face 
to the front. 

(c) This rule shall not apply to a motor vehicle other than a public 
service vehicle registered i& India before the first day of April 1940. 

121. Glass—arrangement and- maintenance of. —The glass of the 
front windscreen, side and rear windows of every motor vehicle shall 
be such and shall be maintained in sucb (condition as to be clearly 
transparent and allow the driver a clear vision to the front and to the 
sides and, through the prescribed mirror, to the rear of the vehicle. 

122. Windscreen toiper. — (a) On and after the first day of April 
1940, an efficient automatic ‘windscreen wiper shall be fitted to every 
motor vehicle which is so constructed that the driver cannot by open¬ 
ing the yindscreen, or otherwise obtain an adequate view to the front 
of the vehicle without looking through the windscreen. 

(&) This rule shall not apply to a motor vehicle registered in India 
before the first day of April 1940. 
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123. Tyr^t. —(o) The pneumatic tyres of ev<^ry tn^br vehicle shall 
be kept properly inflated and in good and sound condition. 

(&) A tyre shall be deemed to be not in good and sound conditioB 
if— 

(t) any of the fabrir of the casing is exposed by wear of the 
tread or by anj unvulcanized cut or abrasion of any paid; 
or 

(ti) the t 3 nre shows signs of incipient failure by local deformation 
or swelling; or. 

{Hi) it has been patched or repaired by an outside gaiter or patch 
other than a properly vulcanized repair. 

Provided that clause (iii) shall not apply to a temporary repair 
effected to enable the vehicle to be moved to the nearest reasonable 
place where the tyre can be repaired or replaced. 

(c) After the first day of April 1942, no motor vehicle other than a 
track laying vehicle shall he driven at a speed in excess of six miles 
per hour unless it is fitted with pneumatic tyres on all wheels. 


124. Smoke, vapour, grease—emission of. —(a) Every motor vehicle 
shall be so constructed, shall be maintained in such condition, and 
shall be so driven and used on a road, that there shall not be emitted 
therefrom any excessive smoke, visible vapour, grit, sparks, ashes, 
cinders, or oily substance, the emission of which could be prevented or 
avoided by the taking of any reasonable steps or the exercise of reason¬ 
able care, or the emission of which might cause damage to other persons 
or property or endanger the safety of any other users of the road in con¬ 
sequence of any harmful content therein. 

(6) Every motor vehicle using solid fuel shall be fitted with an 
efficient appliance for the purpose of preventing the emission of sparks 
or grit and also with a tray or shield to prevent ashes and cinders from 
falling on to the road. 

125. Speedometer. —(a) After the first day of April 1941, every 
motor vehicle, other than an invalid carriege or a vehicle which may not, 
under the provisions of the Seventh Schedule to the Act, at any time be 
driven at a rate of speed in excess of six miles per hour, shall be fitted 
with an instrument (herein referred to as a “speedometer”) so con¬ 
structed and in such a position as at all times readily to indicate to the 
driver of the vehicle the speed at which the vehicle is travelling: 

Provided that the Registering: Authority may exempt any vehicle or 
class of vehicles from the operation of this sub-rule. 

(5) A speedometer shall be deemed to satisfy the requirements of 
this rule if, upon test, it is found to be accurate within ten per cent, 
above or below the speed specified for th4 vehicle in the Seventh 
Schedule to the Act or, if no speed is so specified, then above or below 
a speed of thirty miles per hour. 
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126. Springing .—Every ^ motor vehicle and every trailer drawn 
thereW shall be equipped with suitable and sufficient means of spring¬ 
ing adequately maintained in good and sound condition between the 
roed wheels and the frame of the vehicle: 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to— 

(t) any motor vehicle registered in India before the first day of 
April 1940 if any means of springing with which it is 
fitted are adequately maintained in good and sound condi¬ 
tion; 

(*t) any tractor not exceeding ten thousand pounds in weight 
unladen if all the unsprung wheels of the tractor are fitted 
with pneumatic tyres; 

(m) any land locomotive, land tractor, land implement, agricul¬ 
tural trailer, or any trailer used solely for the haulage of 
felled trees; 

{iv) motor cycles; 

(•») vehicles designed for use in works or in private promises and 
used on a road only in passing from one ^lart of the works 
or premises to another or to works or premises within a dis¬ 
tance of two miles. 

127. Steering .—The steering mechanism of every motor vehicle 
shall be adequately maintained ui sood and sound condition, free from 
backlash exceeding 45 degrees on the steering wheel, all rods and arms 
shall be adequately protected by bumpers or otherwise from damage, 
and where the connections are secured with bolts or pins, the bolts or 
pins shall be effectively locked. All connections made with^ pins shall 
be such that when they are in any x>osition other than horisontal the 
head of the pin shall be uppermost. 

128. O-verall width .—The overall width of every motor vehicle 
measured at right angles to the axis of the motor vehicle between 
perpendicular planes enclosing the extreme points shall not exceed— 

(t) in the case of a motor vehicle other than a tranBX>ort vehicle 
but including a motor cab, seven feet and two inches. 

(ii) in the case of a transport vehicle other than a motor cab, seven 
feet and six inches. 


129. Overall length. —(a) The overall length of every motor vehicle 
other than a trailer shall not exceed— 

(i) in the case of a vehicle having not more than two axles, 
twenty-seven feet and six inches; 

(ii) in the case of a rigid framed vehicle having more than two 
axles, thirty feet; 

(m) in the case of an articulated vehicle having more than two 
axles, thirty-three feet. 
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(6) This rule shall not apply in the case of an ay'***^^*^^ rehiole 
conetructed and normally used for the conveyance of i indivisible loads 
of exceptional length— I 

(t) if all the wheels of thr vehicle are fitted with yneumatic tyres, 
or I 

(H) if all the wheels of <Ue vcliicle are not fitted With pneumatic 
^res so long as tlie vehicle is not driven at W »p6ed exceed¬ 
ing six miles per liour. I 

(c) In this rule “overall len^'th” means the leng<^> <4 vehicle 
measured between parallel planes passing through the extreme pro¬ 
jecting points of the vehii !e exclusive of— 

(t) any staiting han<]le; 

(it) any hood when down; 

(Hi) any ladder forming parf of a turn-iuble fire escape fixed to a 
vehicle; 

(iv) any post office letter-box the length of whieli measured 
parallel to the, axi.'* of the vehicle does not exceed twelve 
inches; 

(v) any bum])er. 

130. Overall height.—'.a) The overall height of a motor vehicle 
other than a doublc-deckei! motor vehi<de measured from the .surface on 
which the motor vehicle rests shall not exceed eleven feet. 

(6) The overall heigJit of a double-decked njotor vehi<de shall not 
exceed fifteen feet and m'x inches. 

(c) This rule shall not apply to firc-c.-,cu|)es, tower-wagons and other 
special-purpoite vehicle^ exempted bj' the general or special order of the 
Commissioner of Poli'e, Calcutta or fiie District Magistrate as the case 
may be. 

131. Overhang, —(a) The overhang of a tractor or locomotive shall 
not exceed six feet. 

(h) The overhang of a motor vehicle other than a tractor or locomo¬ 
tive shall not e.xcced forty-five per cent, of the distance between the 
plane perpendicular to the axis of the motor vehicle which passes 
through tne centre or centres of the front wheel or wheels and the 
foremost vertical plane from which the overhang is to be measured as 
defined in sub-rule (c). 

Provided that this sub-rule shall not apply to vehicles registered in 
India before the fitrst day of April ItidO and that the B^ional Transport 
Authority may by general or special order direct that fifty per cent, 
be substituted for forty-five per cent, in thi.s sub-rule with effect in 
such areas and in relation to vehicles of such class as the authority may 
specify. 
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(c) For the purposes of this rule “overhaul?” means the distance 
measured horisontally and parallel to the longitudinal axis of the vehicle 
between two vertical planes at right angles to such axis passing through 
the two points specified in paragraphs 1 and 11 of this definition 
respectively— 

I— The rearmost point of the vehicle exclusive of— 

(t) any hood when down; 

(it) any jjost otfice letter-box, _ the length of which measured 
parallel to the longitudinal axis of tl»e vehicle, does not 
exceed 12 inches; 

(iii) any ladder forming part of a turn table fire escape fixed to a 

vehicle; 

(iv) any luggage carrier fitted to a motor vehicle constructed 

solely for the carriage of passengers and their effects and 
adapted to carry not more than seven passengers cxchisive 
of the driver. 

II— (i) In the case of a motor vehicle having only two axles, one of 
which is not a steering axle, the centre point of that axle, or 

(it) in the case of a motor vehicle having only three axles where the 
front axle is the only steering axle, a point 4 inches in rear of the 
centre of a straight line joining the centre points of the rear and middle 
axles, or 

(i/i) in any other case a point situated on the longitudinal axis of 
the vehicle and such that a line drawn from it at right unifies to that 
axis will pass through the centre of the minimum turning circle.of the 
vehicle. 

(d) In the ease of any motor vehicle registered in India before the 
first day of April 1940, it shall suffice if the overhang does not exceed 
7/24ths of the overall length of the vehicle. 

132. Turtiiny circle. —Every motor vehicle shall he so constructed 
as to be capable of turning in either direction in a circle not exceeding 
in diameter sixty feet in the case of a vehicle the overall length of 
which does not exceed twenty-six feet, and sixty-six feet in the case 
of a vehicle the overall length of which exceeds twenty-six feet. For 
the purposes of this rule such diameter shall he determined h.v refer¬ 
ence to the extreme outer edge of the wheel track at ground level. 

133. Direction indicators and stop lights. — (a) For the purjmses 
of the proviso to section 79 of the Act, the signal of an intention to 
turn to the right or left may be given by a mechanical or electrical 
direction indicator and, during the period between half an hour after 
sunset and half an hour before sunrise, the signal of an intention to 
stop ma.v be given by an electrical stop light as hereinafter specified. 

(6) Every electrical direction indicator shall when in operation be 
in the form of an illuminated sign of amber colour of a minimum 
illuminated length of six inches and of a maximum illuminated 
breadth not exceeding one-fourth of the illuminated length, and the 
illuminated surface smII be visible both from front ana rear of the 
vehicle. 


. 2f ir 
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(c) Every mechanical direction indicator shall be in the form of an 
arrow not less than six inches in length, presenting a white aurfaoe 
visible both from front and rear of the vehicle. 

(d) A direction indicator intended to intimate a right-hand turn 
shall be fitted only on the right side and a direction indicator intended 
to intimate a left-hand turn shall be fitted only on the left side of the 
vehicle and, except as provided in sub-rule (/), every direction indicator 
shall be so designed and fitted that— 

(i) it is not mure than four feet behind the base of the wind¬ 
screen ; 

(it) it is not more than six feet and six inches above the level of 
the ground; 

(iii) when in operation— 

(/) it temporarily alters the outline of the vehicle to the extent 
of at least six inches measured horizontally; 

(2) its outermost point shall be at least six inches further from 
the longitudinal axis of the vehicle than is the outermost 
point ot the driver’s cab or of the side of the body imme¬ 
diately behind the driver’s seat; and 

(.3) it remains steady; 

(iv) the driver of the vehicle when in his driving seat may be 

readily aware that it is operating correctly: 

Provided that clause (i) shall not apply in the case of a pillarless 
saloon motor car if the direction indicator is not situated behind the 
widest part of the body. 

(c) Eor the purpo.se of this rule a “pillarless saloon motor car” 
means a motor vehicle which is constructed solely for the carriage of 
passengers and their effects and is adapted to carry not more than 
seven persons exclusive of the driver and which has— 

(*) an enclosed body with four doors; and 

(ii) no vertical dividing pillar between the doors on either side of 
the vehicle. 

(/) Additional direction indicators in the form specified in sub-rule 
(6) may be fitted at the rear of any vehicle provided that.— 

(t) they are only used co-incidentally with those fitted in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of sub-rule (d); and 

(it) they are visible at a reasonable distance from any point in the 
rear of the vehicle. 

(g) Every direction indicator shall be so fitted that when not in 
operation it will not be likely to mislead the driver of any other vehicle 
or any person controlling traffic. 

(h) Every stop light shall be fitted at the rear of the vehicle and not 
to the left of the centre thereof and when in operation shall show a 
red or amber light: 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall prevent the fitting of a 
duplicate stop lig^ on the left side of the vehicle which comes into 
operation at the same time as the stop light fitted at the centre or on 
the right side of the vehicle. 


[Fjuts\.T 
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Every light shown by a direction indicator or a stop light shall 
be diffused by means of frosted glass or other adequate means and 
shall be a steady light. 

(J) Every direction indicator and eveiy stop light shall be such as 
to be readily operated by the driver of the motor vehicle at all times 
when sitting in a normal driving position. 

(A;) Nothing in this rule shall be taken to require that a direction 
indicator or a stop light shall be fitted to any motor vehicle. 

134. Wingg .—(«) Every motor vehicle except a locomotive, a 
tractor or a trailer, shall, unless adequate protection is afforded by the 
body of the motor vehicle, be provided with wings or other similar 
fittings to catch, so far as practicable, mud or water thrown up by the 
rotation of the wheels. 

(ft) The rear wheels of every trailer except a trailer drawn by a 
locomotive shall be provided with wings as aforesaid. 

135. Side-car wheel .—Every side-car attached to a motor cycle 
shall be so attached, at the left hand side of the motor cycle, that tbc 
wheel thereof is not wholly outside perpendicular planes at right angles 
to the longitudinal axis of the motor cycle passing through the extreme 
projecting points in front and in the rear of the motor cycle. 

136. Comimunication with driver .—'Every motor vehicle for the use 
of passengers in which the driver’s seat is separated from any passengers’ 
compartment by a fixed partition which is not capable of being readily 
opened, shall be furnished with efficient means to enable the passengers 
in such compartment and the conductor, if any, to signal to the driver 
to stop the vehicle. 


Special Rules Applicable to all Public Service Vehicles. 

137. General .—Every public service vehicle, and all parts thereof 
including paintwork or varnish, shall bo maintained in a clean and 
sound condition, and the engine mechanism and all working parts in 
reliable working order. 

138. Stability. —(o) The stability of a double-decked public service 
vehicle shall be such that when loaded with weights of 130 pounds per 
person ]>laced in the correct relative positions to repre.sent the driver 
and conductor (if carried) and a full complement of passengers on the 
upper deck only, if the surface on which the vehicle stands were tilted 
to either side to an angle of 28 degrees from the horizontal the point 
at which overturning occurs would not be reached. 

(ft) The stability of a single-decked public service vehicle other 
than a motor cab shall be such that under any conditions of load, at an 
allowance of 150 pounds per passenger and his personal luggage for 
which the vehicle is registered, if the surface on which the vehicle 
stands were tilted to either side to an angle of 35 degrees from the 
horizontal the point at which overturning occurs would not be reached. 

(c) For the purpose of conducting tests of stability the height of 
any stop used to prevent a wheel of the vehicle from slipping sideways 
shall not be greater than two-thirds of the distance between the surface 
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npcm whinh the rehiole staads before it is tilted, end that part of the 
rim of that wheel which is then nearest to such surface when the vehicle 
is loaded iu accordance with the requirements of this rule. 

139. Side overhang .—In the case of a vehicle used as a stage 
carriage, no part of the vehicle other than u direction indicator, when 
in operation, or a driving mirror shall project laterally more than 
fourteen inches beyond the centre line of the rear wheels in the case 
of single rear wheels or more than six inches beyond the extreme outer 
edge of the outer tyre in the case of dual rear wheels. 

140. Seating room. —(a) In every public service vehicle other than 
a motor cab there shall be provided lor each passenger a reasonably 
comfortable seating space of not less than fifteen inches square measured 
on straight lines along and at right angles to the front of each seat, and 

(t) when the seats are placed along the vehitde, the backs of the 
seats on one side shall be at least fifty-four inches distant 
from the backs of the seats on the other side; 

(m) when the seats are placed across the vehicle and are facing in 

the same direction there shall be everywhere a clear space 
of not leas than twenty-six inches between the backs of the 
seats; and 

{Hi) when seats are placed across the vehicle and are facing each 
other there shall be everywhere a clear space of not less 
than fifty inches between the backs of facing seats. 

(ft) The backs of all seats shall be closed to a height of sixteen 
inches above seat level. 

(c) This rule shall not apply to any vehicle registered in India 
before the first day of April 1940. 

141. Gangways. —(a) In every compartment of every public service 
vehicle the entrance to which compartment is from the front or rear 
there shall be a gangway along the vehicle, and 

(i) where seats are placed along the sides of the vehicle there shall 
be as gangway a clear space of not less than twentj-^-four 
inches measured between the fronts of the seats; and 

(n) where seats are placed acros.s the vehicle there shall be as 

gangway a clear space of nut less than twelve inches between 
any part of adjoining seats or their supports. 

(h) Where the vehicle has seats across the full width of the body 
with separate doors to each seat, a gangway from front to rear of the 
vehicle shall not be required. 

142. Limit of seating capacity .—Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in these Rules, no public service vehicle other than a motor cab 
shall be registered for a number of passengers in excess of that number 
obtained by subtracting two hundred pounds from the difference in 
pounds between the registered laden and unladen weight of the vehicle 
and dividing the resulting figure by 150 in the case of a single-decked 
vehicle and 130 in the case of a double-decked vehicle, or for such 
number of passengers that, when the vehicle is loaded in a normal 
manner, the axle weight of any axle will exceed the registered axle 
weight for that axle. 
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J43. flead-Toom .—Every public service vehicle, other than a motor 
cab, shall have the following internal height or head-room measured 
along the centre of the vehicle from the top of the floor boards or 
battens to the underside of the roof supports— 

(i) in the case of a single-decked veliicle with a permanent top, 
not less than f(»ur feet and six inches and not more than six feet; or 

(m) in the case of a single-decked vehicle with a movable hood, 
not less than four feet and six inches; or 

{iii) in the ease of a doublerdecked vehicle not less than five 
feet and ten inches for the lower deck and not more than five feet and 
eight inches for the upper deck; 

Provided that the Begional Transport Authority may vary the above 
measurements in respect of any public serviet; vehicle plying solely 
in any specified municipal or cantonment area and the environs thereof. 

144. Driver's seat. —(a) No public service vehicle shall bo driven 
other than from the right Wnd side of the vehicle. 

(6) On ever5' public- service vehicle space shall be reserved for the 
driver’s sent such as to allow him to have full and unimpeded control 
of the vehicle and in particular— 

(*) the part of the seat against which the driver’s back rests shall 
not be less than eleven inches from the nearest point on the 
steering wheel; 

(ti) the width across the vehicle shall be not less than twenty- 
seven inches and shall extend to the left of the centre, of the 
steering column in no case less than t<'n inches and so that 
a line drawn parallel to the axis of the vehicle through the 
centre of any gear lever, brake lever or other device to which 
the driver has to have frequent access lies not less than two 
inches inside the width reserved for the driver’s seat; and 

(m) in the case of a public service vehicle other than a motor cab, 
the space reserved in accordance with clause (ii) above shall 
at the left hand end be enclosed with a rigid wooden or other 
suitable partition to a height not less than 12 inches above 
the seat, and forward of the seat, above the floor of the 
vehicle. 

(c) Arm rests for the driver not more than four inches wide may be 
provided within the space specified in clause (/i) of sub-rule (fe). 

(d) No public service vehicle shall be so coii.strticted that any person 
may sit or any luggage may be carried on the right hand side of the 
driver. 

(e) Every public service vehicle shall be so constructed that, save 
for the front pillar of the body, the driver shall have a clear vision 
both to the front and through an angle of 90 degrees to his right hand 
side. The front pillar of the body shall be so constructed as to obstruct 
the vision of the driver to the least possible extent. 

146. Width of doors .—liTvery entrance and exit of a public service 
vehicle other than a motor cab shall be at least 21 inches in width and 
of sufiicient height. 


' 4m 
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146. Grab rail. —After the first day of April 1941, a grab rail shall 
be fitted to every entrance or exit, other than an emergency exit, of a 
public service vehicle other than a motor cab to assist passengers in 
boarding or alighting from the vehicle. 

147. Steps. —(a) In every public service vehicle other than a motor 
cab, the top of the tread of the lowest step for any entrance or exit, 
other than an emergency exit, shall not be mure than 17 inches or less 
than 10 inches above the ground when the vehicle is empty. All steps 
shall be fitted with non>shp treads. Fixed steps shall not be less than 
9 inches wide and shall in no case project laterally beyond the body of 
the vehicle unless they are so protected by the front wings (or other¬ 
wise) that they are not liable to injure pedestrians. 

(b) In the case of a double-decked vehicle— 

(i) the risers of all steps leading from the lower to the upper deck 
shall be closed, and no unguarded aperture shall be left at 
the top landing board; 

(i/) all steps leading from the lower to the upper deck shall be 
fitted with non-slip treads; 

(iii) the horizontal distance from the nearest point of tlie riser of 
the top step to the vertical line passing througii the nearest 
point of the seat opposite to the top trend of the staircase, 
excluding any grab rail which does not project more than 
3 inches from the back of the seat, shall not be less thuii 
26 inches; 

(tv) the outer stringer of an outside staircase shall be so constructed, 
or a band shall be so placed, as to act as a screen to pei's<ins 
ascending or descending, and the height of the ouier guard 
rail shall not be less than 3 feet and 3 inches above the front 
of the tread of each step. 

(c) This rule shall not apply to a vehicle registered in India before 
the first day of April 1940. 

148. Cushions, —Where the seats of a public service vehicle are 
provided with fixed or movable cushions, the cushions shall be covered 
with leather, cloth of ^ood quality or other suitable material such tiiat 
they are capable of being kept in a clean and sanitary condition. 

149. Body dimensions and guard rails.. — (a) liverv public service 
vehicle other than a motor cab shall be so constructed that — 

(i) in the case of a single-decked vehicle with an enclosed body-— 

(а) the height of the body sides from the floor or the height to 

the sills of the windows, as the case may be, shall not be 
less than 2 feet and 4 inches; 

(б) if the height of the sides of the body or the sills of the 

windows, as the case may be, above the highest part of 
any seat is less than 18 inches, provision is made by 
means of guard rails or otherwise to prevent the arms of 
seated passengers being thrust through and being injured 
b^ passing vehicles, or the extent to which the side 
winaerws or Venetians can be lowered is such that when 
lowered their top edge is not less than 18 inches above the 
highest part of any seat; 
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, (tV) in tlie cage of a single-decked veliicle with open sideg, guard 
railg. shall be provided along the right hand side of the 
vehicle to prevent any person other tTian the driver from 
mounting or alighting from the vehicle on that side; 

{Hi) in the case of a double-decked vehit le with an uncovered top 
deck, the top deck ehall be provided with side and end rails 
the toy» of which shall be at least d feet above the deck boards 
or battens at the sides and 18 inches above the highest part 
of any seat, and the top of the front and back rails shall be 
at least 3 feet and 3 inches ab<»ve the <leek boards or battens 
and shall follow the caniber of the deck. 

(6) For the purposes of this rule the seat-back shall not be deemed 
to he a part of the seat. 

150. Protection of passenge.rg from weather .—(«) Every public 
service vehicle shall be either constructed with a fixed and water-tight 
roof or equipped with a water-tight hood that may be raised or lowered 
as required. The top deck of a double-decked vehicle may, however, 
remain uncovered. 

{b) Save in the case of the uncovered bip-deck of a double-decked 
vehicle, every public service vehicle shall have suitable windows, 
Venetians or screens capable at all times of protecting the passengers 
from the weather without preventing adequate ventilation of the 
vehicle. When the screens are made of fabric, the whole of them 
shall at all times be fastened securely to the vehicle. 

(c) Where glass windows or Venetians are used, they must be 
provided wdth effective means to prevent their rattling. 

151. Int^emal lighting .—Every public service vehicle, other than 
a motor cub, having a permanent roof, shall be furnished with one or 
more electric lights adequate to give reasonable illumination through¬ 
out the passengers’ compartment or compartments but of such power 
or so screened as not to impair the forward vision of the driver. 

152. Body congtruction.—The body of every public service vehicle 
shall be soundly constructed to the ’ satisfaction of the Registering 
Authority and shall be securely fastened to the frame of the vehicle. 

16»3. Electric lighting—conijnil gory .—Mo light other than an 
electric light shall be fitted to any public servi<'e vehicle. 

i :—(«) After the first day of April 1941, no fuel 

tank shall be placed in wy public service veliicle under any part of any 
gangway which is within two feet of aiiv entrance or exit of a single¬ 
decked vehicle or the lower deck of a double-decked vehicle. 

(6) After the first day of April 1941, the fuel tank of every public 
service vehicle shall he so plai*ed that no overflow therefrom shall fall 
woodwork or accumulate where it can be readil 3 ' ignited. The 
**®ff. position of the means of operation shall be clearly marked on the 
outside of the vehicle. The filling points of all fuel tanks shall be 
outside the body of the vehicle, and the filler caps shall be so designed 
and constructed that they can be securelj' fixed in position. 
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166. Carburett^trs .—In every public service vehicle any carburettor 
and apparatus associated therewith shall be so placed and shielded that 
no fuel le»kiu(? therefrom shall fall upon uny part or fittin(( that is 
capable of i^^nitiug it or into auy receptacle where it might accumulate. 

166. Eo'havst pipe. —The exhaust pil>€ of every public service 
vehicle shall be so fitted or shielded that no inflarnmoble material can 
be thrown upon it from amy other jiart of the vehicle and that it is 
not likely to cause a fire through proximity to any infiammable material 
on the vehicle; the outlet tliereof shall be placed on the right hand 
side of the vehicle and far enough to the i-ear to prevent, so far as 
practicable, fumes from entering the vehicle. 

157. Electric wiref. —All electric wires or leads shall be adequately 
insulated. 

158. e.rthi-ffuinher.'i. —The Itegional Transptirt Authority may, 
as a condition to the grant of any permit. re(iuire uny piiblic service 
vehicle to be ec^uipped with a fire extinguisher of a type specified by 
the said authority and may require that such fire extinguisher shaH 
be inspected at such periods and by such persons as the authority may 
specify. 

159. Loclciny of nutg .—All moving parts of every public service 
vehicle and all parts subject to severe vibration connected by bolts 
or studs and nuts shall lie fastened by lock nuts or by nuts with efficient 
spring or lock nut washers or by castellated nuts and split pins or by 
some other efficient device so as to prevent, them working or coming 
loose. 

160. Floor hoardg. — (a) The floor hoards of every public service 
vehicle shall be strong and closely fitted so ns to exclude as far as 
possible draughts and dust. 

(5) The floor boards may be picrc»-d for tbc purpose of drainage 
but for no other purpose. 

161. Spare wheel and tool.<. — (a) Save ns otherwise specified hy th«< 
Regional Transport Authority in respe<'t of municipal or cniitonment 
areas, every public service vehicle shall at all tinios be equipped with 
not less than one spare wheel.or rim fitteil with a xmeumatic tyre in 
good and sound condition ready inflated, and mounted in such a way 
that it can be readily disniounte.d and fitt<*d to the vehicle in the place 
of auy one of the road wheels. 

(b) Sul>-rule (a) shall not apply tt» a public 8ervi<*e vehi<de during 
the completion of any journey during which it has been necessary to 
bring the spare wheel or rim and tyre int(» us<*. 

((■) Every jiublic service vehirde shall at all times be furnished 
with an efficient jack and other tools nei*essary to change a wheel or 
rim and tyre and with the equipment necessary to repair a puncture. 

162. Prohibition of paintinp or markinf) in certain manner. — (a) 
No advertising device, figure or writing shall be exhibited on any 
public service vehicle save as may be specified by the Registering 
Authority by general or specific order. 

(b) A public Bfrvice vehicle when regularly used for carrying 
Government Mail oy, or under a contract with, the Indian Posts and 
Telegraphs Department, may exhibit in a lunspicuous place upon a 
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plate or a plane surface of the motor vcshicle the words “ROYAL 
MAIL” in red colour on a white ground, each letter being not less 
than six inches in height and of a uniform thickness of three-quarters 
of an inch. 

(c^ Save as aforesaid, no motor vehicle shall display any sign or 
inscription which includes the word “MAIIj.” 


Special Rules applicable to goods vehicles. 

163. Hody and loading f/latforTn .—Every goods vehicle including 
a trailer shall be equipped with a strong platform or body so construct¬ 
ed us to be capable of carrying the load for which it is used without 
danger to other road users and such that tlie load can bt* securely packed 
within or fastened to the body or platform. 

164. Driver’s seat .—Rule 144 relating to the driver’s seat shall 
apply to every goods vehicle other than a delivery van. 

Special Rules applicable to trailers. 

166. Overall length. —(o) The overall length of a trailer (exclud¬ 
ing any draw-bar) shall not exceed 22 feet. 

(6) This rule shall not apply to— 

(i) a trailer constructed and normally used for the conveyance of 
indivisible loads of abnormal length, 

(m) any agricultural or road making implement, 

(tii) the trailing part of an articulated vehiede, 

(iv) to any incompletely assembled or otlnnwisc disabled motor 
vehicle which is being drawn by a motor vehicle in conse¬ 
quence of the disablement. 

1(K5. Brakes.—(!) Save as provided in sub-rule (2), every trailer 
exceeding 225 pounds in weight unladen shall have an efficient braking 
system, the brakes of which are capable of being applied when it is 
being drawn— 

(f) in the case of a trailer having not more than two axles, to at 
least all the wheels of one axle; or 

(ti) in the case of a trailer having more than two axles, to at least 
all the wheels of two axles : 

Provided always that, in the case of a trailer regi.stered in India 
after the first day of April 1940, the brakes as aforesaid 
shall be capable of being applied to not less than half the 
wheels of the trailer, 

and BO contructed that— 

(a) the brakes can be applied either by the driver of the drawing 
vehicle or by some other person on such vehicle or the 
trailer: 

Provided that this claus^ shall not apply in the case of a trailer 
not exceeding 2,240 pounds in weight unladen or in the case of a 
trailer not constructed or adapted to carry any load, other than plant 
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or other special appliance or apparatus which w a permaiMnt 
essentially permanent fixture and not exceeding 4,480 pounds in tot^ 
ireigrht. if in either case the brakes of the trailer automatically oome 
into operation on the overrun of the trailer; and 

(h) the brakes are capable of being set so as effectually to prevent 

two at least of the wheels from revolving when the trailer, 
whether it is attached to the drawing vehi<‘le or not, is not 
being drawn. 

(2) Sub-rule (J) hereof shall not apply to— 

(i) any land implement drawn by a motor vehicle; 

(tt) any trailer designed for use and used by a local authority for 
street cleansing which does not carry any load other than 
its necessary gear and equipment; and 

(m) any disabled vehicle which is being drawn by a motor vehicle 
in consequence of the disablement. 

(3) In the case of trailers registered in India after the Ist day of 
April 1940, the braking system shall be so constructed that it is not 
rendered ineffective by the non-rotation of the engine of the drawing 
vehicle. 

Spaoial Rulas applieabla to all transport vohieios other than motor eabs 

and delivery vans. 

167. Speed goi'emor. —(«) With effect from the first day of July 
1940, every transport vehicle within the city of Calcutta (including 
suburbs) other than a motor cab and a delivery van shall be fitted with 
an effective speed governor of one of the makes approved by the 
Uegistering Authority, in such a manner that the speed governor can 
be sealed with an official seal in such a way that it cannot be removt^d 
or tampered with without the seal being broken. 

(6) The speed governor of every transport vehicle us aforesaid shall 
be so set that the vehicle is incapable of being driven at a speed in 
excess of the maximum lawful speed of the vehicle except down an 
incline. 

168. Examination and sealing of speed governors. —Every 
speed governor referred to in rule 167 shall, after it is affixed to a 
motor vehicle, whether for the first time or after rejmir or other 
readjustment, be submitted to the Registering Authority for the 
purpose of examination us to the correctness of fittings, and of 
subjection to a practical road-test over a measured distance at least 
of one mile. If found to be correirt, the speed governor and its fittings 
shall then be sealed to the motor vehude in such a manner that it 
cannot be removed or tampered with without the seals being broken 
or removed. 

169. Periodical test of speed governors. —Every speed governor 
shall, at the end of each period of six mouths (the first of such periods 
commencing from the date of the test referred to in rule 168) be 
submitted to a test similar to thfit prescribed by that rule: 

Provided that every speed governor shall at any time if so required 
by the Registering Authority, be submitted to him for the purpose of 
undergoing such test or any portion thereof. 
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ITO. Registration of versons entitlarl to undertake the work of 
repairs and adjustment of speed ffcoernors. —(«) Persons desirous of 
undertaking the work of repair or ndjustinent of speed governors shall 
receive the approval of the Ilegistering Authority and be duly register¬ 
ed with that Authority. 

(b) It will be necessary for the person or company applying for 
registration to satisfy the Registering Authority— 

(i) that the applicant is of good chaiactcr and of business repute, 

(ii) that the applicants’ financial position is sound, 

(iii) that the applicant maintains an e.lficient staff and suitable 

equipment at his premises and a sutficient supply of spare 
parts for the repair of speed governors. 

(iv) that the applicant is generally a fit and jiroper person to 

undertake the repair or adjustment of speed governors. 

(e) The situation of the premises where the work of repair or 
adjustment will be carried out shall be notified to the Registering 
Authority and any alteration of address shnll also be. notified. 

(d) The premises where the work of repair or adjustment is carried 
out will be open at all reasonable times to inspection by the Registi^r- 
ing Authority. 

(e) The Registering Authority may, in its discretion, withdraw its 
approval, if it is proved that the firm or individual concerned is unable 
to comply with the requirements set out herein, or if the business is 
not carried on to its satisfaction.

172. Exemption of road- plant .—Nothing in rules 111, 114, 115, 117, 
118 119, 125, 126, 128, 129,'131. 132, 134, 106 and 167 shall apply to 
road rollers and other machines specially «!onstructed or adapted for the 
construction or maintenance of roads which are the property of the 
Central or the Provincial Government or of any local authority. 
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Special Rules applicable to motor cabs in Oaleutta and Howrah. 

I'a.n'-me.tcru. —(«) No motor oar shall be used as a motor oab 
in t^iloutla (imludiiiff suburbs) and the iininioipality of Ilowrali, 
unless it is fitted with an aj)proved tuxi-meter or other mechanioal 
device for automatieully and visibly registerinpr on each occasion the 
fare to be obargod according to the rates for distance or time or a 
combination of distance and time.

(b) For journeys outside these limits the said tariff shall be charged 
while the motor cab is occupied, and if the return journey is made by 
the motor cub unoccupied, an additional charge shul be made for the 
return journey to the nearest point on the said limits. Such additional 
charge shall be at the rate of 4 annas a mile. 

(c) The driver shall be entitled to a waiting charge at the rate of 
Re. 1-14 per hour, or 2 annas for each 4 minutes, at all time during 
the day or night. 

180. Lt.it of rates. —In every motor cab referred to in sub-rule («) 
of rule 173 there shall be available for the inspection of hirer a list 
of rates.

In 
the event of a dispute in connection with the fare, or if the hirer has 
reasonable grounds for believing that the meter is registering in¬ 
correctly, the hirer shall, if required by the motor cab driver, accom¬ 
pany him to the nearest police officer and he shall not refuse to supply 
his correct name and address to the motor cab driver or to the police 
officer. 


Chapter VI.—Control of trafllo. 

182. Signalling devices. —The signalling device required by section 
80 of the Act shall be a direction indicator as prescribed in rule 133 
and shall be fitted to both sides of the vehicle. 

182A. Signals .—In making the signals sjtecified in the Eleventh 
Schedule to the Act whether by hand or by direction indicator, the 
driver of a motor vehicle shall give reasonable warning of his intentions 
to other users of the road before actually putting them into effect. 

183. Vehicle almndoned on the road. — (a) If any motor vehicle is 
allowed to stand in any place other than a duly appointed parking place 
in such a way as to cause undue obstruction to trafific or a&nger to any 
person, any police officer or any officer of a district board or muni¬ 
cipality other than a clerk or a menial may— 

(t) forthwith cause the vehicle to be moved under its own power 
or otherwise to the nearest place where the vehicle wifi not 
cause undue obstruction or danger; 

(n) unless it is moved to a position where it will not cause obstruc¬ 
tion or danger take all reasonable precautions to indicate the 
presence of the vehicle; and 
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if the vehicle has been stationary in one place for a continuous 

f teriod of twelve hours within municij)al areas and twenty- 
our hours elsewhere and adequate steps have not been taken 
for its repair or removal by the owner or his representative, 
remove the vehicde and its contents to the nearest place »»f 
«afe custody. 

(6) If a motor vehicle has been stationary in a duly api>ointed 
parking place for a period exceeding^ that specified by com]>etent 
authority in respect oi the said place, or, if no sueli period Las been 
specified, for a period exceeding six hours, any police officer may remove 
the veliicle to the nearest place of safe* custody. 

(<:) Notwithstanding any fine or penalty which may be imposed ui)on 
any person upon conviction for the contravention of the provisions of 
section 81 of the Act or of any regulations made by a competent 
authority in relation to the use of duly appointed parking places, the 
owner of the motor vehicle or his heirs or assigns shall be liable to 
make good any expense incurred by any police officer in conuetdion 
with the moving, lighting, watching or removal of a vehicle or its 
conienks in accordance with sub-rules (o) and (6); and any police officer, 
or any person into whose custody the vehicle has been entrusted by 
any police officer, shall be entitled to detain the vehicle until lie has 
received payment accordingly and shall, upon receiving such puyinent, 
give a receipt to the person making the ]>a,vment. 

(d) (i) The owner of the motor vehicle or his heirs or assigns may, 
within 14 days from the date of the payment referred to in suh-rule (c), 
cfinllenge the correidness or otherwise of the amount realised us expen.ses 
incurred by the police officer under that sub-rule, by a statement in 
writing delivered to the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, or to the 
District Magistrate, according as such payment is made in the city of 
Calcutta (including suburbs) or elsewhere. 

(ti) Upon receipt of such statement, ths Commissioner of Police, 
Calcutta, or the District Magistrate, as the case may be, shall cause 
such enquiries to he made as appear to be necessary to satisfy himself 
as to the correctness or otherwise of the amount realised as expenses of 
tlie police officer under sub-rule (c) and shall pass sucli orders thereon 
as he deems fit.

184. VVeiffhiiif/ de'vices—installation and use of. — (a) A weighing 
device for the purpose of section 73 of the Act may be—

under the orders of the Provineial Government or a local 
authority; 

(ii) weigh-bridge installed and maintained by any person and 
certified by the registering authority to be a weighing devi(;c 
for the purpose of the Act and these Rules; or 
(Hi) a portable wheel-weigher of any kind approved by the Provin¬ 
cial Government. 

(h) The driver of any goods vehicle shall upon demand hy a com¬ 
petent authority so drive and manipulate the vehicle as to place it or 
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any wheel or whe^s thereof, as the case may be, upon any weijpfh- 
bridjre or wlieel-weiirher in such a manner that the weipTht of the 
vehii'le or the. weight tranemitted by any wheel or wheels may be 
exhibited by the weigh-bridge or wheel-weigher. 

(c) Tf the driver of a motor vehicle not being engaged in driving 
or attending to any other vehicle at the time fails within a reas(»nable 
time to comply with a requisition under sub-rule (hi), a jierson authorised 
iinder section*73 of the Act may cause any person, being the holder of 
a licence authorising him to drive the vehicle, so to drive and manipulate 
the vehicle. 

(d) When the weight or axle weight of a motor vebic-le is deter¬ 
mined by separate and independent determination of the weight 
transmitted by any wheel or wheels of the veliiide, the axle weight and 
the laden weigb< of the vehicle shall be deemed t«» be the sum of the 
weights transmitted by the wheels of any axle <»r by all the wheels of 
the vehicle as the case may be. 

(fi) lipon live weighmenl of a vehicle in accordance with the said 
section and this rule, the person who has required the weighnient or llie 
person in charge of the weighing device shall deliver to the driver or 
otlier person in cliurge of the vehicle a statement in writing of the 
weight of the vehicle and of any axle, the weight «>f wliich is separately 
determined. 

(/) The driver or other person in charge of, or the owner of, a 
vehicle which has been so weighed may challenge the accuracy of the 
weighing device, by a statement in writing acc«>mpanied by a deposit of 
ten rupees delivered— 

. (i) within one hour of the receipt of the statement referred to in 
snb-rule ('e), to the person by whom the statement was 
delivered to him; or 

(ii) within fourteen days of the sers’ice on him of notice of pmceed- 
ings against him under section 72 of the Act. to the f’ourt 
issuing such notice. 

(p) Hpon receipt of a statement challenging the acrurn«\v of a 
weighing devii-e under suh-rule (f) the person or the Court by whom 
the statement is received shall apply to the Registering Authority for 
the weighing device to be tested bv such person as the Registering 
Authority may appoint and the certificate of such per-son as may he so 
appointed regarding the accuracy of the weighing device shall he final. 

(h) Tf, upon the testing of a weighing device under sub-rule (g), the 
weigh in c device is certified to he accurate or to he inaccxirate to an 
extent less than any weight by which the laden weight or unladen 
weight *>r any axle weight of the vehicle is shown in the statement 
referred to in sub-rule (c> to have exceeded the registered laden weight 
or the registered unladen weight or the registered axle weight, as the 
case mav he, a contravention of sub-section (.7) of section 72 of the 
Act shall he deemed to have been proved. 

(0 If. upon the testing of a weighing device as aforesaid, the 
weighing device is certified to be inaccurate to an extent greater than 
anv weight by which the'laden weight or unladen weight or any axle 
weight of the vehicle is shown in th^ statement refOTred to in sub- 
rtile ('c) to have exceeded the registered laden weight or the registered 
unladen weight or the registered axle weight, aa the case may be, no 
further proceedings shall be taken in respect of any such laden weight 
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ofr TUiladen weight or axle weight and if the device is certified to be 
inaccurate to the said extent in respect of every such laden weight, 
unladen weight or axle weight actually weighed, the deposit i>rescribed 
in sub-rule if) shall be refunded. 

(j) No person shall, by reason of having challenged the accuracy of 
any weighing device under sub-rule (/), be entitled to refuse to conijdy 
with any order in writing under section 7d of the Act. 

(A) A weighing device for the purpose of section 7.‘{ of the Act shall 
be tested as to its accuracy every six nioiiths by such jterson as may be 
appointed in this behalf by the* Registering Autliority. In the case 
where such device is installed and maintained by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment, the date of the last test held under this sub-rule shall be exhibited 
on the device. 

185. Restriction on driving with year disengaged .—Within the 
limits specified in the Eighth Schedule to these Rules and elsewhere on 
any hill marked by traffic sign No. 10 of Part B of the Ninth Schedule 
to the Act, no person shall drive a transport vehicle with the engine 
free, that is to say, with the gear lever in neutral, the clutch lever 
depressed or with any free wheel or other device in operation which 
frees the engine from the driving wheels and prevents the engine from 
acting as a brake when the vehicle is travelling down an incline. 

186. Prohibition of mounting or taking hold of vehicle in motion .— 
(a) No person shall mount or attempt to mount on, or dismmint from, 
any motor vehicle, other than a motor cycle, when the motor vehicle 
is in motion. 

{h) No person shall take hold of, and no driver of a motor vehicle 
shall cause or allow any person to take hold of, any motor vehicle when 
in motion for the purpose of being towed or drawn upon some other 
wheeled vehicle or otherwise. 

187. Towing. —(a) No vehicle other than a mechanically disabled 
or incompletely assemUed motor vehicle, a registered trailer or a side¬ 
car, shall be drawn or towed by any motor vehicle. 

(6) No motor vehicle shall be drawn or towed by any other motor 
vehicle unless there ie in the driver’s seat of the motor vehicle being 
drawn or towed a person holding a licence authorising him to drive 
the vehicle or unless the steering wheels of the motor vehicle being 
towed are firmly and securely supported clear of the road surface by 
some crane or other device on the vehicle which is drawing or towing 
it. 

(o) When a motor vehicle is being towed by another motor vehicle, 
the clear distance between the rear of the front vehicle and the front of 
the rear vehicle shall at no time exceed fifteen feet. Steps shall be 
taken to render the tow rope or chain easily distinguishable by other 
users of the road, and there shall be clearly di.splayed on the rear of 
the vehicle being towed in black letters not less than three inc.lies 
high and on a white ground the word “ON TOW”. 

Provided that no person shall be liable to be convicted for the <'ontra- 
vention of this sub-rule for failure to display the words “ON TOW” if 
the motor vehicle which is towing the other is not a motor veliicle 
adapted and ordinarily used for tho purpose and long as the vehicle 
is being towed between the place of the breakdown and tho nearest 
place on the route at which the necessary materials can be obtained. 
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No motor vehicle when towing another vehicle other than a 
trailer or side-car shall be driven at a speed exceeding fifteen miles 
per hour. 

188. Foot-paths, cycle-trachs and traffic se/fregation .—Where any 
road or street is provided with foot-paths, or tracts reserved for cycles 
or specified classes of other traffic, no person shall, save with the con¬ 
sent of a police officer in uniform, drive any motor vehicle or cause or 
allow any motor vehicle to be driven on any such foot-path or track. 

189. Projection of loads. — (a) N«)thing shall be placed or carried 
upon the outside of the roof of a double-decked public service vehicle. 

(h) No person shall drive, and no person shall cause or allow to be 
driven, in any public place any motor vehicle which is loaded 
in a manner likely to cause danger to any person or in such a manner 
that the load or any part thereof or any thing extends— 

(t) laterally beyond the side of the body or beyond a vertical plane 
in prolongation of the side of the body; 

(n) to the front beyond the foremost part of the vehicle; 

(tn) to the rear to a distance exceeding four feet beyond the rear¬ 
most part of the vehicle excluding any luggage carrier; 
and 

(iv) in height by a distance whic^h exceeds eleven feet from the 
surface upon which the motor vehicle rests. 

(c) Clause (tit) of sub-rule (b) shall not apply to a goods motor 
vehicle when loaded with any pole or other projecting thing so long 


(t) the projecting load falls within the limits of the body of a 
trailer being drawn by the goods vehicle; or 
(ti) the distance by which the pole or other thing projects beyond 
the rearmost point of the motor vehicle does not exceed 
six feet; and 

(Hi) there is attached to the rear of such pole or other thing in 
such a way as to be clearly visible from the rear at all 
times a white circular disc of not less than fifteen inches 
in diameter; and at night, a lamp in addition to the 
prescribed lamps on the vehicle so arranged as to show 
a red light to the rear. 

(d) The Kegistering Authority may by order in writing exempt 
any motor vehicle, for such a purpose, for such period and subject to 
such conditions as he may specify, from any or all of the provisions 
of this rule. 

190 .—Dangerous substances—restrictions as to carriage of .—<«) 
Except as provided in rule 91(xi>iii) no explosive, highly iufiammable 
or otherwise dangerous substance shall be carried on any public service 
vehicle unless it is so packed that, even in the case of an accident to 
the vehicle, it is unlikely to cause damage or injury to the vehicle or 
persons carried thereon. 

(b) If, in the opinion of a police officer not below the rank of 
Sub-Inspector or an Inspector of motor vehicles, any public service 
vehicle is at any time loaded in contravention of this rule, he may 
order the driver or other person in charge of the motor vehicle to 
remove or repack the inflammable or dani^ous substance. 
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191, Sound signals—^rmtrietiont on use of. —(a) No driver of a 
motor iTehiule shall sound the horn or other device for giving audible 
warning with which the motor vehicle is equipped, or shall cause or 
allow any other person to^ do so, needlessly or continuously or to an 
extent beyond that which is reasonably ne»-essury to ensure safety. 

(b) The Commissioner of PoHce in the City of Calcutta (including 
suburbs), and elsewhere the Distritrt Magistrate may by notification 
published in the official Gaaette or in one or more newspapers in the 
said city or district, as the case may be, and by the erection in suit¬ 
able places of traffic sign No. 7 as set forth in Part A of tlie Ninth 
Schedule to the Act, prohibit the use^ by drivers of motor vehicles of 
any horn, gong or other device for ’giving audible warning in any 
area within the city or^ district and during such hours as may be 
specified in the notification: 

Provided that when the Commissioner of Police or the District 
Magistrate, ns the case may be, prohibits the use of any horn, gong 
or other device for giving audible warning during certain specified 
hours he shall cause a suitable notice, in English and in the script 
of the <dty or district, setting forth the hours within which such use 
is so prohibited to be affixed below the traffic sign. 

192. (7ut-outs—prohibition of the use of. —No driver of a motor 
vehicle shall in any public place make use of any cut-out or other 
device by means of which the exhaust gases of the engine are released, 
save through the silencer. 

193. Hestrictions on iravelltng backuords. —No driver of a motor 
vehicle shall cause the vehicle to travel backwards without first 
satisfying himself that he will^ not thereby cause danger or undue 
inconvenience to any person or in any circumstances, for any greater 
distance or period of time than may be reasonably necessary in order 
to turn the vehicle round. 

194. Use of lamps when a vehicle is at rest. — (a) If, within the 
limits of any municijiality or cantonment, a motor vehicle is at rest 
within the hours during which lights are required, at the left-hand 
side of any road or street or elsewhere in any duly appointed narking 

f dace, it shall not be necessarv for the motor vehicle to exhibit any 
ight save as may be requireef generally or specifically by the Com¬ 
missioner of Police, Calcutta, in the City of (’alcutta (including suburbs) 
and elsewhere by the District Magistrate. 

(ft) Outside the limits of any muiii<-ip!ili<y or euiitoiiment, if a 
motor vehicle is at rest within the hours during which lights are 
required in such a position as not to cause danger or undue inconveni¬ 
ence to other users of the road, it shall not be necessary for the motor 
vehicle to display any lights. 

195. IJazzlitig light—restriction of. —(n) The driver of a motor 
vehicle shall at all times when the lights of the motor vehicle are in 
use so manipulate them that danger or undue inconvenienc'e is not 
caused to any person by dazzle. 

(6) The Commissioner of I’olice in the Cit^v of Calcutta (iucludiug 
suburbs), by notification in the official gazelle and by erection of 
suitable notices in English and in the hwal script, and elsewhere the 
District Magistrate bjy notifiefttion in a local newspaper of standing 
and also by the erection of such notices, may prohibit the use, within 
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8 iioh areas or in such places, as may be specified in the notification 
or local newspapers, as the case may be, of lamps jiving a powerful 
or intense light. 

196. Visibility of lamps and reffistration murks. —(a) No load or 
other thing shall be placed on any motor vehicle so as at any time to 
mask or otherwise interrupt vision of any lamp, registration murk or 
other mark required to be carried by or exJiibited on any motor vehicle 
by or under the proWsions of the Act, unless a duplicate of the lam]) 
or mark so mashed or otherwise obscured is exhibited in the manner 
lequired by or under the Act for the exhibition of the masked or 
obscured lamp or mark. 

{h) All registration and other marks required to be exhibited on a 
motor vehicle by or under the provisions of the Act shall at all times 
be maintained us far as may be reasonably possible in a clear and 
legible condition. 

197. Stop sign on road surface. —(a) When any line is painted on 
or inlaid into the surface of any road at the apjiroach to a road junc¬ 
tion or to a pedestrian crossing or otherwise, no driver shall drive a 
motor vehicle so that any part thereof projei-ts lieyoud that line at an.v 
time when a signal to stop is being given by a jmiHcc cftiirer or b.v 
means of traffic control lights or by the temporary display of sign 
No. 6 of Part A of the Ninth Schedule to the Act. 

(h) A line for the purposes of this rule shall la* not less (han two 
inches in width at any part and shall be either in white, black or 
yellow. 

198. Traffic signs to he observed. —Every driver of a m*)lor vidiicli' 
shall drive the vehicle in conformity with any indication given by a 
traffic sign, the erection of which is jicrmitted under sub-section (/) of 
section 75 of the Act. 

199. Use of motor vcbirlr not fitted with pneuwatir tyres .— 
Under sub-section {2) of section 72 of the Act, a Kegistration Authority 
may permit the use of a motor vehicle not fitted with pneumatii' tyres, 
for the purpose of conveying any particular indivisinle load, which 
cannot in the opinion of the said authority be otherwise carried. 

2 t)0. Until the 1st <lay of April 1941, the provisions of sub-section 
(2) of section 72 of the Act shall not apply to those nnitor vehicles 
which were registered on or before the 1st day of April 1949. 

Special rules applicable to trailers. 

201. Trailers prohibited irith motor cycles and invalid carnages. 
— 1 «) A motor cycle with not more than two wheels with or without a 
side-car shall not draw a trailer. 

(h) No motor cycle shall draw a trailer excecMiing 500 ixmiids in 
weight unladen or b feet in overall width. 

(c.) No invalid carriage shall draw a trailer. 

202. Prohibition of attachment of trader to certain vehicles. —No 
motor vehicle w’faich exceeds 26 feet in length shall draw a trailer: 

Provided that Idiis rule shall not aftply to any disabled motor 
vehicle being towed in consequence of disablement. 
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^ 203, AttBndo/rtibi o» tfMltrs, —^W^hen a. trailer is or trailers are 
being drawn by a motor vehicle there shall be carried in the trailer or 
trailers or on the drawing motor vehicle, as the case may he, the follow¬ 
ing persons, not being less than twenty years of age and competent to 
discharge their duties, that is to say: — 

(a) if the brakes of the trailer or trailers cannot be operated by the 

driver of the drawing motor vehicle or by some other 
person carried on that vehicle— 

(t) one person on every trailer competent to apply the brakes; 
and 

(it) one person placed at or*near the rear of the last trailer in 
train in such a position as to be able to have a clear view 
of the road i& rear of the trailer, to signal to the drivers 
of overtaking vehicles and to communicate with the 
driver of the drawing motor vehicles; 

(b) if the brakM of the trailer can lie operated by the driver of 

the drawing motor vehicle or by some other person curried 
on that vehicle, such other person in addition to the driver 
shall be oanied on fhat vehicle and one person on the last 
trailer in train in accordance with the provisions of sub¬ 
clause (ti) of clause (a). 

(c) if the trailer is^ or trailers are being drawn by a locomotive, 

notwithstanding that the brakes of the trailer or trailers 
can be operated by the driver or some other person on the 
locomotive, not less than one person on each trailer and not 
less than two persons on the last trailer in train one of whom 
shall be the person required by the provision of sub-clause 
(tt) of clause (a). 

This rule shall not apply— 

(a) to any trailer having not more than two wheels and nut 
exceeding 1,700 pounds in weight laden when used singly 
and not m a train with other trailers; 

(h) to the trailing half of an articulated vehicle; 

(c) to any trailer used solely |or carrying water for the purposes 

of the drawing vehicle when used singly and not in a train 
with other trailers; 

(d) to any agricultural or road-making or road repairing or road- 

cleansing implement drawn by a motor vehicle; or 

(dd) to any trailer specially constructed or adapted for any 
purpose, upon which an attendant cannot safely be carried; 

(e) to any closed trailer specially constructed for any purpose and 

specifically exempted from any or all of the provisions 
of this rule by an order in writing made by the registering 
authority, to the extent so exempted. 

204. Ihstinguishing mark for traiJers. — (a) With eflfei-t from the 
first day of April 1940, no person shall drive, or sntt'er or cause to be 
driven, in any public place any motor vehicle to which a trailer is or 
trailers are attached unless there is exhibited on the back of the trailer 
or of the last trailer in train^ as the case may be, distinguishing mark 
in the form set out in the diagram contained in the Ninth Schedule to 
these Hules in white on a black ground. 
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(h) The mark ahall be kept clean and nnobsoured and shall be so 
fixed to tlve trailer that— 

(i) the letter on the mark is vertical and easily distinguishable 
from the rear of the trailer; 

V«) the mark is either on the centre or to t^ie right hand side of 
the back of the trailer; and 

(Hi) no part thereof is at a height exceeding four feet from the 
ground. 

(c) This rule shall not apply to the cases referred to in clauses (a), 
(b), (c), (d) and (tW) of sulvrule (2) of rule 203. 

Special rule for locomotives, 

205. Attendant .—Every locomotive shall carry not less than one 
attendant, being a competent person of over twenty years of age, in 
addition to the driver, to assist the driver in the management of the 
locomotive. 

Special rule for Motor oab stamic. 

200. Motor cab »tand $.—The drivers at motor cab stands shall 
observe the following rules, namely : — 

(o) The drivers of the first two motor cabs ou the stand shall stay 
beside their cabs and shall be ready to be hired at once by 
any person : all motor cabs on the stand shall move up as 
soon as there occurs a vacant spac.e in front. 

(6) Every motor cab on the stand shall be kept as near us possible 
to the kerb or near side of the stand. No motor cab shall 
be kept at the stand at a greater distance than one foot from 
the motor cab next in front or remain with its front wheels 
off the straight or at an angle to the sides of the stand. 

<c) No motor cab engaged for some future time shall remain on the 
stand, unless the driver is willing to accept any intermediate 
hiring that may be ofl'ered. 

(ft) No disalded motor cab shall remain on the stand. 

20T. /fvle of the road. —(a) In Calcutta tincluding suburbs) in 
addition to complying with the provisions of the Tenth Schedule to 
the Motor Vehicles Act and any rule made under sections €2 and 62A 
of the ('/alcutta Police Act, 1866, and section 37 of the (’alcut+a 
Suburban Police Act, 1866, drivers shall keep as much to the left of 
the road as is con.sistent with the safety and convenience of other 
users of the same. 

(b) Drivers of motor vehicles of which the speed is controlled an<l 
of other slow moving vehicles shall keep to the extreme left ex<'ei»t 
when about to turn to the right, pass another vehicle or are standing 
at street intersections in obedience to traffic signals. Vehicles stop¬ 
ping .shall draw into the side. Taxis shall not loiter with the object 
of picking up fares. 

(c) Where the road is sufficiently broad for two lines of traffic, 
drivers shall not cross the centre line of the road unless for the purpo.se 
of passing other traffic, and shall in such cases ascertain that they 
will not in doing sd cause inconvenience to traffic coming in the 
opposite direction.

As soon as mav be after the wwk relating to the issue of 
licences under seidion lO'of the Act has lieen completed the recorits shiUl 
he taken hack hv the supervising officer for safe ciistmly and shall be 
deposited in the‘Jute Regulation or Collectorate rewrd room. 


Constitution of Committees and conduct of business. 

27 After the Provincial Government have notified under sub¬ 
section (I) of sta tion 6 of the Act the local areas in which there shall 
be constituted Union Jute Committees, the Colletdor shall, after making 
such imiuiries as he mav deem fit. appoint the Cliairnian and nieiuheis 
of the Committee for each of the Iwal areas so declared and slial cause 
the names of the persons constituting the Committee to h** publ^bcd 
in the Calcutta Gazette and also in Form No. U at the district Ijcad- 
quarters of the upiioiiitiiig authority, the local polu-e-station, the othi e- 
of the loral union boards or Panchayat or Panchayats coiupuset 
within each respective local area, and shall aleo cause eojiies o is 
of persons appointed to be forwarded to the Chairman, mem »e s i 
supervising officers of the local area. 

28. The constitution of Uie Committee shall take effect from the 
date of the order of appointment of Chairman and memher.s hi the 
Collector. In any year in uhieh a notification under seetion 9 o k 
A ct has been issued by the Provincial Governmmit and a t ommi ee 
has not been constituted in any local ar<‘a. the Collector • *J' I* 
order in writing, authoriee the supervising officer in charge of the aie.i 
to commence the preliminary work of the Committee pending its 
constitution. 
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29. Tn Helecting^ ineinhers of a Committee the Collector shall pay 
due reprard to the claim.s of r(!pre8entation8 of the varions commxmities 
rt'rtidiuf' in the local- area for which the Committee is « on8tituted and 
shall as far as possible follow the ratios fixed for the union board or 
Ihinchayots in the local area. 

•10. f/t As soon a.H may be after a ('ommittee has been constituted, 
the supervising officer shall, in consultation with the Chairman of the 
Committee, fix the date, time and place for the first meeting of the 
Committee and the Chairman shall issue under his own signature a 
notice thereof to the members in Form No. 14. 

(2) The agenda of the first meeting shall include— 

(a) the election of a Vice-Chairman, and 

(ft) the preparation of a preliminary programme of business. 

•‘11. (!) The presence of at least three members including the 

Chairman shall form the quorum: 

Provided that the election of the Vice-Chairman under stib-rule (2) 
of rule 80 shall not be held if the numlter of members including the 
Chairman present at the meeting referred to in sub-rule (2) of rule -‘JO 
be less than four. 

(2) The Chairman if present shall preside at all meetings and 
conduct the business of the Committee. Tn the absence <*f the Chair¬ 
man the Vice-Chairman shall preside. In the absence of both the 
Chairman and the Vice-Chairman, any member present may be elected 
by the members present to preside and conduct the business. 

(3) In the event of difference of opinion amongst the meinlx'rs, the 
decision reached by a majority of votes of the members prestuit shall 
prevail and in the case of e(|uality of votes, the Pre.sident shall have 
a second or casting vote. 

(4) Minutes of all proceedings signed by the President of the 
meeting shall be kept in a book and copies thereof shall he sent ns far 
as possible on the same day to the supendsing officer for his information. 

•82. A Committee shall select a fixed place or places from w’hich it 
shall conduct its business for the different parts of the local area. 

•‘hi. (() Meetings for work relating to the issue of licences or for 

the purpose of conducting t)ther ordinary business of the Committee 
may be called by the Chairman after giving three days’ notice to each 
member and if the programme fixed for the day be left incomplete, may 
be continued on any subsequent date without service of fresh notice: 

Provided that Insfore the meeting is adjourned and in the case of 
a meeting called for work relating to the issue of licences, before the 
jute growers disperse (he fact shall l»e clearly announced three times 
for their information and a notice to that effect shall be put up at some 
con.spicuous place. • 

(ii) Special meetings mentioned in provi.so to rule ^84 shall Imj called 
by the chairman after giving at least five days* notice. 
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3A For any special reason to be recorded in writing or wben the 
sapeiwising officer is of opinion that the work relating to the issue of 
licences cannot be completed within the time allotted except by calling 
a meeting or series of meetings as arranged by him, the supervising 
officer may draw up a programme and may send a special requisition 
requesting the Chairman to call a meeting or seriee of meetings on 
certain definite date or dates as per prograinine drawn by him and there¬ 
upon the ('hairinuii shall call such meeting or meetings and shall inform 
the supervising officer of his having done so ami in case the Chairman 
fails to call the meeting or meetings w'itliin three days of the receipt 
of the requisition, it shall be competent to the supervising officer to 
call such meeting or meetings himself. 

Such requisitions shall ordinarily l>e sent in Form No. 16. 


Casual Va€!anries. 

35. In the event of any member of the Committee— 

(а) dying, or 

(б) being disabled from attending the meetings by disease or 

otherwige, or 

(c) having voluntarily absented himself from six consecutive 
meetings of the Committee, such member shall be deemed 
to have ceased to be a member of the Committee and the 
(’ollector on being duly informed by the supervising officer 
shall take steps to appoint another member as soon as 
possible. 

Allotment of areeu and issue of licences. 

36. (/) To every licensing authority or two or more licensing 
authorities as the local supervising officer may decide there shall be 
attached a primary licensing assistant to carry out the preliminaries, 
such as, preparation of allotment statement of licences and similar 
other work and generally to act as the clerk-peshker of the licensing 
authority or licensing authorities. 

(»i) The primary licensing assistant shall lie subject to the 
administrative control of the supervising officer and during the 
preliminary work relating to the issue of licences shall work directly 
under his personal supervision and guidance. 

37. As soon as may be after the publication of a notification under 
section 9 of the Act. the Director of Land Records shall, for the in¬ 
formation of the public and the growers of jute in j)articular. cause a 
notice in Form No. IG to be put up at all district and subdivi.sion 
headquarters w^ithin the area in whicli the growing of jute is to be 
regiilated and at all police-stations within such area and shall cause 
copies of the notice to be published in every union in that area and 
also in as many mauzas of the union as possiltle. 

38. (/) As soon as may be after the publication of the notice under 
rule 37, every licensing authority shall cause to 1 m* prepared by the 
primary licensing assistant attacned to that authority a detailed 
allotment statement in Form No. 17 showing the name of the grower 
of jute, the total area on which each grower of jute of any mauza grew 
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jute ia the year epscified in the autificatiun, the area recorded mider 
sub-section {2) of section li of the Act and the proportionate area on 
which each such grower shall be entitled to grow jute in the following 
year. 

(2) In pre]>aring the allotment statement the following conditions 
shall be observed:— 

(a) If the proportion fixed by the Provincial Government for the 
year be more than the total area recorded in the preceding or any of the 
preceding years specified in the notification, the excess area "allotted 
to each grower of jute shall bear the same proportion to the total area 
of jute Ipds recorded in his name or in the name of his predecessor in 
interest in the year so specified as the proportion fixed by the Provincial 
Government. 

(b) If the proportion be less, the area allotted to each grower of 
jute sliall likewise bear the same proportion to the total urea ie(u»rded 
in his name or in the name of his jiredecessor in interest as the propor¬ 
tion fixed by the Provincial Government to the total area recorded in 
the year specified in the notification and shall, in no case, exceid as 
provided under sub-rule (d). exceed that proportion. 

(Jl Lauds recorded under sub-section (2) of section d of the Act 
shall not be_subjected to any reduction; but, where a grower of jute 
is in possession of jute lands some of which have been recorded under 
sub-section (2) and some under sub-section (1) or sub-section Ci) of 
section d of the Act, the quota allotted shall lie ns follows: — 

<a) If file area recorded under sub-section (2) be le.ss than the (junta 
to which he would have heen ordinarilv entitled, the whole of the area 
recorded under suWetion (2) plus su(*h portion of other jute lands :.s 
may have to be added to make up hi« full ()uotu. 

(h) If the area recorded under sub-section (2) lie more than the 
(mota to which he would have been ordinarily entitled, the whole of 
the area recorded under sub-section (2) only and no more. 


Example ; 

Suppose the Provincial Government declare that the area on which 
jute may be gnjwn in 1941 shall be only 50 per cent, of that grown in 
1940 and suppose a grower of jute had in 1940 twelve acres of jute lands 
all of which were recorded under sub-section (2), bis quota will consist 
of all the 12 acres, even though in the case of ordinary lands he would 
have been entitled to 6 acres only. But suppose, only 4 acres out of 
12 were recorded under sub-section (2) his quota will be 4 acres of his 
lands recorded under sub-section (2) plus 2 acres out of the remaining 
8 acres. Siniilarly, supnose 6 acres out of 12 were recorded under sub¬ 
section (2) his quota will consist of the 6 acres of the lands recorded 
unner sub-section {2) only and nothing of the remaining lands. 

39, Every allotment statement shall be put up for the inspection 
of the growers of jute at a conspicuous place in or near the compound 
of the oflGce of the licensing authority or at such place or places as 
that authority may select for conducting business for the particular 
parts of the local area concerned or if such office or place or pla^ 
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have aot been selected, at the office of the union board or Panchayat 
or at other prominent place or places us may be selected by the 
Buperrisia^ officer for that purpose and specified in the notice issued 
under rule 40. 

40. (t) Simultaneously with or as soon ii.s inuy be after the 
preparation of allotment statement, the lireiisiufr authority shall issue 
a notice to inform the growers of jute of the mauza or mauzas 
mentioned in the notice that allotment lists have been prepared and 
put up for their inspection at the place or places specified in the notice 
and that on the date or dates specified therein, u primary licensing 
assistant will he deputed to the mauza or mauzas and that at the place 
and time specified, the growers of jute ‘concerned shall appear before 
the said primary licensing assistant personally or through an authorised 
amnt and produce their jute khatians and other documents relevant 
thereto for his examination and issue of liccn<-es. 

(if) Such uotit'e shall be issued in Form No. 18 and not less than 
three clear days’ time shall be given to the growers of jute to comply 
with the above notice. 

41. Allotment statement and notices in Form No. 18 shall 
ordinarily issue umler the signature of the licensing authority, hut 
where the licensing authority is a Committee and if the Committee so 
desire or if it appears to the supervising officer that such a course 
would involve unnecessary delay, the supervising officer may issue the 
allotment statement and the notices in Form No. 18 signing them for 
the Chairman and such allotment statement and notices shall be deemed 
to have Iwen duly issued by the Chairman of the Committee. 

42. (i) On the date and time fixed in the notice issued under 
rule 40, the primary licensing assistant shall punctually commence 
business, calling the growers of jute one by one in the alphabetical 
order* in which the auolment statement shall have been prepared and 
if aftt‘r examining their kluitian and documents, he is satisfied that 
the grower of jute is entitled to obtain a license, the primary lii'ensing 
assistant shall inform the grower of jute of his quota aud ask him to 
specify the plot or plots or portions thereof for which the said grower 
of jute may desire to obtain a licence and on the latter’s doing so, shall 
subject to sub-rule (2), prepare a licence in Form No. 19 in duplicate 
and subject to rule 46 deliver one copj' thereof to the grower of jute 
concerued or to his authorized agent as the case may be. 

(2) The choice of plot or plots or portions tbe.reof mentioned in sub- 
rule (7) shall be subje<it to the following conditions: — 

^a) The total area of plots or shares thereof selecteil by the grower 
of jute shall in no case exceed bis quota as shown in the allotment 
statement. 


•Note: —In column (!^ name groups will be arranged in alphabetical 
order, e.ff., A-B, C-D, E-F, and if there be a very large number of 
growers of jute, say, 200, in one mauza whose names begin from A 
alone, one or more dates should be allotted to tliis group only. 

Unless this is done, all the jute growers will turn up every day and 
transaction of business apart from causing harassment to the growers 
of jute will become diffiemt.

(h) Except as provided in rule 49 the choice of lands shall— 

(t) If the proportion fixed by the Provincial Gsovernment by 
notification under section 9 of the Act be less than the area 
recorded in the year specified in the notification, be limited 
to such lutids only ns may have been recorded in the hhatian 
of the grower of jute or bis predecessor in interest. 

(«) If the proportion be greater, the choice of lands provided the 
grower of jute* has in his possession extra lands, be limited 
to such lands only as may necessarily have to be selected 
from outside his jute khatian to make up the excess portion 
of the quota. 

(mV) If some of the lands of the grower of jute have been recorded 
under suh .section (2) and some under sub-section (7) or sub¬ 
section (J) of section 3 of the Act and the total area of 
lauds rec<*rd»*d under sub-section (ii) fulls short of the full 
quota of the grower of jute be limited to such lands only 
as may have been allotted in addition to those recorded under 
sub-section {^) of section 3 of the Act to make up the balance 
of his quota. 

(iv) If for any reason the grower of jute fails or is unable to choose 
his lands in a reasonable time, the primary licensing assistant 
shall himself make suitable choice of lands covering the 
full quota of the grower of jute and issue a licence. 

43. If the primary licensing a.s.si.stant is not satisfied that the 
grower is entitled to obtain a licence or if there be any difference of 
opinion or dispute regarding the specific plots to be entered in the 
licence, the following procedure shall be followed : — 

(i) If the dispute be about the quota shown in the allotment state¬ 
ment or about any clerical mistake connected therewith, the primary 
licensing assistant shall <lirect the grower of jute to refer the matter 
to the former’s immediate official superior within three days of the 
date on which the dispute arose. 

(■it) If the grower of jute desires to select plots not borne in his 
jute khatian, the primary licensing assistant shall inform the grower 
of jute of the procedure laid dow'n in rule 49 and shall direct him to 
apply in Form No. 24 within seven days of the date fixed for the 
issue of licences in the mauisas to the former’s immediate official 
superior. 


44. _ The immediate official 8Ui)erior mentioned in rule 43 shall deal 
with disputes as follows: — 

(i) If the dispute be of the nature of a clerical mistake in the 
allotment statement he shall, on receiving an application or informa¬ 
tion to that effect, first satisfy himself and after making necessary 
corrections, if any,- inform the applicant accordingly and direct the 
primary licensing assistant to prepare a licence. 
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(Vi) If it. be an application under nub-Hcction (2) of section 10 of 
the*Aet or if the dispute be of the nature that cannot be decided except 
by the licensing authority and if he bo not himself the licensing 
authority, sliall hear the applicant and after making such inquiry as 
may be necessary refer the matter to the ))rnper licensing authority with 
a report thereon for final disposal. 

If lie be himself the licensing authority, he shall make or cause 
to be made such inquiry as may appear necessary and pass the final 
order thereon. 


Demarcation. 

45. If in consequence of rule 42 it becomes necessary that for the 
purpose of glowing jute in the year for which the licence is being 
issued, certain recorded cadastral survey plots be subdivided, such sub¬ 
divisions shall be demarcated and it shall bo the duly of the grower of 
jute concerned to accompany the primary licensing assistant to the land 
in question on his verbal direction immediately after the licence has 
been issued or to assemble for the same jiurpose at such place and time 
us he may notify in Form No. 20 and to get the portion of their lands 
duly deniarcateii by him in such manner as may be found suitable and 
considered sufficient for the purpose. 

40. (7) Demarcations of laud.s— which shall be clearly noted in 

both copies of the licence—shall be a condition precedent to the delivery 
of all licences involving such demarcation and unless modified by the 
licensing authority, .shall be final. 

(2) if after having been given a reasonable opportunity any grower 
of jute fails to get his lands demarcated, the primary licensing assistant 
shall inform the grower of jute of the consequences thereof and shall 
submit the licence in question to his immediate official superior with 
a report in Form No. 21 and such licences shall not be delivered until 
the grower of jute concerned shall have applied in Form No. 22 to that 
official superior or to the licensing authority when that authority sits 
for confirmation of licences and until his lands shall have been duly 
demarcated. 

(5) If the grower of jute does not apply to the official superior and 
if the latter be not the licensing authority himself, he shall forward 
all such cases to the licensing authority for information and such action 
as it may deem fit to take; 

I’rovided that in no case shall the conditions imposed by sub-rule 
(2) be contravened. 


Confirmation of Licences. 

47. (i) As soon after the licensing work of an entire mauza or 

substantial portion thereof has been completed as may be. the (’hairman 
of the Committee in consultation with the supervising officer and in 
areas where a Committee has not been constituted, the licensing authority 
that may be, shall issue a notii'c calling ujion the growers of jute of 
the mauzas specified in the notice to appear before the said licensing 
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authority with copies of their jute khatiaru, relevaai documents^ and 
licences issued thereu^n the growers of jute of the mamas so specified, 
shall appear before the said authority and shall produce for its exami¬ 
nation all the documents referred to above. 

(2) Su(;h notices shall be issued in Form No. and at least three 
clear days’ notice shall be given to the growers of jute to appear before 
the Committee. 


• 48. (i) On the date and lime fixed in the notice issued under rule 

47, the licensing authority shall examine the licence of every grower 
of jute, the corresponding entry in the allotment statement and such 
other (locuments as may be necessary and if it is satisfied that the 
licence is in order or wnere it is not, after making such alteration or 
modificnliou as may be necessary, shall sign and seal both copies thereof 
confimiiiig the licences and shall deliver the jute grower’s cojiy to him 
immediately or us soon after as may be possible. 

(2'j In the event of any dispute or any complaint against the primary 
licensing assistant or if any alteration in the choice of lands is desired 
by the grower of jute subs<>(iuent to tlie issue of the draft licence, the 
licensing authority before coming to final decision, shall {hear the 
grower of iute concerned and also the primary licensing assistant if he 
•be involved in any way and, if necessary, may make such inquiry or 
consult such person or persons as it any deem fit and after recording 
a final order thereon may issue a modified licence: 

Provided that no dispute questioning the correctness of the authen¬ 
ticated record shall be entertained by any licensing authority and that 
no licence either under sub-section (1) or (2) of section 10 of the Act 
shall be issued in contravention of the general restrictions laid down 
in rule 38 and that before a copy of the licence is delivereii to the 
grower of jute the procedure of demarcating lauds under rule 45, if 
necessary’, shall be strictly observed. 


Disposal of apjilieafions under subsection (2) of section 10, 

49. (1) Applications under sub-section (2) of section 10 of the 

Act shall be filed in Form No. 24 within seven days of date fixed for 
the issue of licences for the mauzu or part of the mauza to which the 
grower of jute belongs and shall ni>t be entertained thereafter. 

(2) Such application shall be accompanied by a certified copy of the 
entry relating to such lands in the finally published record-of-rights as 
well as by a copy of jute kluitian of the applicant or his predecessor or 
predecessors in interest. 

(J) In areas where a Committee has been constituted, the applica¬ 
tion shall be filed before the supervising officer in charge of the area 
and the said supervisipg officer shall, after making such inquirv as nuy 
be nece.Hsary, forward the same with a report thereon to the licensing 
authority for passing final order. 
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{4) J,n aroaH when* a servant of the fJrown lias been autliorised iimler 
sub-seetioii (•>) or u]i|>olute(l under sub-seelioti (7) of seetioii (i of the Act 
to perform tlie functions of a CoinmitttH*, such applications shall be file<l 
direct before such servant of the Crown .and he shall after making' such 
inquiry us he may thiiil? necessary dispose of the case finally. 

(*5) If the application be not in order or if the reasons given be not 
satisfactory, the licensing authority may and, if it is filed after the 
due (lute, shall suinniurily rejee-t it. 

If it is not so rejected, it shall ordinarily be heard and disposed of 
after the noniial business of issuing licences under sub-section (/) 
of section 10 of the Act to the growers of jute of the local area 'has 
been completeil and the licensing authority shall inform the applicant 
of the date and lime fixed for the hearing of his .'ipplication either 
verbally wh<‘n he be pres«*nt or in Form No. 2'i ajipended to these rules 
if he be not: 

Provided that if the application be granted in whole or in part and 
if a licence be issued for the lands all of which are new or some of 
which are now and some are those borne on the jute l-lititiaiix of the 
licens«H* or his jiredecessor in interest, the applicant’s copy of the licence 
shall not lx* delivered to him until all the new lands borne on the licence 
shall have been insijected and in the event ol any demarcation becom¬ 
ing neces.sary, either of the new or of the (dd jute lauds, until all such 
lands shall have been duly demarcated : 

Provided further that if the licensee neglects or fails to get his new 
land inspected nr any of the laud necessitating demarcation duly demar¬ 
cated at the first opportunity ofFereil, the conditions laid down in sub- 
rule (J) of rule 40 shall Ih* strictly enfonred. 


ot). Every licence issued under these rules and every copy thereof 
shall contain the otticial .seal of the lii'etisiug authority and shall also 
bear the date of issue and signature of the authority is.suiug the licence. 

51. Subject to an appeal under section 12 of the Act to the 
Collector, every order passed by the licensing authority of any local 
area shall be final: 

Provided that it would be competent for an officer appointeil to con¬ 
trol and .supervise the work of a Committee or the official sujH'rior of 
the servant of the Crown authorized under sub-section (o) or sub¬ 
section (7) of section G of the Act to correct clerical or other obvujus 
mistakes. 


52. All licences under these rule.s shall be issued and delivered not 
later than the last day of February of the year to which the licences 
relate: 

Provided that the Chief Controller of Jute Regulation may, for 
special reasons to be recorded by him in writing, extend the time. 
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Appealt. 

63. Every appeal against the order of the licensing authority shall 
be filed to the Collector and shall be submitted in Form JS'o. 26 together 
with a certified copy of the order appealed against: 

Provided that if the Collector is satisfied that for good and sufficient 
reasons the appellant has failed to obtain the certified copy of the 
order within the period of fifteen days mentioned in sub-section (2) 
of section 12 of the Act, he may admit the appeal without such copy 
and direct the appellant to file a copy aubseiiuently. 

A fee of one rupee shall be paid by the appellant in respect of each 
such appeal. 


Copying fees. 

54. Three clear days’ time shall be given to the licensing authority 
to furnish a certified copy of any of its orders, jute khatiun. or other 
documents and a copying fee of three annas shall b»> charged for every 
hundred words (Bengali or English) or fraction thereof: 

Provided that no application for a certified copy will be entertained 
unless a minimum advance of annas three shall nave been paid with 
the application. 


Examination and registration of areas of land on which jute is grown 

in any year. 

65. When the Provincial Government by notification under section 
14 of the Act direct that an examination shall be made of all lands on 
which jute has or had been grown in any year by any grower of jute, 
it shall be competent to every meiiil»er of the Committee, to every 
supervising and licensing officer and in general to every officer of the 
Jute Regulation Department not below the rank of a primary licensing 
assistant to call upon any grower of jute with or without previous 
notice to produce his licence for examination and to enter on any 
land on which jute may have been grown by the said jute grower and 
to conduct such inquiry and examination, as he may thinx necessary 
for the purpose. 

66. When a notice in Form No. 27 duly signed by an officer not 
below the rank of an Assistant Inspector has lieen served informing 
any grower of jute individually or tne jute growers of any mauza os 
a class, that a primary licensing assistant will be deputed to make 
a survey or to hold a field insiiection of his or of all the jute lands 
in the mauza in the manner of a serial plot to plot Bujharat with 
reference to the settlement map and the licences, the growers of jute 
concerned on the date.s specified in the notice, shall carry their licences 
with them and attend the field inspection and shall assist the said 
officer who shall exercise the powers conferred on a Betrording Officer 
by sub-section (4) of section 3 of the Act, in holding such inquiry or 
such survey or examination of jute lands as may be necessary: 
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Provided that— 

(*) subject to exception hereinafter mentioned after the field 
inspection described in this rule aljove has been duly held once and 
the ,^owers of jute have attended the same another field inspection 
requiring the presence of the growers of jute as a class shall not be 
held until the expiry of twenty-one days, and, 

S no grower of jute shall without a notice having been duly 
on him be required against his will to go from place to place and 
to show the lands on which the said grower of jute has or had grown 
jute. 

Exception .—^The restrictions laid down in clause (t) of the proviso 
shall not apply to rases where an infringement of a licence has already 
Iteen detected and another insjmction in the presence of the grower of 
jute is necessary to confirm it or where an officer not below the rank 
of an Assistant Inspector acting on his own initiative or on receipt 
of reliable information in writing and having caused the land to be 
carefully checked once independently is satisfied that another inspection 
in the presence of the grower of jute concerned is necessary. 

Delegation of Powers. 

57. The Collector may, by an order in writing, authorise under 
sub-section (3) of section 6 of the Act all or any of his Subdivisional 
Ofiicers to appoint within their respc'ctive jurisdictions members and 
Chairman of a Committee: 

Provided all such appointments shall be subject to Collector’s 
previous approval. 


Service of Xotice.<i.

“In exercise of the powers conferred upon 
me by the British Nationality and Status of 
Aliens Act, 1914, I, Leopold Charles Maurice 
Stennett Amery, one of his Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State hereby make 
the following amendments to the British 
Nationality and Status of Aliens Regulations 
(India), 1936: — 

1. In<i*llule I of the said Begulations in 
the certificate in Form B for the second para¬ 
graph the following paragraph shall be 
substituted: — 

“And whereas the said A. B. has also 
applied for the inclusion in accord¬ 
ance with sub-section (I) of section 
five of the said Act of the name 
[names] of his [her] child [children] 
born before the date of this certifi¬ 
cate and being a minor [minorsj and 
the Governor-General of India in 
Council is satisfied that the name 
[names] of his [her] child [children] 
as hereinafter set out may properly 
be included:’’ 

2. In Buie 5 (I) of the said Begulations 
for the first two paragraphs of the Certificate 
of Naturalization the following paragraphs 
shall be substituted: — 

“Whereas A. B,, who was at birth a 
British subject and is the wife of an 
alien who is a subject of a State at 
war with His Majesty, has made a 
declaration that she desires to re¬ 
sume British nationality and has 
applied to the Governor-General of 
India in Council for a Certificate of 
Naturalization alleging with respect 
to herself the particulars set out 
below: 

And whereas the Governor-General of 
India in Council is satisfied that it 
is desirable that the said A. B. be 
permitted to resume British nation¬ 
ality and that such a certificate may 
properly be granted:’’ 


3. In Buie 10 of the said Begulations for 
the words “Secretary of State^’ the words 
“Governor-General of India in Council’’ shall 
be substituted. 

4. In Buie 14 (I) of the said Begulations 
for the words “Edward the Eighth’’ the words 
“George the Sixth” shall be substituted. 

5. In Rule 19 of the said Begulations in 
the first column of the first entry in the Table 
of Pees the words “and whose husband has 
died or who.se marriage has been dissolved,” 
thall be omitted. 

6. These Begulations may be cited as 
“The British Nationality and Status of Aliens 
(Amendment) Begulations (India), 1940”.

The reports of the Commissioners 
of Divisions on the working oJf 
union boards in Bengal during 
the year 1938-39. 

During the year under review, the 
tal number of union boards in the 


I’roviiice increased from 5,041 to 
6,072. Of the 31 new union boards, 
the district of the 24-Parganas was 
responsible for 26, and Nadia, Midna- 
pore and Faridpur for 2, 2 and 1, 
respectively. 

The total area covered by union 
boards was largest in the liajshahi 
Division (15,346 square miles), follow¬ 
ed by Dacca (14,208 square miles). 
Presidency (11,645 square miles), 
Burdwan (J0,262 square miles) and 
Chittagong (6,601 square miles). The 
total population served by union boards 
was largest in the Dacca Division 
(12.635,000). followed by Rajshahi 
(9,225.000). Presidency (7,149,000), 
Chittagong (6.486,000) and Burdwan 
(6,228.000). 

2. Franchise.—As in the previous 
year, an important feature was a 
marked rise in the number of voters of 
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union boards . from to 

4,892,000 as a result partly of the 
widening of the franchise UAd^ the 
amended Village Self-Government Act 
and partly of the establishnient of 
some new union boards to which refer¬ 
ence has been already made. The 
total miinber of members of the union 
boards also increased from 45/262 to 
45,576, of which 20,173 were Hindus. 
25,070 were Muslims and 338 
helongecf to other communities. 


It is interesting to note that 93 per 
cent. ' of the ratepayers of the 
district of Tippera were voters, Fatid- 
pur coming next with 89 per cent., 
followed by Rajshahi (85 per cent.), 
Midiiapore (82 per cent.), Mymensingh 
(81 per cent.), Dinajpur (81 per cent.), 
and Bogra (81 per cent.). On the 
other hand, in the districts of the 
24-Parganas and Jalpaiguri, only 53 
and 54 per cent., respectively, of the 
ratepayers figured on the electoral 
rolls. 

Elections passed off fairly smoothly 
and continued to evoke keen interest 
among the ratepayers and considerable 
rivalry among candidates. The 
enthusiasm evinced at the time of the 
elections followed by the anxiety 
displayed by qualified persons for 
appointment as members of union 
boards furnished an unmistakable 
evidence of the growing appreciation 
of the usefulness of these institutions 
and of the importance of the position 
of members and, especially of Presi¬ 
dents, as the accredited leaders of the 
rural people in all matters of local 
interest and welfare. 


3. Finance. —The income of the 
union boards, including the opening 
balance, amounted to Ra. 101-37 lakhs 
against Rs. 103-29 lakhs in the 
preceding year. The receipts from tlws 
union I’ate suffered a decrease from 
76-82 lakhs to Rs. 75-64 .lakhs, 
i.e., by a sum of Rs. 1,28,000. The 
decrease in the collection of union rates 
was not evenly distributed among 
the union boards of all the districts in 
the Province. It was most marked 
in the di,strict8 of Murshidabad. 
Jes.sore. Pabna, Faridpur, Mymen- 
atngh, Raishahi, Khulna, Burdwan 
and Htoghly, where the receipts from 
the union rate fell, as compared 
with those of the preceding year, bv 
Rs. 1,32,000, Ra. 49,000, Rs. 37,000, 


Rfc 86..OO0. Rs. 31,000, Rs. 18,000, 
Es; 17,000, Rs, 14,000 and Rs. 11,000, 
r^peotively. On the other hand, 
collations of union rates were pushed 
up in the districts of Nadia, Midna- 
p^ore, 24-Parganas, Dinajpur and 
Bakarganj by Rs. 1,03,000, Rs. 46,000, 
Rs. 29,000, Rs. 15,000 and Rs. 11,000, 
respectively. The fall in the receipts 
from the Union rate could not there¬ 
fore, be attributed to a general 
depression. It was the outcome of 
local calamities, such as failure of 
crops, floods, etc. 

The total expenditure of the union 
boards decreased from Rs. 102-90 
lakhs to Rs. 101-74 lakhs of which 
a sum of Rs. 50-43 lakhs, or about 
49-56 per cent, of the total exi)endi- 
ture, was spent on the salaries and 
equipment of chaukidars and dafadars. 
The boards spent, during the year 
under review, a sum of Re. 7 M 
lakhs on the construction and main¬ 
tenance of village roads, Rs. 9-61 
lalchs on rural water-supply (of which 
Rs. P-38 lakhs represented expendi¬ 
ture on original works), Rs. 2-71 lakhs 
on drainage, conservancy and othei 
sanitary measures, Rs. 2-93 lakhs on 
primary education and Rs. 3 13 lakh^ 
on medical relief. 

The accounts of the union boards 
were audited, as usual, by the Oirclf 
Officers. The audit, of the account.'- 
of Bheail union board in the district 
of Dinajpur dischwed a defalcation oi 
a .sum of Rs. 346 and prosecution wa^ 
started against the ^a'-president of the 
hoard. No other serious irregularity 
or defalcation was reported from an\ 
other district.

('ornmunirations.—The total amount 
spent b^ the union boards on th( 
construction and maintenance of village 
roads rose from Rs. 7-57 lakhs U 
Rs. 7-95 lakhs of which about 
Rs. 2-78 lakhs represented expenditure 
on original works. The union lioardf 
of the Bakarganj district maintainec 
their high standard of expenditure 
under this head and spent a sum ot 
Iw. W),00() (i.e., about 14-2 per cent 
S? expenditure) againsi 

Sfi. preceding year 

Dther districts with noticeably large 
expenditure by union boards on rura 
oomm^ipation* ^ were MyrnewUngl 
and Dacca with an expenditure oj 
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Rs. 66,000 each, Tippera (Es. 43,.Q00), 
Nadift (R«. 41,000) and Burdwan 
(Jls. 41,000). In the districst of 
Jalpaiguri, 35 miles of new roads a^nd 
16 bridges were constructed by union 
boards with the help of the Govern¬ 
ment of India’s’rural uplift grant and 
the Provincial discretionary grants. 
In certain districts, particularly in 
the Burdwan Division, there was a 
tendency on the part of some of the 
union boards to increase their 
expenditure on new works without 
making adequate provision for the 
maintenance of the existing roads. 
In view of their limited resources, the 
union boards would do well to avoid 
new commitments in the shape of 
original communications unless they 
are able to make adequate provision 
for keeping the existing roads in good 
repair. 

(//) \Vatar-supfly .—The total ex¬ 
penditure of the union boards on 
lural water-supply fell from Rs. 9'95 
lakhs to Rs. 9-61 lakhs of which a sum 
of Rs. 8-38 lakhs represented the 
cost of original works. The union 
boards of the Burdwan district conti¬ 
nued to do useful work for the 
improvement of water-supply in rural 
areas in co-operation with the district 
board and spent a sum of Rs. 57,706. 
the maior poition of which (Rs. 42.741) 
represented expenditure on original 
works. The union boards of Hooghly 
spent a .sum of Rs. 74.984. or about 
20 per cent, of their total expendi¬ 
ture. under this head against 
Rs. 75,320 in the preceding year. 
Other districts with comparatively large 
expenditure by union b^rds on rural 
water-supply were Mymensingh 
(Rs. 1,63.000), Dacca (Rs. 86,000), 
Faridpur (Rs. 63.000) and Tippera 
(Rs. 60.000). The grants made by the 
Government of India and Provincial 
Government for the improvement of 
rural water-supply substantially a>ig- 
mented the resources of the union 
boards and encouraged their activities 
in this direction. 

{ii%\ Pvhlic Health.—The total ex¬ 
penditure by the union boards on 
sanitation including drainage and con- 
servanev showed a decrease from 
Rs, 3-08 lakhs to Rs. 2-71 lakhs during 
the year under review. The union 
boards of Birbhum spent Rs. 10,779 and 
Rs. 4,266 on conservancy and sanita¬ 
tion against Rs. 9,764 and Rs. 4,044, 


respectively, in the preceding year. 
Throughout the year, the Presidents 
and members of union boards in this 
district evinced a keen desire to improve 
the conditions of the villa^s and whole¬ 
heartedly co-operated with, and sought 
the advice of Government officers in all 
measures of public health and other 
act ivsties. Most of the union boards 
in the district of Hooghly engaged in 
works of rural reconstruction and en- 
( ouraged the formation of rural recon¬ 
struction units within their respective 
iurisdief ions. Rural Reconstruction 
'Committees were also formed in almost 
ev(‘ry union in the district of Howrah 
and did commendable work in clearing 
jungles, filthy tanks and dobas. These 
(’ommittees ar‘e reported to have set 
examples before the public as to how 
the local problems, particularly those 
concerning sanitation, could be solved 
by the hx’al people themselves. 

The union boards of ITajiganj and 
T.aksham in the Tippera district main¬ 
tained theii- high standard of sanitary 
and cotrservancy arrangements. In the 
Rajshahi Division, many union boards, 
maintained conservancy arrangements, 
the most noticeable among them being 
those of Naogaon and Siliguri which 
virtually carried on the functions of 
municipalities in the matter of con¬ 
servancy. The Siliguri union board 
continued the management of the con¬ 
servancy arrangements of the Siliguri 
hat which had been entrusted to it in 
the preceding year. The Siliguri and 
Lalmonirhat union hoards also main¬ 
tained drainage .systems. Union boards 
ill the malaria-.stricken areas of the 
Rajshahi district continued to undertake 
measures for the clearing of jungles, 
garbage-heaps and larvae-infe.sted tanks 
as far as their funds permitted. 

The union boards of several districts 
also spent comparatively large amounts 
on drainage works, the most notable of 
them being Khulna (Rs. 14,014), Bakar- 
(ranj (Hs. 11.465'\, Faridpur (Rs. 10,786), 
Dacra (Rs. 10,2.65) and Nadia 
(Rs. 9.018). 

(?>) Medical relief .—During the year 
under review the union boards paid due 
attention to the establishment and 
maintenance of village dispensaries and 
to the provision for medical relief in 
rural areas and spent a total sum of 
Rs. 3T3 lakhs under this head against 
Rs. 3 01 lakhs in the preceding year. 
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In the Burdwarf district, two new 
union board dispensaries were opened 
during the year under review and a sum 
of Rs. 20,907" was spent against 
Rs. 18,231 in the year 1937-38. In 
Birbhum and Bankura, expenditure on 
medical relief increased from Rs. 11,334 
to Rs. 14,996, and from Rs. 8,258 
to Rs. 10,374 respectively. In Hooghly, 
the total expenditure on dispensarip 
wa4 Ils. 45,908 against Rs. 33,^ in 
the preceding year. Three new dispen¬ 
saries were opened and arrangements to 
open a few more were in progress. In 
Howrah, the union board dispensaries 
worked satisfactorily,^ although in 
certain cases these institutions suffered 
to a certain extent owing to financial 
difficulties, and the salary of the dispen¬ 
sary staff and the cost of medicines 
could not be paid in time. Fees were 
levied in certain cases for the medicines 
supplied to the patients from these 
dispensaries. 

Reports from the Commissioners of 
Dacca, Presidency and Chittagoner 
Divisions, do not furnish any details of 
the activities of union boards in this 
direction. The union boards of Bagha 
and Bilmaria in the Rajshahi district 
are reported to have established 
charitable dispensaries within their 
respective jurisdictions. A number of 
joint dispensaries was started by certain 
union boards of the Dinajpur district, 
while one such dispensary was opened at 
Joydharbhanga in the Jalpaiguri 
district bv three neighbouring union 
boards with the help of Government 
grants. 

(v) Education .—The total expenditure 
by union boards on primary education 
during the year fell from Rs. 3'21 lakhs 
to Rs. 2-93 lakhs, the decre^e being 
shared, more or less, by the union boards 
of all the divisions. 

Free primary schools were maintain¬ 
ed by certain union boards in the district 
of Hooghly, while most of the union 
boards of the Howrah district made 
grants to the primary schools within 
their unions out of their own funds. 
Bagerhat, Raruli, Deara and Aichganti 
union boards in Khulna continued to 
provide free primary' education with 
the help of a grant of Rs. 4,883 from 
the district board. 

In the Rajshahi Division, the expen¬ 
diture on primary education decreased 
in the districts of Rajshahi, Jalpaiguri, 


Rangpur, Pabna and Malda, but in¬ 
creased in Dinajpur and Bogra. 
Bairehuna union board in Dinajpur, 
Ullapura and Mirkuntia union boards 
in Pabna, and Sadlichak Khempur, 
Bhimgole and Kansat union boards in 
Malda continued to maintain free 
primary schools. 

A special feature of the year under 
review was the keen interest taken by 
the union boards, particularly in the 
Rajshahi Division, in the campaign for 
the primary education of adults. In 
Rajshahi, iOO night schools were started 
and the Tl^jshahi Sadar Uunion Boards 
Association distributed books of alphabet 
and writing materials free to adult 
students. Twenty-nine adult education 
centres in Jalpaiguri, 200 night schools 
for adults in Dinajpur and over 100 
such schools in Malda were opened 
during the year under review. One 
hundred and seventy-seven adult educa¬ 
tion centres were maintained by the 
union boards of the Serajganj sub¬ 
division and the union boards of the 
Serajganj Circle alone contributed 
Rs. 2,124 for this purpose. The 
Haragram union board in Rajshahi 
constructed a building for an adult 
education centre. The union boards of 
Rajarampur, Karnai, Karakkabad, 
Karanji and Kashba in the Sadar sub- 
divi.sion of the Dinajpur district main¬ 
tained reading rooms and libraries. 

The union boards of Dinajpur spent 
the largest amount on primary educa¬ 
tion, viz., Rs. 25,386. Other districts 
worthy of mention in this connection 
are Howrah (Rs. 23,178'). Birbhum 
(Rs. 19,3201. Burdwan (Rs. 19,304), 
Jessore (Rs. 17.458), Khulna 
(Rs. 17,4041, Dacca (Rs. 17,195) and 
Rangpur (RvS, 17,107). The union 
boards of Howrah spent on primary 
education 10 per cent, of their total 
expenditure during the y^r. while 
those of Khulna came next with an 
expenditure of 6*4 per cent., followed 
by the union boards of Birbhum and 
Pabna with an expenditure of 6 per 
cent, and 5-,2 per cent., respectively. 

(nt) Some features of special 
intercM .—A satisfactory future of 
year’s working was the extent to which 
soipe of the union boards were able to 
perform works of public utility with the 
help of voluntary labour. Mwiy Eurnl 
Reconstruction Committees with in¬ 
telligent leaders at their head made 
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their appearance and rendered valuable 
service in the cause af rurtd uplift and 
■v^lfare. The '‘Water Hyacinth Wedc’’ 
inau^rated by Government also evdced 
con^erable enthusiasm and public 
spirit on the part qf union boards ih 
many districts and provided a valuable 
training in self-help. 

Many union boards in the Rajshahi 
Division maintained arrangements for 
street lighting. Three union boards in 
Dinajpur provided petromax lights at 
important road junctions. The Sukdeb- 

S ur union board in the district of 
diwpur repaired an old embankment 
at H^sainpur, the cost of which was 
met from handsome local contributions. 

5. Union benches and union courts. 

—Union benches .—The total number of 
union benches established and in 
existence was 1,515 against 1,521 in 
the preceding year. The number of 
offenc.es reported to these benches was 
98,674 showing an increase of 6,481 
over the figure of the preceding year. 
The working of the union benches con¬ 
tinued on the whole to be satisfactory; 
they afforded appreciable relief to the 
ordinary (;ourts by disposing of a fair 
number of petty cases. These village 
tribunals are growing in popularity as 
they administer speedy justice locally 
at a very low c*ost and without any 
elaborate legal procedure. 

Union courts .—The total number of 
union courts established in this province 
rose from 1,836 to 1.428 and the number 
of suits instituted in these courts was 
72,699, .showing a decrease of 14,023 as 
compared with the figure of the preced¬ 
ing year. Of the total number oi appli¬ 
cations for disposal during the year 
under report under the proviso to sec¬ 
tion 88 of the Bengal Village Self- 
Government Act, 63 cases were either 
dismissed or not prosecuted. In 148 
cases the lower courts’ orders were 
confirmed, in 18 cases they were modi¬ 
fied, in 84 cases reversed and 55 cases 
remanded for retrial. The union courts 
are reported to have been generally 
popular, particularly among poor liti¬ 
gants, and to have afforded relief to the 
Munsifs in the majority of the districts. 
Some District Judges are of opinion 
that the utility of these courts would 
increase if a better personnel could be 
snsured and that further improvements 
5Uid stricter supervision over the courts 
ire required in order to free them from 


the siMpicion of corruption and mal¬ 
practices as far as possible. It is 
reported from some districts that the 
introduction of the Debt Settlement 
Boards has affected the work of these 
courts to some extent. 

6 . Relations between the district 
boards and the union boards. —^Apart 
from the question of financial assistance 
to the union boards, the general relation 
subsisting between the district boards 
and the union boards continued, as here¬ 
tofore, to be quite satisfactory. With 
the gradual abolition of local boards, 
the district boards are coming to appre¬ 
ciate more and more fully the increas¬ 
ing importance of union boards as the 
primary units of rural administration. 

It is regrettable to note, however, 
that many district boards were not 
generous enough in the matter of finan¬ 
cial aid to the union boards under their 
charge. The total grant made by the 
district boards to the union boards under 
section 45 of the Village Self-Govern¬ 
ment Act decreased from Rs. 3-,80 lakhs 
to Rs. 3-36 lakhs and represented 22 
per cent, of the amount raised by union 
boards under section 37(6) of the Act 
and only 36 per cent, of the total aug¬ 
mentation grant received by the district 
boards from the Provincial revenues as 
compared with 23 per cent, and 40 
per cent., respectively, in the preceding 
year. The district boards in all the 
divisions except the Presidency Divi¬ 
sion, curtailed their contributions to the 
union boards under section 45 of the 
Act, the most marked decrease being in 
the Burdwan and the Rajshahi Divisions 
where the grants paid by the district 
boards amounted to Rs. 66,261 and 
Rs. 69,425, respectively, against 
Rs. 94,158 and Rs, 90,154, respectively, 
in the preceding year. In the Presi¬ 
dency Division, however, the district 
Iteard grant increased from Rs. 67,958 
to Rs. 84,480. 

The amount contributed by the district 
boards under section 33 of the Act for 
the management of works and institu¬ 
tions transferred by them to union 
bojirds decreased from Rs. 2-09 lakhs to 
Rs. 1-81 lakhs and the total income of 
the union boards from pounds, which 
represents a tran.sfer of district board 
revenue to the union boards, also decreas¬ 
ed from 2*32 lakhs to Ife. 2-14 lakhs 
during the year under review. 
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7. Gtneriri * remarkt. —Duciitf the 
^ar under review the activities c/^union 
beards reoeiyed some set-back owing to 
the distress arising from widsNspread 
floods in several districts which had an 
adverse effect on their finanoes. The 
administration of the boards was also 
by no means uniform in all di^^ts and 
instances were not ladking in which 
they were hamj)ered by inefficiency or 
intenseo party faction of a morbid type. 
The assessment and collection of the 
union rate under section 37(b) of the 
Bengal Village Self-Government Act 
still left much to be desired and, in 
many cases, the progress achieved by the 
union boards was far short of the 
requirements in the matter of the ame¬ 
lioration of the conditions of life in the 
rural areas. 

Generally speaking, however, the year 
under review witnessed a slow but steady 
progress in the work of the unitm 
wards, mainly as a result of an awaken¬ 
ing of civic consciousness of the people 


and of a general desire to shoulder 
greater respoBsibility in the administra¬ 
tion of iocu affairs; and much valuable 
work was accomplished. The co¬ 
operation between the Police and the 
Presidents of union boards led to fruit- 
M results in the prevention and detec¬ 
tion of crimes. Village defence parties 
were organised along lines designed to 
ensure the maximum co-cmeration 
between union boards and the local 
police and a livelier interest was taken 
in the. works of rural reconstruction. 
Water-supply projects, eradication of 
water-hvacinth and clearance of jungles 
with voluntary labour were some of the 
special featuhes of the achievements of 
the union boards during the year under 
review.

(Note .—On an average of the five year# end¬ 
ing 1938-39, the area under autumn rice 
in Bengal has represented some 7*7 per 
cent, of the total area under rice in 
India.) 

Character of the season .—^Bainfall in 
February and March was sufficient for pre¬ 
paratory tillage and sowings commenced in 
the earlier districts. Drought in April aome- 
wliat interfered with the progress of the high 
land sowings, specially in some North and 
West Bengal district's. Fairly widespread 
rainfall in May, however, facilitated late 
sowings and benefited the growth of the 
plants to some extent. The season has not 
been n satisfactory one due to insufficient 
rainfall or drought. 


^^>^eaye .—The total area sown with the 
clincreut hhiuioi crops this year is reported to 
be 6,0^,000 acres as against 6,366,400 acres 
and G.440,800 acrej, respectively in the corre¬ 
sponding and final forecasts of last year. 

(If this the area under autumn rice is esti- 
niuted at 5,336,700 acres as against 6,669,600 
and 5,741,500 acres, respectively, in the cor- 
respondiug and final forecasts of last year. 
J he liecreuse in area under autumn rice is 
uiuiiily duo to the increased cultivation of 
jute. 

Outturn .—According to the District Offi- 
cers estimates, the outturn of the different 
oluidm crops for the Presidency works out at 
73 per cent, of the normal this year as against 
■76 and 75 per cent., respectively, in the 
corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Autumn rice is estimated to yield an out¬ 
turn ol 72 per cent, of the normal for the 
province this year as against 76 per cent, 
both ill tlie corresponding and final forecasts 
of last year.

18. If the relatives or attendance of a 
person who has died of a dangerous disease 
are unable to adopt the measures referred to 
in by-law No. IG for the removal of the 
corp.se, the Health Officer or Sanitary 
Inspector or otlu'r person referred to in that 
by-law shall himself arnange for the removal 
of the corpse in the manner directed by him 
and realise the cost from the relatives or 
attendance of the dead person: 

I’rovided that if the dead body of a 
puup<'r or if the relatives of the dead are 
too jioor to pa.v, the cost shall be met from 
the Municipal fund. 

19. The Health Offic.er, Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor or any other person authorised by the 
Coiumi.ssioncrs in this behalf may, by a notice 
in writing, require any person to carry out 
or to allow to be carried out by such 
agency and witliin such time as may 
be specified in tlie notice, such measures for 
the disinfection or evacuation of any pre¬ 
mises exposed to infection or contagion from 
a dangerous disease in the occupation of such 
person or for the disinfection or destruction 
of any of the personal effects of a patient as 
the said Health’ Officer, Sanitary Inspector 
or person may consider necessary.

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20. The Health* Officer, Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor or any person authorised by the Commis¬ 
sioners in this behalf may, by a notice in 
writing, require the removal under such 
precautions and within such period as 
may be specified in the notice of 
articles from a building, where a dangerous 
disease has broken out, to a place for washing 
and disinfection provided by the Commis¬ 
sioners.

21. Where a public disinfecting station 
or a place for disinfection or washing of 
infected articles has not been provided by the 
Commissioners, clothes used by persons suffer¬ 
ing from a dangerous disease other than 
those which can be burnt shall be stored in 
a separate room. Such clothes shall not be 
sent to a dhobi or washerman to be washed 
nor shall they be washed in any source of 
water supply, before they have been dis¬ 
infected to the satisfaction of the Health 
Officer or Sanitary Inspector.

22- A dhobi or washerman shall not 
knowingly take clothes from a house where 
any person is .suffering from a dangerous 
disease. He shall cease frm carrying on his 
profession on the occurrence of any dangw- 
ous disease in the building occupied by him 
and shall not resume his profession till the 
building has been declared free from infec¬ 
tion by the Health Officer, Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor or any other person authorised by the 
Commissioners in this behalf.

23. On the occurrence of a dangerous 
disease in the building occupied by a dhobi, 
he shall keep with him all the clothes previ¬ 
ously sent to him for washing till the written 

f ermission of the Health Officer, Sanitary 
nspector or any other person appointed by 
the Commissioners in this behalf has been 
obtained for returning them to the owners 
after being disinfected. 

Fine, Re. 50. 

24. A dealer in foodstuffs, clothing or 
other articles shall cease from carrying on 
his occupation on the occurrence of any dan¬ 
gerous disease in the building occupied by 
him and shall not resume his occupation- until 
he is permitted to do so by the Health Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector or any other person 
authorised by the Commissioners in this 
behalf. 

Fine, Rs. 60. 

25. When the Commissioners are satisfied 
that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain, 
sewer or cesspool is such as ta cause the risk 
of an outbreak of any dangerous disease to 
the inhabitants of the neighbourhood, they 
may direct the occupier of tne land or build¬ 
ing on which such privy, urinalj drain, 
sewer or cesspool is utuated to disinfect or 


to allow an officer of the Commisaioners to 
disinfect the same with such disinfectants in 
suQh quantities and at such times as may be 
specified by them.

Bye-lawt for t/ie control of Malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by the 
Commissioners it shall be lawfiu for the 
Commissioners to treat all tanks, ponds, 
wells and water collections periodically with 
larvacides. 

2. The owner of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall, when required by the Commis- 
siouers by a notice in writing, treat such 
drain or cesspool with proper larvacides as a 
measure for the destruction of mosquitoes at 
intervals of not more than ten days, provided 
that the necessary materials are supplied by 
the Commissioners. The Commissioners may 
themselves arrange for such measure being 
taken by their own staff. 

3. The Commissioners may by notice in 
writing require the owner of any land to 
provide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition, provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners 
by a notice in writing within a period to be 
specified in such notice, provide mosquito 
proof coverings for all cesspools within the 
premises and shall construct yard gullies 
communicating with the drains. 

5. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners 
by a notice in writing, cause every cistern 
and reserve tank for storage of water in his 
premises to be made mosquito proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern 
or reserve tank shall conform to the loUowing 
conditions:— 

(а) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health Officer or 
Sanitary Inspector or the Municipal Engineer 
or by the Chief Engineer, Public Health 
Department, and shall be kept closed by 
strong bolts and nuts or shall be secnored by 
lock and key. The lids should not be opened 
until required for inspection by an officer 
authorised by the Commissioners in that 
behalf or for repair works. 

(б) The warning pipe or the overflow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve tank snail 
be protected by a perforated metal cap of a 
standard pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Sanitary Inspector or the Muni¬ 
cipal E^ineer or the Chief Engineer of the 
Public H^ltli Department. 

(c) The punch holes in the cistern or 
reserve tanks made by the Municipal officers 
shall be either utilised for connecting pipes 
or projKjrly closed. 

(d) Water gauges necessitating an aperture 
in the roof or the sides of the oiatem or 
reserve tank shall be xaoeqtdio proof. 
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(e) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 
-water closets should be of mosquito proof 
liattern. 

(/) If the cistern or tank is not provided 
with lid as an ulterpiitive, every opening shall 
be covered with a mosquito proof screen con¬ 
sisting of wire-netting of at least sixteen 
meshes to the inch each way or any other 
material which will effectively prevent ingress 
or egress of mosquitoes. In the case of non¬ 
provision of mosquito screen all unscreened 
containers shall be completely emptied every 
seven days and thoroughly cleaned and dried. 

(i. No new water connections shall be 
given to any building until the storage 
cisterns installed therein have been inspected 
and certified to he mos(iuito proof by the 
Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector or 
the Municipal Engineer or any other eom- 
pHeiit piTson authorised by the Commissioners 
in this behalf. 


By-Juw.t for prevention of the spread of 
disease by jiies or other insects. 

1. hvery baker or confec.tioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other pre¬ 
pared articles of food and every vendor <*r 
hawker of such articles shall keep the same 
in u glass case or almirah provided with wire 
gauze screen so as to keep away flies or other 
in.sects. 

2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
(’oinmissioners by a notice in writing, make 
his shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, provide fly-proof recep¬ 
tacles for the collection of rubbish and other 
otl'ensive matter until these can be deposited 
in such place as may be provided by the 
(Vniimissioners for the purpose. 


7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be nundjered by the Commis¬ 
sioners to facilitate inspection. 

8. Ev<>ry cistern or reserve tank or flush 
isti-rn shall be kept in good repair or shall 
e replaced by new ones when necessary.

trade in, niys and bones. 

1. In these by-laws “rag-flock” means 
flock which has been produced wholly or part¬ 
ly by tearing up woven or knitted or felted 
materials, whether old or new, but does not 
include flock nblained wholly in the process of 
scouring and finishing or newly woven or new'- 
ly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 

2. No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rag-flo<'k manufactured from 
rags or u.se for the making of any article of 
upholstiuy, cushions or beddings, any such 
flock unless it conforms to (he standanl 
prescribed below and unless such flock has 
Imh*!) disinfected to the satisfaction of the 
Sanitary Inspector. 

The amount of soluble chlorine tas chlo¬ 
rides) removed by thorough washing with dis¬ 
tilled water at a temperature not exceeding 
26° centigrade from not less than 40 grammes 
of a well mixed sample of rug-flock shall not 
exceed flO parts of iffilorine in 100,000 parts 
of the flock. 

No person shall trade in rags or in 
second hand clothing or bedding, unless the 
Healtli Officer or the Sanitary Inspector or the 
Commissioners are satisfied about the cleanli- 
ne(*s of such articles and also about the 
freedom of such articles from infection of any 
dangerous disease. 

4. No person shall trade in bones or pro¬ 
ducts of bones unless such articles have been 
(lisinfected before importation or exposure of 
sale to the satisfaction of the Health Officer 
or the Sanitary Inspector or the Commis¬ 
sioners.

1. Rat-proof bins or receptacles .—^When 
required by the CommissionerB to do 8o for the 
prevention of the outbreak or spread of 
plague, every owner or occupier of a building 
shall provide therein a rat-proof bin or re.eep- 
tackle for the temporary deposit of food resi¬ 
due, eu]%, plates and other utensils prior to 
washing., 

2. Rent-proof dinxl Inns. —The Coniniission- 
ers may provide rat-proof dustbins for the 
depositing of sewage, rubbish and offensive 
sive matter. 

3. Notification of rat mortality. —When¬ 
ever the Commissioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by Insat of 
drumps prompt notification of eases of mortal¬ 
ity among rats in any building or on any 
land, whereupon the owner or occupier of 
such building or land shall forthwith give 
information of any such occurrence to the 
Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector or the 
Commissioners* either personally or in writ¬ 
ing. 

4. Roit dest/nict.ion. —^Whenever the Com¬ 
missioners shall decide on the destruction of 
rats as a measure to prevent the outbreak or 
spread of plague within the municipality, it 
shall be lawful for the Commissioners to make 
necessary arrangements for such destruction 
by smoking rat-holes and by placing rat-traps 
and rat-poison baits in any building, or land 
<!onsist.ently with the safety of the building 
and its occupants. 

5. Disposal of dead rats. —^When required 
by the Commissioners to do so for the pre¬ 
vention of any outbreak or spread of plague, 
the owner or occupier of every builaing or 
land in which a dead rat is found shall forth¬ 
with place it in kerosine oil, until its dispo¬ 
sal by burning can be arranged. 

6. Disinfection. —When required by the 
Commissioners to do so for the prevention of 
the outbreak or spread of plague, the owner 
or occupier of a building shall arrange for the 
cleaning and disinfection, at such intervals 
as may be fixed by the Commissioner^, of the 
floor and walls (up to a height of three feet 
from the floor or plinth) of the building with 
kerosine oil emulsion prepared by boiling half 
a pound of hard soap in half a gallon of water, 
to which four gallons of kerosine oil have 
been subsequently mixed. 

7. Disinfection.- —The owner or occupier of 
a building in which a case of plague has 
occurred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and 
discharge from buboes of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in stren^h of 
one teaspoonful to a pint of water or in any 
other active germicidal solution. 


8. Disinfecticn of room of pneumonic 
plague cases .—^The Commissioners may 
arrange for the disinfection of room in which 
a case of pneumonic plague has occurred with 
formaline, gas or witil other suitable disin¬ 
fectants. 


9. Arrangement for immunisation .—The 
Commissioners may by beat of drum aunouni;e 
the arrangements made for anti-plague 
inoculation, whereu])uu every person shall be 
bound to get himself inoculated, provided 
that no person shall be bound to take 
inoculation who owing to constitutional dis¬ 
ability or on medical grounds is certified by 
a registered medical jiractitioner tf» be unfit 
for such inoculation. 


10. PemUty. —^li\^hoever commits a breach 
of any of the \ve-laws 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 
9 shall he punishable with a fine which may 
extend to rupees fifty. 


By-laws for the prevention of rabies in men 
and animals. 

1. The Commissioners may require by beat 
of drum that all dogs, whenever led or taken 
out into a public, street or a public plaw, shall 
be ])roperly mussled with a leather strap or 
any other similar contrivance. 

2. Any person who has in liis possession 
anv dog which he knows or has reason to 
lieiievc to be siiffcnng from rabies r»r to have 
been bitten or snapped at by any dog, jattkal 
or any other animal suffering from rubies or 
Busper-ted to In* suffeirng from rabies shall 
immediately intimate the fact in writing to 
the Commissioners and also to the Health Offi¬ 
cer or the Sanitary Inspector. 


3. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering from rabies shall reporl 
the fact to the Commissioners in such detail 
as may be required by the Commissioners. 


4. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to rupees fifty. 


By-laws regarding disposal of refuse or waste 
matter or other matter or thing coiitami- 
nated with or exposed to infection of con¬ 
tamination. 

No person shall dispose of any refuse, waste 
matter or other matter or thing, which has 
been contaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion of contagion^ except by burning or burial, 
after proper disJnfection, at a safe distance 
from sources of water-supply.

1. An examination for the Certificate in Tanning shall be held 
unuiially in Calcutta and such other places as shall, from time to time, 
be ap])ointed by the Syndicate, the appn)xiiuuto date to be notified in 
the Calendar. 

2. Any under-graduate of the University may be admitted to this 
examination ]trovi<ied he has fulfilled the ftdlowing conditions: — 

(a) That he has passed the Intermediate Examination with Physics, 
Chemistry and Mathematics and preferably with Jlotany or Zoology or 
ifiology us an additional subject. 

(b) That he has completed, since ))ussiug the Intermediate Exami¬ 
nation in Science, a regular course of study, both theoretical and prac¬ 
tical, in the subject for the examination for three academical years in 
any institution affiliated to, or reengnised by, the University for this 
]iurpose. 

J'rovided that candidates who have passed the 11.So. Examination 
with Chemistry may be exempted tr<m« attending lectures and prac tical 
work in Elementaryr Chemistry but they shall attend lectures on Tan¬ 
nins, their (Qualitative tests, classification and elementary notions of 
the constitution of Uallo-tannic acid. 

d. Every c'andidate sent up for the examination, shall prodm'e a 
certificate in) of good conduct, (6) of diligent study, (c) of having 
satisfactorily passed the periodical examinations of the Institution and 
other tests and (d) of probability of passing the examination.

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7. The examination shall be written and practical. 

There shall be three theoretical and four practical papers in Prin¬ 
ciples and Methods of Leather Manufacture, two theoretical and two 
practical papers each in Analytical Chemistry of Leather Manufacture. 
I'ilemeutary Chemistry, Elementary Microscopy and Bacteriology of 
Leather Manufacture, and Leather Trades Engineering, and one theore¬ 
tical paper in Elementarj Book-Keeping. 

8. Each theoretical paper shall be of three hours and shall carry 
50 marks. Each practical paper shall carry 60 marks. Ten per cent, 
of the marks in the practical paper shall be set apart for laboratory and 
tannery note-books.

10. Candidates will In* required to pass in the practical as well as 
in the theoretical portions of the .subjects as deiiued in the syllabus. 

11. As soon as jios.sible after the examination the Syndicate shall 
publish a list of the candidaU^is who have passed, arranged in three 
classes each in order of merit. Each successful candidate snail lie given 
a Certificate in the form prescribed in Appendix A. 

12. In order to })ass the examination, a candidate must, obtain 
per cent, of the marks in each subject. Candidates obtaining 45 j>er 
cent, of the aggregate marks shall ne pla<‘cd in the Second Class and 
those obtaining 60 per cent, in the First Class. 

10. Any (candidate who has failed in one subject only and by not 
more than 5 iier cent, of the full murks in that subj(‘<-t and has shown 
merit by gaining 50 per cent, or more in the aggregate of the marks of 
the examination, shall l>e allowed to pass.

•1. A Bf)ard of Examiners consisting of two or more persons shall 
be appointed by the Syndicate, whenever practicable, to set papers in 
each subject in ea<'h examination. The Syndicate shall also appoint a 
President for each Board. Each po]a*r shall, whenever practicable, be 
set by two members of the Board in eonsidtation. In the case of a 
differeiK^e of opinion arising between the two Examiners, point sholl be 
referred to the President. The papers set shall be moderated by him 
in (ronsultaticm with the other members of the Board. 

4. As far as practicable, the members of the Board who set the 
p.apers shall be among those who Icmk over the an8wer-pn])ers. 

5. t)f the persons appointed to set papers in any subject for any 
examination one at least must be a lecturer on that subject, and one 
at least shall be a j»erson not teaching that subject for that examination.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal 
for September 1840. 

I. Cliatacter of the season .—During the 
month under review, the rainfall was above 
the normifl in thirteen districts while in 
others it was below the normal. The usual 
rainfall statement is appended. 

IT. Progress of agricultural operationi ..— 
Transplantation of winter paddy was almost 
completed and weeding continues at places. 
Harvesting- of jute and aus paddy was much 
advanced. Prejiaration of lands for rabi 
crops is in profjress in places. 

III. State of standing crops .—The state 
of standing crops was generally fair. 

IT. Pro.<ipecl.i and probable outturn .— 
The outturn of the different bhadoi crops for 
the Presidency works out at 73 ]»er cent, and 
estimated yield .of autumn rice at 72 per cent, 
of the normal. The prospects in th*; flood 
affected areas of Contai subdivision in the 
Midnapore district are, however, not favour¬ 
able. 


V. Damage to- standing crops.—Oonsider- 
able damage was caused by floods and insect- 
pests At places in the West Bengal districts. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock .— 
Condition of lire^stock was fair. Sporadic 
cases of cattle disease were, however, reported 
from fifteen districts of the Presidency as also 
from the Cooch Behar and Tripura States. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder .— 
Insufiiciency of fodder was reported from the 
Ooalundo subdivision in the Faridpur 
district. 

VIII. Price of food grains .—During the 
second fortnight of the month, the retail 
prices of common rice of the cheapest quality 
rose in 4 districts, fell in 5 and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. 
The prices ranged from 7 11^16 seer.s per 
rupee in Bogra to 11 seers ])er rui)ee in 
Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural poinilation. 
—The condition of the agricultural pojmlu- 
tion was fair except in parts of Birbhuin and 
Midnapore, where relief measures were in 
operation.

Second Forecast of the Sugarcane Crop of 
Bengal, 1940-41. 

(AV,tf.-_On an average of the five years 
, ending 1938-39, the area under sugar- 
can* in Bengal haa represented some 
7-8 per cent, of the total area under 
sugarcane in India.) 

Character of the season .—As reported in the 
first forecast the planting of setts was general¬ 
ly done under favourable weather conditions. 
Subsequently the growth of the crop was retanl- 
ed at places owing to insufficient rainfall or 
drought which set in for some time. Inter¬ 
mittent sunshine and rainfall since the second 
half of July have, however, improved the 
prospects and the present condition of the 
crop is fairly good. 


Area planted .—The total area planted with 
the crop i« wtimated to be 333,400 acres this 
year as against 319,300 and 315,800 acres, 
respectively, reported in the corresponding 
and final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn.—^According to the estimates of 
the district officers, the average outturn of the 
crop for the province this year works out at 
83 per cent, of the normal against 79 and 84 
per i;ent., respectively, in the corresponding 
and final forecasts of last year. 

Condition figure .—^The condition figure for 
the sugarcane crop is estimated at 83 per cent, 
as against a ten years’ average of 85 ’6 per 
cent. This means that the condition of this 
year’s cirop is equal to about 97 per cent, of 
the ten years’ average. The current year’s 
acreage exceeds that of the previous year by 
5-57 per cent.

There are two crops, early and late. The 
“early” crop is chiefly grown in the Chitta- 

f ong Hill Tracts, Mymensingh, and in the 
'ripura State and also to a small extent in 


other districts. The “late” crop is grown in 
Bankura and Midnapore. 

Character of the secuon .—Since the issue of 
the first forecast in August last the weather 
has been granetally favourable for the growth 
of the eany crop. The present condition u 
generally satisfactory. 

Sowing of late variety has commenced in 
Midnapore under fair conditions. 

Area soirn.—The area sown with early 
cotton is reported to l>e 107,078 acres this 
year as against 92,470 acres (revised) in the 
corresponding forecast of last year. Of the 
late crop an area of 200 acres is reported tc 
have been sown this year in Midnapore.

1. PTelivdmiry .—^These rules may be called the Civi<' Guard 
Rules, 1940, and shall come into force at once. 

t 

2. Organimtion .—(/) In Calcutta the Commissioner of Police is 
responsible for organisation; elsewhere such responsibility rests on the 
Superintendent of Police under the general guidance of the District 
Magistrate. 

{ii) The Civic Guard of Calcutta and of each district shall be under 
the g(*neral supervision of one or more District Commandants 
appointed under section 3 of the Civic Guards Ordinance, 1940 
(hereinafter in these rules referred to as the Ordinance). In Calcutta 
the Commissioner of Police maj' appoint one or more Adjutants and 
Deputy Commandants under the said section and allocate their duties. 

{iii^ Cnder the District Commandant .shall be one or more Civic 
Guard Commandants each of whom shall be responsible for the drill, 
discipline and work of the district force or of such portions thereof as 
the (h)mmissioner of Police in Calcutta or the District Magistrate 
elsewhere may direct. Each Civic Guard Commandant shall be 
similarly appointed under the Ordinance. 

(/■?’) The district force shall be divided into groups corresponding 
to local areas or beats. Each group shall be under a Group Com^ 
mander, similarly appointed and Deputy Group Commanders may be 
similarly H}>pointed, if necessary, under Group Commanders, Other 
members of the Civic Guard may be appointed under the Ordinance in 
consultation with Group Commanders. 

(r) In Calcutta the Commissioner of Police may exercise all or any 
of his functions under this rule through the Deputy Commissioners, 
North and South Districts. 


3. Appohifjnent. —(i) Applications for enrolment as members of 
the Civic Guard shall be made in the form given in Schedule “A” to 
these rules and shall be presented to the Group Commander of the area 
within which the applicant resides. The Group Commander will 
interview' the candidate and will forward the application with his 
recommendations to the Commissioner of Police in Calcutta or the 
District Magistrate elsew'here. The District Magistrate or the Com¬ 
missioner of Police, 08 tl»e case may be, may in his discretion refu.se to 
accept any i»articular recommendation for nomination to the Civic 
Guard. 

All recruits shall be formally enrolled with due ceremony on 
parade. 

During this ceremony each recruit shall take the oath of allegiance 
to His Majesty the King Emperor in the form given in Schedule “B” 
to these rules, 

(»/) In Cah-utta the Commissioner of Poliw may exercise all or 
any of his functions under this rule through the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioners, North and South Districit. 


4. Conditiom of service .—Service in the Civic Guard shall 
ordinarily be vcduntary and unpaid, provided that the Provincial 
Government may detennine the allowance for expenses to be paid to 
members of the Civic Guard when called out on duty, 

5. Dufies. —(t) Every member of the Civic Guard shall attend 
regularly at parades and lectures and shall not be absent except with 
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the leave of the District CommAndaut or in his absence the Civic 
Guard Commandant or of any other officer authorised by -the District 
Commandant in that behalf. 

(ii) Every member sliull obey implicitly the lawful orders of his 
8Uj)erior officers, 

6 . Civic Guards may be called out on duty— 

(i) to assist the regular police force in the protection of the civil 
popTilation against the forces of crime and disorder; 

n, (it) to work in close touch with Air Raid Precautions organisations 
and to maintain and enforce order during black-outs and 
air raid alarms; 

(tit) to perform such duties in connection with the protection of 

f ersons, the security of property or the public safety as the 
rovincial (iovernment may, from time to time by rule, 
assign to them. 


7. The District Magistrate in a district may by written order 
delegate to any police officer not below the rank of an Inspector of 
Police any of the powders conferred by section 4 of the Ordinance. 
In Galcu^a only tlie Commissioner of Police may call out the Civic 
Guard for duty and such orders shall be notified in the Calcutta 
Police Gazette. All the Civic Guard or any particular jiortion of it may 
be called out on any particular occasion. 


8 - Discipline. — (i) The District Commandant may, by written 
order, remove from the Civic Guard any member who by reason of his 
misconduct or neglect of duty, or breach of discipline, is con¬ 
sidered by him unfit to act and continue as a Civic Guard. These 
orders are subject to confirmation by the Commissioner of Police or 
District Magistrate as the case may be. 

(ii) The Commissioner of Police in Calcutta or the District Magi^ 
trate elsewhere may, by written order, remove from the Civic 
Guard any officer or member who by reason of his misconduct or 
neglect of duty, or breach of discipline, is considered by him unlikely 
to make an emcient officer or member of the Civic Guard. 

The decision of the Commissioner of Police or the District 
Magistrate, as the case may be, shall be final and shall not be ques¬ 
tioned in any proceedings whatsoever.

Belt, brown leather, Sam Browne pattern. 

When a tunic is worn, khaki necktie will be worn on the khaki 
shirt.

WaxaBAS. it is exjiedient further to amend the Bengal 
Patni Taluks Regulation, 1810, for the purposes and in 
the manner hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— 


Short title. 1. This Aot may l>e called the Bengal Patni Taluk 

Regulation (Amendment) Act, 1040.

Wnkukas it ia expedient to retriilato th(' iiolidtiya, 
payment of wages and leave of jierson.s einidoyed in 
commercial establishments and establi.sli?n<‘nt.s for jiiiblio 
entc'rtainment or amusement and the hours of work of persons 
employed in shops and eatablishmeiils foi- [tublii' eriteri.aijuuent 
or amusement; 

It is hereby enacted as follows ;— 


1. (I) This Act may be called the Bengal Shops and 
EstabliAments Act, 1940.

20 . Nothing in this Act shall affect any right or pmilege 
to which any person employed in any shop, commercial 
establishment or establisl^ent for public entertainment or 
amusement is entitled at the date of the commonoonient of 
this Act under any other law for the time being in force 
or under any contract, custom or usage which is in force on 
that date, if such right or privilt^ is more favourable to him 
than any right or privilege conferred upon him by this Act. 

21 . (i) The Provincial Government may, after previoiu 
publication, make rules for carrying out the purposes of this 
Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the forgoing power, such rules may provide for— 

(a) the holidays an d other occasions on account of which a 
notification may be issued under sub'Section (S) of 
•eotioni: 
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(6) the businosa operations in oonneotion with which, 
and the periods during which, persona employed 
in shops and establishments for public enterte^* 
ment and amusement may work oTer-time or in 
excess of the limit provided respectively in 
sub-section (2) of seotian 7, and sub-sectiaa (J) of 
section -10 ; 

(c) the manner of caloulating ordinary rates of wages 

for the purposes of section 13 ; 

(d) the records and registers to be maintained, and the 

notices to be displayed, by a shop-keeper and an 
employer under section 14 ; 

(e) the manner of appointment and qualifications of 

Inspectors appointed under section 15 ; 

(/) the manum- in which Inspectors appointed under 
section 16 shall exercise the powers conferred by 
section 16. 


(S) In making any rule under this section the Provincial 
Government may direct that any person committing a breach 
thereof shall, on conviction, be punishable with fine, which 
may extend to fifty rupees, and where the breach is a con¬ 
tinuing one, with a fiuther fine which may extend to ten 
rupees for every day, after the first, during which the breach 
continues.
